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EDITORIAL 


Consult the riders 


Over the past seven or eight years we have seen the motor 
racing circuits throughout Europe take on new looks with 
mile upon mile of Armco barrier and/or sleepers line the 
protective banks. The reason for such action was the result 
of powerful organisations such as the Grand Prix Drivers’ 
Association under the helm of Jackie Stewart, who clearly 
saw the dangers of most circuits combined with much 
increased cornering speeds. 


However, most of these circuits are used for major motor- 
cycle meetings too, and at the time Armco barrier was 
installed, the motorcycle riders were not in anywhere near 
as powerful a position as the Grand Prix drivers to argue 
about it, even if they had been given a chance. 


This situation is changing rapidly. This week, we devote 
five pages to an exclusive interview with leading British 
motorcyclist Barry Sheene, the youngest and most recent of 
the two-wheeled “superstars,” who naturally feels very 
strongly about the ludicrous conditions which top motor- 
cyclists face. 


It takes little imagination to realise that unprotected 
Armco barriers can virtually always result in serious conse- 
quences for motorcycle riders who have fallen from their 
bikes. 


After the circuits saw the danger to the motorcyclists, 
straw bales were erected in front of the barriers at the most 
vulnerable points, but it was a slap-happy operation because, 
although the circuit owners in this country co-operated, 
many in Europe didn’t want to know. The matter came to 
a head recently at the Nurburgring the German Grand 
Prix where for the first time all the major riders showed 
a united front in refusing to race until more straw bales 
were provided, and ultimately boycotted the race. 


Who can blame them? Many riders have suffered severe 
injuries from hitting Armco barrier and when major motor- 
cycle races are often bringing twice as many spectators in to 
the circuits as car races, why shouldn’t they have a say in 
measures which are to affect them so drastically ? 


Barry Sheene explains in the interview, the problems 
of trying to start a Grand Prix Riders’ Association when 
there are so few professional riders and how inefficient their 
governing body is in implementing satisfactory safety 
requirements for the riders. It reminds one of the early 
sixties of Grand Prix motor racing when the requests for 
more safety were met with the pathetic reply that if they 
didn’t want to race as it was, then they didn’t need to come. 


Sheene and the few other professional motorcycle riders 
have a hard fight on their hands in improving many aspects 
of their sport, particularly the safety question, but they are 
at last starting to get somewhere. 


However it is essential that any future safety measures 
affecting circuits are made after the international motor- 
cyclists have been consulted — as much as the GPDA.

USAC and SCCA 
agree on F5000 


An llth hour meeting in America 
last week saw USAC and the 
SCCA finally reach agreement on 
a jointly sanctioned F5000 series 
this year. 

Details of the agreement are 
sparse at the moment but it is 
certain that USAC cars as well 
as straightforward F5000s_ will 
be competing in the races. The 
USAC championship cars must 
however be prepared to USAC 
regulations. The engines will be 
limited to 161 cubic inch dis- 
placement turbocharged, 255 cid 
DOHC or 320 stock block and 
stock head, It is this last point, 
the larger-than-5000 cc _ stock 
block engine provision, that the 
negotiations broke down earlier 
in the year. 

Fuel capacity for the USAC 
cars will remain at 40 gallons 
maximum but can be distributed 
on both sides of the car. At 


present fuel can only be on the 
left side for USAC races. The 
concession ‘that allowed the 
SCCA to accept their larger 
engine formula for USAC partici- 
pants in the series seems to be 
the spelled out mandatory pit 
stop for all turbocharged cars. 
Rules for the F5000 cars stay 
the same. 

In the agreement between the 
two clubs there is provision for 
change in the regulations “ fol- 
lowing competition observations.” 
The first race to carry the joint 
sanction will be at Mid Ohio on 
June 2. 

Although Mario Andretti was a 
confirmed runner in the Parnelli 
Jones Lola at Mid Ohio, the 
result of the new pact will 
almost certainly mean that Al 
Unser will be there as well and 
a number of other top USAC 
stars.

It was at Pau a couple of 
weeks ago that Harper expressed

Marches he had bought for David 
Purley and Dieter Quester. Har- 
per said that he thought it was 
disgraceful that the factory 
should compete against their 
customers with further developed 
cars. At the time he said “I 
will never buy another part from 
March. I'll either buy Chevrons 
or build my own cars.” 


Anderstorp testing : 
Hunt tries Iso 


Firestone held two days of exten- 
sive tyre testing late last week at 
Anderstorp in preparation for the 
forthcoming Swedish Grand Prix 
and taking advantage were the 
prominant Firestone runners, 
BRM, Hesketh and Frank 
Williams. 

The whole point of the test 
was the introduction of a new 
tyre by Firestone which measures 
29 inches overall in diameter on 
15 inch rear wheels. Although it 
loses out ‘in straight line speed 
through its size, it gets the power 
down better and has definitely 
more traction. Frank Williams 
sent out an Iso for Art Merzario 
but the little Italian was required 
by Alfa to do some testing at 
the 'Ring. So in stepped James 
Hunt, free because he’d made an 
error the day before in the proto- 
type Hesketh and damaged a 
corner sufficiently for it to be a 
non-runner. 

James did about 52 laps in the 
Iso on the Thursday, commenting 
that the Iso was “a lovely little 
motor car,” and that he “enjoyed 
it” and that it had “a Rolls-Royce 
ride and very nice steering.” 

A new second gear right- 
handed chicane has been added to 
the circuit at the end of the 
straight adding around three 
seconds to the lap times, Hunt’s 
best being around the 1 m 25.5 s 


mark. The new tyres were 
remarked to be “definitely 
grippier” and will obviously 


necessitate mods to the rear sus- 
pension of the Iso for Monaco 
this coming weekend. For the race 
in Sweden, Tom Belso will drive 
the second car. 

Jean-Pierre Beltoise was also 
present driving a veteran BRM 
P160, but this “ was purely a tyre 
test.” 

Frank Williams himself ran for 
the first time around Anderstorp, 
recording a best lap of 15 m 50s 
for the 2}-mile circuit, despite a 
strong headwind on the straight! 
He'll be trying again in three 
weeks time and confidently pre- 
dicts an improvement, “ although 
I was giving it some stick this 
time because they'd only given me 
16 minutes as they were expect- 
ing a plane to land!” 

We'd also like ¢o apologise to 
Frank for putting Jochen Mass 
in a“ third” Iso-Marlboro in last 
week's Belgian GP grid while 
Frank also pointed out that in 
_fact, Merzario was on the third 
row and sixth quickest (1 m 
11.29 s) ahead of Beltoise (1 m 
11.39 s), although the BRM was _ 
supposed to have only done an 
11.87 s. We also omitted 
Beltoise’s name from the first 
practice session, and added Jean- 
Pierre Jarier’s ‘in twice. 


Monaco snub for Token 


When Messrs Tony Vilassopulo 
and Ken Grob heard last Friday 
that their entry for Tom Pryce 
in the Token Fl car at Monaco 
had been turned down by the 
organisers at the last minute, it 
wasn’t exactly taken lying down! 

Quite naturally, the team were 
very upset for they had gone to 
a lot of trouble in preparing the 
car and, as Vlassopulo put it, 
Monaco is “an invited event.” 
Apparently, Vlassopulo says the 
organisers had to inform them 
eight days before practice and 
this wasn’t done. 


“We'll sue the organisers and 
put in a $100,000 claim” said a 
justifiably angry Vlassopulo on 
Monday. “ Legally, its wrong,” he 
added, “but we're lucky in hav- 
ing a Monagasque lawyer, plus 
the fact that Ken Grob is also 
a Monagasque citizen. We were 
even going to run the car in 
Monagasque colours!” 

Viassopulo closed by saying 
that even if the organisers re- 
lented, it was now far too late for 
them to go and therefore they'd 
go ahead end take the matter to 
the organisers themselves.

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Lauda cracks Ring 
7-minute barrier 


You can’t keep a good man down 
and that’s exactly what's happen- 
ing as far as Niki Lauda is con- 
cerned. The young Austrian 
Ferrari Grand Prix driver etched 
his name ‘in the historical annuals 
of the Nurburgring by recording 
the fastest ever lap around the 
14.2-mile Eifel course three days 
after the Belgian Grand Prix. 
Lauda took his Fl Ferrari 
around in 6 m 58.2 s, the first 
person ever ¢o break the magic 
7 m barrier. Also on hand was 
his team-mate Clay Regazzoni 
who himself was surely on to an 
equally good time when the 
engine blew just before the pits. 
However, the Swiss was still 
credited with 7 m 0.1 s. These 
times compare favourably with 
Jackie Stewart’s pole time last 
year of 7 m 07.9 s and Carlos 


Pace’'s lap record of 7 m 11.4 s. 

Also bringing their respective 
times down towards the 7 m mark 
were the Matra and Alfa Romeo 
sports prototypes, Henri Pescarolo 
and Rolf Stommelen recording 
times of 7 m 7.1 s and 7 m 12 s 
in their Matra and Alfa respec- 
tively during mid-week testing 
prior to last Sunday's Nurburgring 
“750" Kms. Hans-Joachim Stuck 
in the works BMW CSL also took 
the opportunity of taking a huge 
chunk out of Niki Lauda’s saloon 
lap record, but went even quicker 
by the official practice at the 
weekend! For the record the nine 
minute barrier at the ‘Ring was 
broken by Phil Hill (Fl Ferrari) 
in 1961 while Jacky Ickx was the 
first person under eight minutes 
with the Fl Brabham BT26 in 
1969. 


Amon’s misfortune 


Having revised his Formula | car 
yet again, Chris Amon suffered 
more ill fortune while testing at 
Silverstone late last week. The 
Amon, which now features out- 
board front brakes and a front 
radiator layout, suffered ‘a 
breakage at Maggots while testing 
on the Club circuit and ended up 
minus a few bits and pieces. 
Amon said he “ thought it was 
probably a rear upright that 
broke, or even the wing collapsing. 
But as the back end was damaged, 
it was difficult to tell.” The 
Gordon Fowell designed car, 
having abandoned the idea of 
inboard front brakes, has gone 
outboard and in an effort to put 
more weight forward to compen- 
sate for this especially with all 
the fuel behind the driver, they've 
repositioned the water rads to 
the front enclosed within a “Mk 
5 version” full width nose. Amon 
explains it as being “like a 
Chevron nose because we had to 
do it in a rush. We had actually 
hoped to have it ready for 


Taylor’s plans 


Ian Taylor said at the beginning 
of this week that his entry into 
F5000 with a second Dempster 
March is now extremely unlikely 
to happen. Taylor was meeting 
his personal sponsor, Ken Hems- 
ley of Uriah Heep, on Tuesday, 
but he thought that the outcome 
would mean that he would be 
looking for something else. The 
trouble has arisen because of 
difficulties over financial arrange- 
ments. 

Taylor is hopeful, however, 
that he may be able to arrange 
the sponsorship for a works- 
backed Formula Atlantic drive 
with the possibility of a few F2 
races with a recently announced 
team as well.

“just applied the brakes coming 
out of Maggots and it turned 
sharp left.”

Tecno back ? 


Reports from Italy suggest that 
Tecno are about to re-appear in 
Fl. Luciano Pederzani stated 
last week that this is his inten- 
tion and that he has completely 
revised that flat 12 engine which, 
according to some reports last 
year, was only giving an honest 
350. bhp. Demonstrating just 
how in tune with Fl Sig Peder- 
zani is, he claims his drivers will 
be Nanni Galli and Ricky von 
Opel. 

Galli actually has come out of 
retirement but having been one 
of the team drivers in 1972, one 
would doubt his enthusiasm for 
going back while von Opel is, of 
course, happily installed in the 
Brabham team.

Hunt in second 
CanAm Shadow? 


Having made an appearance last 
year in a CanAm Shadow, James 
Hunt looks like driving for the 
team again this year on a regular 
basis in their second car, partner- 
ing fellow Briton Jackie Oliver 
in all of the races, except Laguna 
Seca, which happens to clash 
with the French Grand Prix. 


James had in fact been 
rumoured for some time to be 
driving for the American Univer- 
sal Oil Products team, although 
it was thought a CanAm season 
for him would be doubtful be- 
cause of other commitments. 


Another likely candidate for 


the car could have been Carlos 
Pace, the Brazilian ace, like Hunt, 
having already sampled a Shadow 
CanAm car a couple of seasons 
ago. Pace, who doesn't seem to be 
having a particularly enthralling 
season with his Surtees Fl car, 
is a driver of tremendous natural 
ability and his name could well 
be linked with several Grand 
Prix teams well before the season 
comes to a close. Shadow are 
one team who could be eyeing 
the Brazilian very closely as a 
long term future prospect, especi- 
ally with rumours circulating that 
Brian Redman isn't exactly over- 
keen on Grand Prix racing.

Radio Luxembourg, the teeny- 
boppers fun-loving pop station, 
after a successful involvement in 
both drag racing, Formula 5000

Hexagon boss, Paul Michaels, 
told us that the car would be 
entered as “Radio Luxembourg 
Racing with John Goldie and that 
Hexagon would just have their 


name on the nose.” We asked 
whether this was a substantial 
financial involvement with the 
go-ahead radio station to which 
Michaels said “we hope it’s a 
long term and there is a financial 
involvement.” As to when the 
team would be getting a new 
BT44, Michaels said that with the 
recent accidents to the works 
cars, the prospect wasn’t that 
near, but commented on the 
pleasing reliability of the car in 
recent races. It must be remem- 
bered that John Watson is a 
Brabham contracted driver. 


Kazato’s Baty Chevron 


Hiroshi Kazato was named as 
the second driver for the Baty 
Team Chevron F2 team at a 
reception at Chris Marshall’s 
Ottershaw Motors premises at 
the beginning of this week. 

The first of the team’s two 
Chevron-Schnitzer BMW _  B27s 
has now been completed and 
will be tested by joint number 
one driver Peter Gethin this 
week. 

The team, which is being run 
by Bill Harding and backed by 
Chris Andrews’ Baty Group, will 
make its debut at Salzburgring 
but only one car will be present. 
Peter Gethin is committed to 
F5000 at Zandvoort that week- 
end while the organisers are not 
keen on paying for graded 
drivers so whether or not James 
Hunt will be there is still uncer- 
tain.

In fact, race winner 
Carlos Reutemann recorded the 
fastest lap in his Brabham BT44 
at 1 m 18.16 s, 0.1 s quicker 
than the Ferrari of Clay Regaz- 
zoni. Incidentally, Beltoise was 
sixth quickest at 1 m 18.57 s. 

@ The regulations for the British 
Grand Prix state that non Fl 
Association members will be re- 
quired to pay an entry fee for 
the Grand Prix of £1000. This 
will be returned when the car 
actually appears in practice. It 
sounds to‘us as though somebody 
will have a fairly healthy deposit 
account somewhere for a few 
weeks! 

@ Nobody seemed to notice but 
when Gerard Larrousse drove the 
Scuderia Bretscher Brabham 
BT42 at Nivelles the other week, 
it was the first time the French 
driver had ever raced a single- 
seater racing car. 

@ The Zandvoort F5000 race is 
on Monday, June 3, and not June 
2 as previously announced. Prac- 
tice will be on Saturday, June 1.

The mysterious Japanese Maki 
Grand Prix car which appeared 
out of nowhere a couple of 
months ago has in fact been test- 
ing quite extensively during the 
past few weeks with Howden 
Ganley at the helm. 

The car, which is serviced 
totally by Japanese mechanics and 
staff, has been running both at 
Silverstone and Goodwood where 
Ganley has been getting down to 
some serious sorting. 

When we spoke to him this 
week, he said that the car still 
looked the same, save for a “ few 
pieces of aluminium lips here and 
there.” Apparently, the novel 
water radiators were not giving 
any cooling problems but Ganley 
was’ characteristically reticent 
about any lap times he’d been 
doing. When asked what he 
thought of the car, which was 
due to appear at Monaco until 
the entry was turned down at 
the last minute. Ganley said 
“T'd always thought it was going 
to be quite good.” 


This is to be the latest Fl Ferrari, designated the the T5. Designed 
by computer it features a transversly mounted V8 engine and inboard 
front brakes. It is due to be completed at the end of July and will 
probably debut at Monza in September.

Tim Brise, younger brother of 
Tony Brise, has signed a two-year 
contract with Design Formula, the 
Wrotham manufacturers of 
Eldens.

“He'll drive whatever 
we put him into” said Brian 
Hampsheir, who will be running 
the project personally. Initially, 
however, Brise will be driving a 
development Formula Ford car 
which will be known as the Mk 
10X and will feature the Falconer 
bodywork although the new car 
which will be developed from it 
“will hopefully be out of all 
recognition” said Hampsheir, and 
various ideas will be tried while 
Brise contests the BOC cham 
pionship. Scholar engines will be 
used, and some of the develop- 
ment will rub off on Elden'’s new 
Super Ford which will also gain 
from the SuperVee and be raced 
in ltbre events towards the end of 
the year. The new Formula Ford 
car may appear this weekend, 
depending on testing, etc., during 
the week. 

On Elden’s other fronts, they 
are going ahead to build two 
Formula Two cars, although there 
is still a need for someone to pro- 
vide some money for a drive, and 
two Atlantic cars. In each case, 
the drivers are undecided. Brian 
Hampsheir was particularly 
unimpressed by the class of Form. 
ula Three racing this year and 
with their sights set on front 
running the company should be 
entering that field of racing soon.

Monaco: entry row 


This Sunday brings the infamous 
Monaco Grand Prix upon us once 
more and as ever, the’ mass 
exodus from all over Europe will 
converge upon the tiny prin- 
cipality of Monte Carlo to wit- 
ness what is, without a doubt, 
the most popular Grand Prix of 
the season. Although the round- 
the-houses circuit is a little over 
two miles in length, the surround- 
ing vantage points will once 
again be packed to capacity 
making life rather hectic and the 
atmosphere quite unique. With 
the tremendous Ferrari revival, 
the Italian contingent from just 
across the border will be larger 
than ever, chanting loudly for 
Niki and Clay. Therefore, this 
year's event has just got to be 
one helluva race, especially with 
sO much equality among the 


Niki Lauda is favourite to win his 


teams. Md 


Although the organisers 
relented and allowed ali the cars 
to start the Belgian Grand Prix, 
there will be no such favours at 
Monaco where the organisers 
have only accepted 28 entries out 
of a reputed 36, Of these, only 
24 will be allowed to start the 
78-lap (159-miles) event. Unfor- 
tunately, in selecting their entries, 
the organisers have disappointed 
a couple of teams, none more so 
than the Token équipe (see Pit 
and Paddock). But with such an 
abundance of Fl machinery 
around, and each one clamouring 
for a race, someone has to get 
the cold shoulder. 


Numerically heading the entry 
list are the John Player Team 
Lotus duo of Ronnie Peterson and 
Jacky Ickx, but not in the latest 
needle-nose car (née 76). Peter 
Warr told us that they are taking 
two Lotus 72Es and one JPS/10 
as a spare; Peterson will be in 
72/8 and Ickx in 72/5. The 
reason for leaving the new cars 
at home is so that the factory 
can carry out some further 
development on them, such is 
the shortness of time in between 
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Grands Prix. 

Those with happy memories 
will recall the epic drive of 
Jochen Rindt back in 1970 when 
the troublesome 72 was then left 
behind in favour of the proven 
49B. Can they do it again we 
ask ? 

Following the new found Grand 
Prix form of Jody Scheckter and 
the ever growing confidence of 
Patrick Depailler, the Tyrrell 
team should be in high spirits, 
taking along both of their new 
cars. However, Jody hasn't raced 
at Monaco before but Depailler 
should be well at home and could 
well spring a Servoz-Gavin type 
surprise at a circuit which suits 
his smooth driving style. 

McLaren’s Phil Kerr apologised 
to us that there would be nothing 
really new from the Colnbrook

concern, “just the usual three 
cars in three different settings.” 
Fresh from his Belgian success, 
championship leader Emerson 
Fittipaldi must be a very strong 
contender for victory, especially 
after his great drive chasing 
Jackie Stewart in last year’s race. 
Supporting him in the second 
Texaco/Marlboro McLaren will 
be Denny Hulme with Mike Hail- 
wood in the Yardley-sponsored 
version. 

Having had poor showings in 
the last two Grands Prix after 
such a brilliant start to the 
season, the Brabham, team will 
be back down to just two cars 
for Carlos Reutemann and Rikki 
von Opel, the team running their 
own version of a dry-sump Hew- 
land FGA gearbox after encourag- 
ing results with von Opel’s car in 
Belgium. Also making its long 
awaited debut is the BT44.5 
torsion-bar six wheel “ Brabham.” 
March Engineering will again 
have their regular 741s for the 
sensational Hans-Joachim Stuck 
(another first-timer at Monaco) 
and the volatile Italian Vittorio 
Brambilla while Ferrari will be 
in full force with at least a pair 
of glorious red Grand Prix 


machines for Ladbrokes pre-race 
favourite Clay Regazzoni and 
Niki Lauda. 

Obviously hoping to repeat his 
brilliant 1972 victory will be 
Jean-Pierre Beltoise, once more 
heading the challenge from 
Bourne in the good handling 
BRM P201. The team will hope- 
fully also have a spare P20] on 
hand, if it’s completed in time, 
as a back-up while Henri Pes- 
carolo and Francois Migault will 
perservere once more with the 
old PI60Es, although they have 
tended to perform rather well 
around the circuit in recent 
seasons. 

The American UOP Shadow 
team have three DN3 chassis on 
hand for the first time, but just 
their two regular drivers, Brian 
Redman and Jean-Pierre Jarier, 
fresh from his brilliant victory 
for Matra at the "Ring last week- 
end. Team Surtees will be seen 
once more with their B&O Fina 
TS16s, both Carlos Pace and 
Jochen Mass obviously ‘thoping 
for far better fortune than of 
late. However, Pace’s Latin tem- 
perament will see him trying 
harder than ever. 

Frank Wiliams is taking two 
Isos for little Art Merzario, one 
set up to accept the new, much 
taller Firestone rear tyre and 
judging by Art’s recent practice 
performances, Frank will be 
hoping the diminutive Italian can 
repeat Piers Courage’s splendid 
result back in 1969. 

Of the other runners, the 
organisers have accepted the 
works Ensign of Vern Schuppan, 
the works Trojan of Tim 
Schenken, the Hesketh of James 
Hunt, this being the later and 
newer chassis Chris Amon’s car, 
John Watson’s Hexagon/Goldie/ 
RTL Brabham BT42, and finally, 
both of the Embassy Racing 
Lolas for Graham Hill and Guy 
Edwards. 

The organisers turned down 
the Token of Tom Pryce and the 
Maki of Howden Ganley and also, 
after some deliberation, the 
Scuderia Bretscher Brabham 
BT42s of Frenchman Gerard Lar- 
rousse and Swede Reine Wisell, 
although the latter was never in 
the running. 

The supporting F3 race (two 
heats and a final) has attracted 
a reasonable entry, although 
quite naturally dominated by the 
Italians, However, we should 
have a win for Britain at least 
with Tony Brise (works Modus), 
Brian Henton (works March) and 
Tom Pryce (Ippokampos March) 
looking kely to take the 
honours, while Larry Perkins in 
a semi-works Trivallato March 
has also got to be a good bet. 

The Grand Prix will be tele- 
vised by BBC on Sunday after- 
noon. The lap record stands to 
Fittipaldi set last year in his 
Lotus 72D at 1 m 28.1 ¢ (83.23 
mph) while Stewart's pole time 
was 1 m 275 s. 


@ The Evening Post and Even- 
ing Echo Thomson regional 
newspapers in the Watford and 
Luton areas, will be sponsoring 
27-year-old Peter Wallington in 
his special saloon 850 Imp this 
year.

@ Swede Reine Wisell was seen 
wandering around the Nurburg- 
ring paddock last weekend look- 
ing for a suitable drive. Appar- 
ently, the Picko Troberg PR for 
Men F2 team of GRDs is up for 
sale, the Swede obviously hoping 
for something more competitive. 
His name was linked with Sid 
Taylor to run a Marlboro 
(Sweden) backed F1_ Ensign 
earlier this year, but the deal 
fell through because Wisell had 
two other clashing cigarette 
sponsors ! 


@ The signs are evident that 
Jochen Mass. is soon going to 
become a very sought after Grand 
Prix driver. His name has been 
linked with a couple of Grand 
Prix teams, although he is still 
apparently under contract to 
Team Surtees until the year-end.

The stories con- 
tinue to insist that the engine— 
made in America, not in Britain 
as was reported earlier—is air 
cooled, has fewer than the usual 
number of cylinders, and may be 
mounted transversely. The sus-

There is a great shortage of 
proprietary 5-speed manual gear- 
boxes, so it is good news indeed 
that Borg-Warner are coming 
out with a lightweight 5-speed 
box for mass production. Pro- 
duced in the first instance for 
US subcompact (vile word!) 
cars, this box weighs only 65 Ib 
—British specialist manufac- 
turers start queue here! 


The case and extension hous- 
ing are of die-cast aluminium and 
the ratios are nicely spread at 
0.8, 1.0, 1.4, 2.08, and 3.41 to l, 
with full synchronisation. This 
transmission can handle the 
power from engines up to 250 
cubic inches (4097 cc) capacity 
with a maximum torque of 
200 Ibs/ft. Not so long ago, all 
American cars had 3-speed gear- 
boxes, so Borg-Warner are to be 
congratulated for producing a 
transmission which will sell like 
hot cakes in Europe. J.V.B.

My purely personal thoughts have always been 
frightfully exclusive, simply because I hardly 
ever find anyone to agree with me. I feel sure 
that my latest “beef” will be no exception, 
and I only agreed to write this because the 
editor was standing with one foot situated 
persuasively on top of my big toe in a certain 
public house one night last week. It was my 
turn to buy a round, I seem to remember. 


I have never been a great enthusiast for 
studying rules, whether they are written by 
the Inland Revenue, headmasters or the RAC, 
but I have been reading the regs for the 
Castrol Anniversary Touring Car Champion- 
ship this week. In section 6 it says, “‘ Should 
Championship rounds be divided into two 
races then there will be one race for cars 
up to 2500 cc and one race for cars over 
2500 cc.” 


I was prompted into this unusual effort of 
rule-checking by my experiences in the last 
round at Silverstone, when once again all 
four classes were bunched together to form 
a full grid. In fact the only occasion on which 
a Championship round has been split into 
two races was the very first meeting in the 
series at Mallory Park back in March. 


Now, as I understood it, the reasons for 
abandoning Group 2 racing in this country 
were (a) lack on entries (b) the resurgence of 
support for Group 1 racing and (c) the danger- 
Ous speed differential between some of the 
cars. This latter point was highlighted drama- 
tically in the appalling accident between a 
Capri, an Escort, and a Mini at Abbey, 
Silverstone, last year, and of which I may 
surely assume all Autosport readers are fully 
aware, 


It was thought that Group 1 racing, particu- 
larly as it was widely believed that all races 
would be split into two sections as outlined 
in the regs, would overcome this speed 
differential problem completely. I maintain 
that this is not the case—in fact the varying 
performance of the assorted cars in the Silver- 
stone race produced many alarming moments 
for John Hine, Rob Mason, and me as we 
fought for fourth place in class C. Ahead 
of us in our class were the victorious Whizzo 
Williams, driving his Mazda RX-3 with typical 
enthusiasm despite arriving at the circuit on 
crutches, And Rouse (my team mate in his 
Broadspeed Dolomite), and John Handley (also 
in a Dolomite). 


In the race report, the Autosport writer 
went into an unrestrained eulogy about the 
exciting spectator value of the race, and that’s 
a point I don’t dispute. I feel bound to say 
that the report was accurate as far as I 
could tell, and that’s a lot more than could be 
said for the strange version of the race that I 
read in another paper! All I want to say is 
that I don’t mind going into Woodcote flat 
out in top gear with the car twitching around 
on opposite lock alongside Rob Mason’s Dolo- 
mite, watching out for a Camaro that has 
already spun more than once and is having a 
gO at repeating the performance using us as 
mobile Armco, and catching up a slow Mexico 
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in the middle of the corner. It’s all jolly 
exciting and very cathartic. 


But although I never have objected too much 
to being frightened I really did get very 
irritated by the crazy mixture of traffic that 
disturbed our class battle. John, Rob, and | 
in our three Triumph Dolomites were soon 
split from the leaders in our class by some 
of the, dare I say it, lesser lights of the 
Camaro camp. I can’t begin to explain how 
annoying it is to be overtaken by a great 
burbling American heap on a straight only to 
be held up by it on the next corner, just when 
you have pulled out a lead of a few feet over 
the class rivals you are dicing with. Mind you 
it works the other way: on one occasion I 
was lucky enough to be able to scream past 
John and Rob when this happened to them 
and I did not have to ease up (at Abbey). But 
on another occasion, when I was leading our 
trio into Copse, one of the Camaros which 
had just passed us spun right in front of me 
and the others got by while I over-revved my 
engine slightly in a desperate but successful 
bid to avoid the lumbering mass of metal as 
it cavorted around the track. 


In my view this kind of thing spoils our 
class battles and the speed differential between 
the leading Camaros and the VW _ Passat/ 
Hillman Avenger/Alfa 1600/Simca Class D is 
great enough to be considered hazardous, in 
my personal opinion. So how about splitting 
us into two races a bit more often, as the 
regulations permit? 


How come there's always such a fuss about 
inaccurate homologation papers? Some of the 
Forms of Recognition, as they are known 
Officially, which apply to cars in the Castrol 
Championship do not seem to have been very 
well prepared. In some cases, believe it or not, 
the papers give specifications for components 
which I am told would make the racing cars 
slower than their actual standard production 
counterparts. There are big rows brewing in 
this department, which isn't really surprising. 
What is astounding me is that so many dis- 
crepancies seem to exist, even to the disadvan- 
tage of some of the manufacturers. But then, 
as I have said, I'm no expert on rules and 
regulations. 


The great strength of the Mafia is that they 
stick by their mates and the same could be 
said of any effective society or branch of 
society.

Something that ‘has 
always impressed me is that if you pick up 
a magazine on a sport like football, say, the 


editorial policy is clearcut—if it’s football, ' 


sell it. Make it sound exciting and keep bang- 
ing the drum to maintain and stimulate 
public enthusiasm because, even if Tony Dron 
thinks football is a moronic game played by 
fairies and watched by thugs, the policy is 
bound to work in the end. 

For the last few weeks I have been working 
in London on the UDT World Cup Rally, 
which ends in Munich on Saturday. This 
event, which was threatened with cancellation 
at the beginning of the fuel crisis and it was 
difficult to publicise for the same reason 
until shortly before the 52 starters left 
Wembley on May 5th, had virtually no works 
entries because the manufacturers were not 
prepared to embark on expensive recce and 
service installation exercises for an event 
that they thought could have been cancelled 
at any time. Fair enough, I don’t blame them. 

But by the time the rally started, everybody 
had got used to not writing about the rally 
that might not have happened and it only 
received a good press on the morning of May 
6th because Keith Schellenberg’s vintage 
Bentley burnt out its electrical system on a 
special stage somewhat dramatically. 

I don’t want to go on at great length but 
there are a few points worth making. First, 
the rally has had excellent coverage in 
Canada, Australia, the USA, and various 


European countries including Poland (even 
after Zasada retired in the desert!). In Britain, 
it has been well covered by the provincial 
press, some of the Sunday newspapers, the 
London Evening Standard, some of the motor- 
ing magazines (though many have not 
bothered), and a certain disc jockey. Most of 
the Fleet Street national dailies have given it 
periodic coverage whenever stories have 
cropped up, the weekend radio sports pro- 
grammes have taken a considerable interest, 
and of course the BBC2 Getaway team, under 
Brian Robins, have followed the entire route 
at considerable expense to deal with the rally 
in depth. Getaway, which is not an exclusively 
motoring programme, replaces Wheelbase and 
I hope you are watching it every Tuesday! 

Of course, it stands to reason that the 
““media"’ will take a lead on how to treat 
any motoring event from the motoring press, 
who in turn have been influenced in a few 
cases by the attitude of the works team 
managers, and we all know that it has been 
in their interests to run the rally down! 

Now that there are. three French cars, 
crewed by Australian and French drivers, 
firmly established in the top placings as the 
cars leave the African section of the rally 
it seems unlikely that the event will get as 
much publicity in Britain as it might have 
done had, say, Andy Cowan/Johnstone Syer 
or Stirling Moss/Michael Taylor/Allan Sell 
been leading in the closing stages. . . . 

The fact that the rally has been the most 
incredible motoring adventure in which the 
largely amateur competitors have had to put 
up with unbelievably bad weather conditions 
in temperatures of up to 150 degrees Fahren- 
heit, and without the help of dozens of highly 
mobile support crews from the various works 
competitions departments, has been missed. 
In fact, it attracted an amazing entry of 
unusual vehicles from abroad, including Baja- 
type Jeeps and a Bill Stroppe-prepared Datsun 
Mini-Truck the like of which have not been 
seen in this country before. 

All those involved in the event out in the 
Sahara have said that it has been a fantastic 
rally so far, and the stories of human ingenuity 
in the most trying conditions will be told 
around the motor clubs for years to come. 
Stirling Moss, on his return to London after 
breaking down 2000 kms south of Tunis, and 
surviving a water shortage in the desert along 
with Michael Taylor and Allan Sell, said last 
Sunday, “It's a great event. You wouldn’t 
believe what we've been through—lI hope the 
organisers get the credit they deserve.” 

So why have some of the motoring press 
chosen to knock it? Are they that easily in- 
fluenced by works team managers, who now 
wish that they could have been involved in 
the rally? 

If you have been listening to Noel Edmonds 
on Radio One between 7 am and 9 am each 
day for the last two and a half weeks you 
will know that he has found time to mention 
the UDT World Cup Rally every morning.

But it’s up to the motoring press to give 
a better lead. People in Fleet Street, Broad- 
casting House, Bush House, BBC TV, ITV, 
Capital Radio, etc, etc, actually read the 
motoring papers.

F5000s star 
at Thruxton 


Biggest meeting of the Bank Holi- 
day weekend is the BARC Inter- 
national at Thruxton on Monday, 
which although has lost the 
planned European 2-litre sports 
car championship round, - still 
has a splendid programme of 
races, highlighted by a 35 lap 
round in the Rothmans European 
Formula 5000 Championship.

Matra’s ’Ring of confidence

The works Matra-Simcas really came back on song with the characteristic shrill of their V12 
engines at the shortened Nurburgring 750 kms world championship sports car race last week- 
end. 

The patriotic blue cars dominated the whole meeting from the word go, Jean-Pierre Jarier 
dictating the pace of Friday’s practice and Henri Pescarolo snatching a well-earned pole posit- 
ion on the Saturday. Jarier, who was far quicker than his team-mate Jean-Pierre Beltoise the 
whole weekend, shot off into the lead with Pescarolo, as usual partnered by Gerard Larousse, 
in second place uhead of the three works Alfa Romeos and the pair of Gulf GR7s. The Italian 
carg had some interesting driver pairings with Brian Redman sharing one car with little Art 
Merzario and Carlos Reutemann together with Rolf Stommelen. However, none of them could 
get anywhere near the flying Matras. 

Jarier went off into the distance and was never seen again, Beltoise keeping up the good 
work for the team’s second win in as many weeks while the sister car, after lying a comfort- 
ab‘e second until half distance, was forced into the pits with a misfire and lost a lap, although 
they still finished fifth. 

Mike Hailwood left the road in the leading Gulf soon after taking over from Derek Bell 
while James Hunt tangled with Carlo Facetti’s Alfa early on, losing a bit of time but recov- 
ering with Vern Schuppan to take fourth behind the two remaining Alfas, the leading 
Merzario/Redman car retiring six taps from the end with a broken oil cooler while lying 
second. 


Jean-Pierre Beltoise and Jean-Pierre Jarier totally dominated the race in the lead Matra.

ENTRY & PRACTICE 


After the miserable entry at Spa, every- 
body was keen to get to the ever-popular 
Nurburgring 1000 kms where the wealthy 
ADAC organising club attracts the best and 
biggest entry of the year. This year was no 
exception with Alfa Romeo returning to the 
fray to make it a keen 3-litre battle between 
Gulf, Matra and the Italians while the Martini 
Porsche team were of course strongly repre- 
semed at this race, although obviously not 
amongst the front runners. 

The only major teams not represented were 
the Guy Ligier Maseratis (getting sorted out 
before the all important Le Mans 24 hours) 
and, sorry to say, Ferrani, who now seem to 
have completely abandoned the idea of any 
serious effort in this year's championship. It 
is strongly rumoured that Ferrari will be 
tempted out for their “own” race at Imola’s 
“Dino Ferrari” circuit and this looks like 
being our only chance at seeing the latest 
Ferrari prototype. 

Strange as it seems without a Ferrari on 
the entry list, the entry was stronger than 
ever. No less than 66 cars actually appeared 
and practised of which 55 qualified to start 
the twentieth ADAC 1000 kilometre race 
which, for this year, had in fact been reduced 
to 750 kilometres after the recent effects of 
the fuel crisis. 

Both Matra and Alfa Romeo had made 
good use of their time since the last race 
and as the Gulf cars arrived with ¢wo cars 
for this race, their four drivers, Mike Hail- 
wood/Derek Bell and Vern Schuppan/James 
Hunt, were greeted with reports from the 
opposition of times below 7 m 10 s. 

The advantage of pre-race testing became 
obvious as the cars started to circulate for 
the first of the two official practice sessions 
split into three hours on Friday and 2 h 30 m 
on Saturday. 

One of the first cars to break the silence 
was the crisp shrill of the V12 Matra-Simca 
engine, muffled, but distinctive, as it threaded 
through the forest, rising to a genuinely 
frightening scream as it suddenly burst over 
the hill top, pausing as the driver feathered 
the throttle while the wheels left the road 
and then yelling tits lightning departure as 
the driver comes hard back on the throttle. 

Jean-Pierre Jarier was the driver of that 
Matra and he had obviously made good use 
of his midweek testing. Therefore it was not 
very surprising to go back to the pits and 
find him fastest with a time of 7 m 126 s. 
Henri Pescarolo was going equally fast in 
the sister car and recorded a best of 7 m 
14.1 s before handing over to Gerard Lar- 
rousse who only managed half a lap before 
rolling to a stop at the Karussell with a 
broken drive shaft. He fell a few yards short 
of Arturo Merzario’s Alfa which had stopped 
early on with oil pouring from a_ cracked 
oil filter unit after suspected over-tightening 
of the bolts had caused the problem. The 
same thing happened shortly afterwards to 
Rolf Stommeien and so both the leading 
Alfas were out on the first day after just a 
couple of laps. Neither Brian Redman (having 
his first sports car drive for nine months 
and his first for Alfa) nor Carlos Reutemann, 
sharing the two cars respectively, even 
managed to get a lap. Reutemann had been 
testing earlier, but for Redman it would have 
been his first chance to try the car. The 
third Alfa driven by Carlo Facetti/Andrea de 
Adamich was also in trouble as well, not 
even completing a lap before the oil pressure 
disappeared. All three cars were given fresh 
engines for Saturday, as were both the 
Matras, although not for the same reason! 

Although both the Gulfs ran well, they 
were in just as much trouble as the Alfa 
team. None of the drivers booked very fast. 
And back at the pits they were trying to 
sort out a serious case of bad handling. 
Everyone seemed to agree that the car was 
incredibly tail happy with Hunt having a 
couple of spins to confirm his suspicions. 
After various experiments it was thought that 
the Firestone 2+2 ply construction tyres, 
which seemed to work well on the Alfas, 
were not the best wear for the Gulf cars. 
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ee... was watching the oil gauge like winky- my eyes 
were on the rev counter and on this Danish guy on my 
boot-lid. [didn’t know which was going to go first... 
whether he was going to come through my boot or 
whether the car was going to blow up. But it didnt. 
Uniflo stood it. It was incredible! 9®

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Right at the end of practice the cars were 
put on a straight 4-ply construction and were 
found to be better. Hunt had been paired 
with Bell and Hailwood with Schuppan. But 
after both Hunt and Schuppan had had very 
few laps to learn the circuit, the pairings 
were revised once more, 

Of the 2-litre sports car runners, Jorg 
Obermoser looked very impressive in his very 
much modified GRD, now renamed the TOJ 
SSO2. He recorded a 7 m 49.5 s while his 
co-driver Dieter Basche who prepares the 
car's BMW engine, was considerably slower. 

Of the saloon cars entered, attention was 
focussed on the works battle between Ford 
and BMW. Jochen Mass/Niki Lauda, Dieter 
Glemser/Toine Hezemans sharing two of the 
latest Ford Capri RS3100s and outnumbering 
the BMW team who arrived with a single 
CSL for Hans Stuck/Jacky Ickx. Stuck was 
heroic throwing the heavy BMW through the 
air as if it were a prototype, and with a 
best time of 8 m 6.2 s it might just as 
well have been! Ickx also looked impressive 
but did not get within ten seconds of Stuck’s 
time saying, “two laps in the BMW is just 
as hard work as a Formula 1 race with the 
Lotus!” 

Two of the longest faces in the paddock 
belonged to Patrick Depailler/Jean-Pierre 
Jabouille who were sharing an Alpine Renault 
2-litre sports car. “She is eemposseeble to 
drive,” said Depailler, “in a corner you can- 
mot hardly turn the steering wheel.” 

By Saturday “everybody and his aunt” 
seemed to be out on the track for the quicker 
drivers who were having a hard time to get 
a clear lap. Beltoise went out in the Matra 
all day, but did not improve on Jarier's 
best Friday time of 7 m 126 s although he 
was hindered by an electrical problem which 
caused a misfire and made the Matra very 
hard to start. His best was a 7 m 18.0 s 
while Pescarolo did get everything right and 
set an impressive 7 m 10.8 s to claim pole 
position from his team mates. 

Both the Matras did few laps and looked 
good and although Merzario tried desperately 
to match their time right at the end of 
practice, the best he could get down to was 
a 7m 18.8 s. Redman did five laps, knocking 
off ten seconds per lap to end up at 7 m 
29.0 s declaring the car as “quite good.” 
Stommelen also shone in the second Alfa and 
set an impressive 7 m 19.8 s to make it an 
all Alfa Romeo second row. Heading the 
third row with a best of 7 m 244 s was 
Hailwood/Bell, Mike getting the Gulf to look 
a bit more like a motor car and trying 
really hard to get the time, the car still not 
properly sorted by the end of practice and 
obviously capable of still better times. Hunt/ 
Schuppan made it an all Gulf third row with 
Hunt setting the time of 7 m 256 s. De 
Adamich/Facetti in the third Alfa did not 
do too many laps and their best time was 
only 7 m 314 s. 

Eighth place on the grid went to the works 
Chevron of Peter Gethin/John Watson, this 
car using the new Brian Hart 2-litre engine 
which made its debut at the Martini race a 
week before. The Chevron completely domi- 
nated the 2-litre freld and it was John Watson 
who set a very fast lap of 7 m 35.5 s, both 
he and Gethin at the Ring for the first time 
in three years. Their best time on Saturday 
was set with the “spare” engine which was 
then changed for the race engine on Saturday 
night. Next quickest car was the Obermoser 
special which improved to a very creditable 
7 m 452 s before they stopped half way 
through practice with a blown engine. 

Ian Grob/John Hine were once again well up 
amongst the front 2-litre runners, Hine set- 
ting a best of 7 m 53.9 s in his 1930 Smith 
FVC-powered car which went well but for a 
slight misfire. Martin Raymond/Tony Good- 
win were another pair going well in the 2- 
litre class and claimed 11th place on the 
grid before their Lola 1294, now BMW 
powered, stopped with a cooked gearbox. 

Martini brought along two turbo Porsches 
for this race, the usual pairing of Gijs van 
Lennep/Herbert Muller in one car, while 
Helmut Koinigg/Manfred Schurti shared the 
second car. Van Lennep/Muller set a 7 m 
56.5 s on Friday despite a case of bad 
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The Alfas of Rolf Stommelen and Art Merzario 


handling like the Gulf team, but then on 
Saturday, van Lennep got it all wrong passing 
another car right on the crest of Pflanzgarten. 
The Porsche landed sideways and before van 
Lennep could do anything about it, it shot 
around and side swiped the guard rail. The 
car was badly damaged and the mechanics 
worked frantically all night to try and repair 
the car for the race with Muller/van 
Lennep taking over the other car if their own 
was not ready in time. 

Jabouille/Depailler came next with a best 
of 7 m 594 s, still not very happy with the 
Alpine which simply does not suit this circuit, 
the car still handling badly. The only other 
car to break the 8 minute barrier was the 
second turbo Porsche of Koinigg/Schurti 
which recorded 7 m 59.8 s. 

The Joest/Casoni Porsche was very slow 
(8 m 2.0 s) before the car stopped with no 
oil pressure, only 0.3 s quicker than Helmut 
Bross/Freddy Kottulinsky sharing a new Lola 
T294 BMW.

Jarier and Stommelen were the first to stop 
for their refuelling, Pescarolo taking over 
the leader's mantle for one lap until he too 
came in. However the changeover wasn't so 
smooth and Larrousse went out after over a 
minute later after the starter had jammed 
briefly. After one hour and eight laps com- 
pleted Beltoise was leading by over 20 s from 
Larrousse, with Merzario/Redman _ third,

the front suspension on his first lap, and 
although they tried to repair it, the car was 
out for good. They changed the bodywork on 
Facetti’s Alfa after his earlier misdemeanours 
while Herbert Muller had a long session in the 
pits with the turbo Martini Porsche. The 
leading Alfa was gradually isolating itself from 
its team-mates and showing that it was really 
the only other in the hunt. Meanwhile 
Schuppan had taken over from Hunt and was 
chasing hard the second Alfa of Reutemann 
for fourth position. The Jabouille/Depailler 
Alpine was already running into trouble with 
various electrical problems, and by now, both 
the Grob/Hine KGV Chevron B23, running 
extremely well, and the Gethin/Watson B26, 
which had made an atrocious start, thanks 
to Muller’s pushing and shoving, were leading 
the French car. 

After half distance, the second French car, 
nearly a minute behind the two Jean-Pierres, 
came into the pits firing on only eleven 
cylinders. Despite the eighteen minute stop in 
which the mechanics changed all sorts of 
equipment, the car was sent out again, still 
on eleven. So Redman/Merzario moved up 
into second, three minutes behind the leading 
car, while a further 30 s down were Stomme- 
len/Reutemann with Hunt/Schunnan a further 
two minutes back. Both the Gethin/Watson 
Chevron and the earlier B23 of Lepp/Burton 
were in trouble, the former with handling 
problems due to a broken wheel bearine, and 
the latter with a dronped valve. Meanwhile the 
Muller/van Lennep Porsche was earning a bad 
reputation for itself once again by tangling 
frequently, some saying that the bie rear 
wing impairs the drivers’ mirrors so that they 
can’t see other cars coming. Rv the end of 
the race, the cars looked distinctly secondhand. 

With the last stops over, Redman, nearly 
four and a half minutes behind the leader 
in second place, had the oil cooler break in a 
big cloud of smoke behind the pits, and thus 
the Stommelen/Reutemann car took over 
second spot, finishing a lan in arrears. Bell 
took over the remaining Gulf to finish fourth 
with a dodgy steering column behind the 
Facetti/de Adamich Alfa, while the two 
Martini “NASCAR stockers" were next up. 
The Grob/Hine Chevron came into eighth 
place and first in the 2-litre class in front of 
the spluttering Alpine desnite a late puncture. 
The GT class was claimed by the Barth/Pesch/ 
Fitzpatrick Carrera, after the Claude Ballot- 
Lena/Bob Wollek car was delayed with a 
puncture too. In the touring section, only the 
Dieter Glemser/Toine Hezemans Capri finished 
after the other various dramas befell the 
BMWs. 

So remarkably Jean-Pierre Beltoise won his 
first sports car race, while team-mate Jarier 
took fastest lap, a new record, and Matra 
went into a five point lead in the champion- 
ship over Alfa Romeo and Gulf, equal on 35. 
Next round of the championship is at Imola 
on June 2.

VALLELUNGA 


ETCC hits rock bottom.

At Vallelunga last Sunday the ETC Championship just about hit rock bottom with the 
poorest entry seen for a long time, Still, after the practice it seemed like we would have 
an interesting race between a few BMW coupes, the SCA Camaro and the Zakspeed Escort 
for the first five cars on the grid were covered by one second. 

Frank Gardner pushed the Camaro into the lead but after two laps, Walter Brun’s 
Schnitzer coupe was in front before Frank headed for the pits with the gear linkage adrift. 
The entertainment then was provided by Hans Hayer in the phenomenal little Escort. He 
took the lead for five laps before Manfred Mohr got wound up and waltzed away. Lafosse 
took over the Gitanes BMW from Peltier and reeled in the Escort and then Martino Finotto, 
who had taken over from Bohr. Once the Frenchman nosed ahead, there was no one to 
stop him scoring the team’s second victory in three races and put them into a strong 


position in the championship. 


The Camaro went well enough once their problem was cured with both Gardner and Muir 
lapping consistently quicker than the opposition, even though they were some laps behind. 
Muir eventually retired out in the country with no electrics whilst Mohr salvaged back second 
place from the Escort. Hopefully this is as low as we go in the ETC for Nivelles should see 
the works teams back in action to put it back to real championship status.

It was very hot! Especially with the sun 
beating down from a cloudless blue sky. But 
the paddock was pretty bare. A closer look 
revealed the worst ETC entry for a long 
time. This was a “no go” race for the works 
Ford and BMW teams whilst Alpina too had 
chosen to go to the Nurburging with their 
new 2-litre car, This left seven various 
BeeEM coupes to battle it out with the SCA 
Camaro and the incredible Zakspeed Escort 
which, during practice, proved to be excit- 
ingly fast ending up fourth quickest just one 
second slower than the Gitanes BMW coupe 
of Peltier/Lafosse which captured pole 
position. 

Few of the regular ETC runners had been 
to Vallelunga before, and to this end there 
was plenty of practice laid on on Friday and 
Saturday, Once you felt you had the right 
combination fora time though, it was a big 
headache to get a clear lap in, owing to a 
real batch of thick-headed Kalians in old 
stow cars trundling round. The track was gen- 
erally felt to be pretty “ Mickey Mouse” for 
the big cars, Hans Heyer aptly describing it 
as a “go-kart piste!” Being a former kart 
champion and having the advantage of just 
2-4titres though, the German had reason to 
smile. 

To look at the SCA Camaro, one would 
have thought that this was one car which 
would never have been up at the front. The 
Italians were particularly impressed then 
when Gardner got down to 1 m 22.1 %s on 
Friday to keep them fastest from Lafosse. 
SCA boss Adrian Chambers is quietly 
getting the big beastie sorted, and the latest 
tweak was a set of eight-pot Lockheed brakes 
for the front discs—four pads per disc. On 


Saturday though, a new diff had been fitted 
which had to be run in whilst the gearing 
was sorted out correctly. 

It seemed even hotter than Friday too and 
the big 17in rear Goodyears were “ getting 
a little marbley,” so it was back to the 
slightly harder Friday tyres for the race, 
weather permitting. The diff was checked 
again on Saturday night and a new gearbox 
fitted after fifth gear would not stay in. The 
massive front brakes seemed well suited to 
the job of stopping 14 tons and despite glow- 


ing red, they suffered no cracks. However two 
extra cooling ducts were fitted to each disc 
making three in all! Both Gardner and Muir 
were more than pleased with the ease of 
handling and round the infield twists, the 
Camaro was no slower than the BMW coupes. 
They were not out to thrash the car on 
Saturday and so Lafosse took the pole with 
a 1m 218 s after some pretty hairy motoring. 
Peltier was one and a half seconds slower. 
Some holes were drilled in the spoiler ¢o 
cool the left front tyre, otherwise the blue 
Gitanes coupe was pretty much as Salzburg. 

Innovations on all the “customer” BMWs 
were nil in fact—they are expensive enough 
to buy in the first place! Manfred Mohr was 
third fastest on 1 m 22.6 s but his sponsor/ 
co-driver Martino Finotto was three seconds 
slower. On the Saturday their cooling system 
was plagued with vapour locks whilst a new 
diff oi] pump was fitted for the race. With 
the water problem cured, Manfred had a few 
laps in which to better his Friday time but 
was baulked each lap. “ There are too many 
slow drivers and old cars,” he related. “1 
nearly crashed twice and was upset. I went 
to see the organisers, but they said to let 
them race.” 

One car which was not slow was the 
Zakspeed/Luxembourg/Castrol Escort for 
Hans Heyer/Albrecht Krebs. Heyer was 
really flying, arriving in the pits with the 
largest beam on his face, after setting fourth 
fastest lap in 1 m 22.8 s. Firestone were sup- 
plying the rubber in place of Dunlop and 
Heyer reckoned the tyres to be worth an 
extra 2 s a lap which increased his 
Bavarian grin even more. 

Walter Brun's Schnitzer coupe with Mrs 
Zondler co-driving was the last one likely to 
be in the leading bunch on 1 m 22.9 s, but luck 
is not with Schnitzers this year. The 
head gasket went at the end of Friday 
practice and after three laps on Saturday 
with the race engine installed, that popped 
too. The old engine was put back and 
“Wonder Weld” added to the coolant in the 
hope that it might last for a while. Three 
customer Alpina coupes were next up, but 
Peter Arm/Cox Kocher were 1.3 s slower 
than Brun and worried about the race, for 
their only engine was low on oil pressure. 
The Werner Schommers/Ernst Kraus Faltz 
Essen car had a new mill after the Salzburg 
blow up but were taking it easy whilst Siggi 
Ogrodowcyzk/Siggi Mueler had to fit a 3.3 
engine on Saturday night after their 35 
blew a head gasket. 

The only Capri ¢o appear was a last year’s 
ex-works car for Fraulein Waltraud Odenthall/ 
Klaus Ludwig. Still with its 2.9 motor and 
in works colours, Httle had been changed 
bar Hghtening the steering for the lady, Once 
a new axle was fitted, the car appeared to 
be going quicker than the official 1 m 26.0 s, 
with which it was credited. 

The last coupe on the grid was Brun’s 


The Lafosse/Peltier Gitanes BMW on its way to a second victory. 
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last year’s model now in the hands of Bernd 
Herlitze/Pallavicini. They managed 1 m 26.9 s 
with the next car up, the Jolly Club Escort 
of Finotto/“ Pooky” on 1 m 27.1 s. That's 
4.3 s shower than the Zak car! The remainder 
of the grid tailed away into the 1 m 40 s 
consisting of assorted Alfas, Escorts, 2002s, 
a slow Opel Commodore and a very slow old 
Capri. Not a very healthy state of affairs at 
all.

Unhealthy though it was, it seemed we could 
be in for a “race” at least. The interest lay 
in how the Zakspeed Escort and the SCA 
Camaro could cope with the fastest BMW 
coupes. Twenty-six cars followed the pace 
car, shuffted themselves into order for the 
big curve behind the pits and motored slowly 
round tin good order. About four hours hard 
motoring lay ahead and whilst more bodies 
turned to red and brown, marshals round 
the circuit were hastily laying down spade 
loads of cement. Ogrodowcyzk had blown an 
oil filter and left a streak of oil everywhere. 
But now the race was on with Gardner 
getting 575 horses of 63 litre Chevvie 
through the wheels to be first out into the 
country, Round the fast sweeps at the back, 
through the gorge and back to the “ mickey” 
infield it was still the green Camaro chased 
by Peltier, Brun, who had just passed Heyer, 
Mohr, Ludwig, Schommers, Arm, Herlitze, 
then a gap to Finotto (in the Escort). 

Brun was flying despite his suspect engine 
and whipped past Peltier whilst the nimble 
Escort did the same thing on the infield. Brun 
then went one better and squeezed past the 
Camaro at the hairpin to lead after two laps. 
They seemed to be pulling away for a 
moment but on the next tour, Frank cruised 
slowly past the pits in trouble. He trundled 
round for another lap before cruising gently 
in with the gear linkage broken. Ogrodowcyzk 
had already retired for the organisers would 
not let him put in more oil after fixing the 
filter, so things were not exactly rosy. Still, 
Heyer was troubling Brun again followed by 
Peltier, Mohr, Ludwig, Schommers and Arm. 
But Mohr was just warming up and passed 
the Gitanes car past the pits with already the 
back-markers coming under fire. Mohr got to 
the front after 10 laps, but it was short 
lived for Heyer was through in a flash, seem- 
ingly having no trouble keeping up with the 
big coupés at this stage. 

For five laps the Escort looked impressive 
at the head of the field, even opening up a 
small gap at one point, but the glory was 
short-lived for Mohr went back into the lead 
soon after. The German thereafter pulled 
away from his pursuers although the Escort 
was still fighting in second, being just four 
seconds down after 20 laps. Some order had 
developed now with Brun third, five seconds 
further behind and feeling the engine a little 
hot. Most gauges were in fact running high 
and though no one boiled, Arm for example 
was keeping to 7000 revs with the water 
dial registering 110! 

Gardner had got going again after the 
linkage was fixed and boy, did he start 
moving! To watch the big Camaro was really 
a treat, It was unbelievably steady through 
the corners, and though at the back of the 
field, he was soon in amongst the BeeEM 
coupes and picking them off. Brun meanwhile 
was dropping further back, giving best to 
Peltier and then Ludwig, who was showing 
well in the Capri, Arm had just passed the 
Brun BMW with the Camaro looming large 
when the engine cried enough and Brun 
walked back to the pits to report what they 
had been expecting. 

Up ffront Mohr was pulling out all the 
time, but incredibly, Heyer too was opening 
the gap to Peltier. Some measure of the 
Zak's speed can be gained from Heyer’s 
fastest lap which was set as early as lap 5 
at 1 m 24.6 s, and not bettered by a coupe 
until after 50 Japs. 

‘By quarter distance Mohr ted ¢o the tune 
of 15 seconds, whilst Heyer was even further 
ahead of Peltier, who also looked quick, but 
was mot very happy with his efforts at all. 
The Escort too looked incredibly stable

ten, 
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Walter Brun led briefly in the Schnitzer BMW 


through the turns but the race was turning 
sour. The first stops were due after one and 
a quarter hours. 

This changed the pattern of the race some- 
what for Gardner and Muir could still win 
mathematically for they were lapping around 
two seconds quicker than anyone else! A very 
tired Mohr handed over to Finotto who had 
just passed his Escort seat on to “ Pooky” 
whilst Manfred virtually collapsed from 
exhaustion. Meanwhile Lafosse was out in 
the Gitanes car and lapping 2 s3 5s 
quicker than Peltier had been. Finotto was 
losing that and when Heyer passed over to 
Krebs later, he too was rather slower. 

Shortly before two hours, Lafosse passed 
the Escort and hauled in the nine seconds 
to Finotto, who was undoing all Mohr's good 
work. After 100 laps, he was 80 s 
clear with Krebs now a lap down, but still 
third. Cocher had got the better of Ludwig's 
Capri which was now piloted by Odenthall 
but shortly after he took over from -Arm, he 
was back in the pits again. An oil pump 
drive belt for the diff pump had snapped. 
After a couple more stops it was finally 
retired with the diff on its last legs. “ Pooky ” 
was still second in the smaller class but not 
comfortably clear enough of Pesenti Rossi's 
Fscort to feel safe, Brian Muir had been 
lapping very rapidly after Gardner handed 
over, but as Adrian Chambers put it, “it 
was just an exercise after our stop at the 
beginning.” The exercise, interesting as it 
was finally finished just going into the country 
when Muir found all the electrics had sud- 
denly disappeared. Waltraud Odenthall got a 
little emotional after losing a lot of time 


before it blew up. 


during her stint. Once Ludwig was back in, 
the speed increased once more but he was 
now two laps down and the flying Lafosse 
had also doubled Krebs once. Jean-Louis made 
a quick stop for fuel with an hour to go and 
it looked as though he had trouble. But all 
was well and he went straight out again to 
see if he could make it two wins for Precision 
Liegeoise/Gitanes. He did. 

Mohr had taken over from Finotto once 
more and with 36 laps to go, he was just 
over 30 seconds behind. At first he seemed 
to be catching, but then the gap evened up 
again so that Lafosse was safe all the way 
home. Heyer was going rapidly again, but 
being a lap down there was no point in 
caning the car and just to hinder their 
progress, an exhaust broke. Ludwig took 
fourth 2 laps down followed by Turizio’s 
Escort some 16 laps down. The Finottto/ 
“ Ponky " Escort which had been comfortably 
second in class retired when a fuel line 
sheared causing a small fire which luckily 
was doused smartly.

Bernie’s Belgium Bonanza 

One of the wonders of this modern age is 
the way companies still continue in business 
though bankrupt—Nivelles—Baulers SA, the 
scene of this year’s Belgian Grand Prix, is 
an interesting example. Thereby hangs a@ tale. 

When the distressing news filtered through 
that the Belgian organisers could not afford 
to run the race, Bernie Ecclestone flew out 
to discuss the question on behalf of the 
poverty stricken Fl constructors. 

Motor racing's financial wizard, having 
failed miserably to conjure up any sponsor- 
ship for his own team (not totally his fault— 
naively he still believes in verbal agreements 
and wasted several bottles of good Dom 
Perignon celebrating a deal at the end of 
last season) suggested that famous duo 
Philip Morris and Texaco increase their 
already generous budgets for the race, in 
return for the rather dubious honour of having 
a Marlboro/Texaco Grand Prix. 

Sponsorship whiz-kids, Pat Dueffler and 
John Goosens were prepared to increased their 
companies’ contributions, but another well- 
heeled fairy godmother still had to be found. 
Bernie, much to everybody’s surprise, hit a 
high note with Bang and Olufsen who came 
up with necessary bread. There was now 
enough in the piggy bank to pay for the 
hire of the circuit plus the necessary 
personnel. 

Motor Racing Development's Boss still had 
the Fl constructors to pay, but ‘he ‘had the 
gate money plus ‘the proceeds of any adver- 
tising and programmes sales. It seems Bernie 
offered his fellow constructors a very accept- 
able deal—they split the profit and shared the 
risk. It seems that some entrants, unlike their 
drivers, are men of straw and not prepared 
to gamble—so Bernie guaranteed the start and 
prize money personally. Thanks to a record 
crowd of nearly 70,000 spectators (even 
though only one works Brabham finished at 
the tail of the field) MRD scooped the jackpot. 
Bravo Bernie! 

However there are those now asking why 
didn’t the rich RAC Belgique (who had worked 
closely with Ecclestone) take the gamble 
themselves—after all, it is the country’s 
premier race. Some people would argue that 
faint-hearted organisers are playing right into 
the Fl constructor’s hands. The constructors 
have already taken over certain areas of GP 
organisation, and there are scandalous stories 
(absolutely unfounded of course) suggesting 
they wish to run the whole operation. The 
sporting sub-committee of the CSI currently 
taking such an interest in developments need 
have no fear, the constructors, bless their 
hard hearts, are only interested in the long 
term good of motor racing.

Students of form noticed 
Jacky wasn't particularly impressive in either 
the wet or dry practice sessions, and drove 
a singularly uninspired race before retiring 
once again with a look of utter disgust. Those 
who suggest that this poor performance was 
directly attributed to an understandable lack 
of confidence in his JPS Lotus, following a 
terrifying accident in private practice the 
previous Wednesday, when a front brake 
shaft broke, are jumping to hasty conclusions. 
Lotus’s reliability record is second to none. 


Out of touch already ? 

A certain gentleman, overly impressed by 
Royalty, was giving a running commentary 
on the Spanish GP to guest of honour Prince 
Juan Carlos just when the pit stops started. 
As Lauda’s Ferrari screamed into the pits, 
the ex-driver opined that the Italian crew 
would get over excited and the race would be 
lost in the pits. It would be ridiculous to 
suggest the commentator in question is al- 
ready getting out of touch—he obviously just 
had not noticed the cream of Ferrari's sports 
car team were on hand, with Armano to the 
fore. Armano was trained by David Yorke in 
JW’s heyday.

At that 
time Leo Wybrot, who now works as a project 
engineer for McLaren, and Dale and Roger 
Porteous were his mechanics. One day up in 
the hills with Jimmy they came across a 
smashed helicopter blade. The boys cut it 
down and mounted it above the gearbox— 
but didn’t dare run with it without consulting 
careful Colin Chapman. Sharp-eyed Ing 
Marelli, who at that time worked for Ferrari, 
took dozens of photos of the assembly—and 
lo and behold at Spa that year the Ferraris 
turned up sporting almost identical wings.

INTERVIEW 


BARRY SHEENE on the clashing 


interests of car and bike racing 
By ROBERT FEARNALL 


“The most disturbing aspect of our sport is the safety thing in that we don’t have any say in 
Armco barrier or whatever the car people want,” explained current World Championship motor 
cycle contender Barry Sheene. “Whatever the car people says goes and the motor cycle people 
have to argue about it afterwards. I totally disagree with that—if we were drawing 5000 
spectators and the car people 100,000 then there would be some sense in it, but our racing 
attracts the same size of crowds while we run a higher risk of getting wiped out.” 

The crux of the matter came at the German Grand Prix at the Niirburgring on April 28 
when the riders boycotted the World Championship round because of the inadequate safety 
precautions. The danger of unprotected Armco barriers which line all international circuits 
approved by the CSI for motor racing, had been a continual nightmare for the motor-cyclists 
and the German organisers refused to meet the requirements of top riders who requested 
more straw bales in front of the barriers. The top riders had at last been able to form a united 
front to unwilling and naive organisations. 

Over the past few years we in motor racing have seen how powerful motor racing bodies 
have been in forcing through safety measurés with no regard for the two-wheeled competitors. 
To find out a top line motor-cyclist’s view on these topics, I managed to occupy a few hours 
of Barry Sheene’s hectic schedule at his attractive renovated farmhouse in Walton Highway, 
near Wisbech, before he left for last Sunday’s Italian GP. 


Is there an organisation for Grand Prix motor- 
cycle riders, similar to the Grand Prix 
Drivers’ Association in motor racing? 

For the past eight years, there has been 
efforts to form a Grand Prix Riders’ Associa- 
tion, but it’s just a joke. The main problem 
with motorcycle racing is that there are so ‘Ihe recent Nurburgring situation was quite 
few professionals that it’s very difficult to get incredible though.

—the background 


At 23 Barry Sheene is the youngest of the 
current motor-cycle superstars. He has 
been winning races since he started racing 
his father’s Bultacos when he was 17. He 
won the British 125 cc Championship in 
1970 with a Bultaco, and finished second 
in the 1971 World 125 cc Championship 
with an ex-works Suzuki from Stuart 
Graham, losing the title in the final round. 


The following year, when Barry joined 
Yamaha, was a disaster because a 250 cc 
bike supplied for the Italian Grand Prix 
locked solid and threw Barry up the road, 
badly breaking a collar bone and he was 
only back in action towards the end of 
that season. However, since joining the 
Suzuki GB team in 1973, Barry has won 
the FIM Formula 750 Championship, the 
British Superbike Championship and the 
ShellSport 500 cc title, as well as being 
chosen Man of the Year. 


This season saw Barry continue his links 
with Suzuki, riding the 500 ce and 750 ce 
machines supplied by Suzuki GB in the 
British Championships and foreign inter- 
nationals and the latest works four- 
cylinder 500 cc Suzuki In the World 500 cc 
Championship. As well as leading the Euro- 
pean, British and Motor Cycle News 750 
Superbike Championships, Barry was also 
in front of the 500 cc World Championship 
before last Sunday's Italian Grand Prix at 
Imola where he was involved in a high 
speed battle for the lead before he fell and 
suffered a broken ankle, bruised back and 
slight concussion ; but Barry is determined 
to be back in action at Brands on Monday 
to defend his “King of Brands title.” 


Between his new superb country home in 
the quiet village of Walton Highway near 
Wisbech, his flat in London and his racing 
commitments at home and abroad virtually 
every weekend, the cheerful Cockney star 
finds time to run his whole racing team: 
from filling in the entry forms, arranging 
start money and fixing accommodation to 
doing the preparation and engine tuning 
on his two bikes from Suzuki GB which are 
based at his superb Cambridgeshire mansion 
with the help of one mechanic he employs. 


One minute Barry will be working on the 
Suzuki engines and the next he'll be on 
the ’phone tieing up various routine world- 
wide problems in either French, Italian, 
German or Spanish or whatever other 
language he has been able to pick up in 
his three years of racing abroad. “In 
August I have to race at Brno, Czechoslova- 
kia, on one day and then compete at Oulton 
Park the following day; Ill have to arrange 
a plane for that and, of course, pay for it 
myself.” That’s just an idea of the complex 
problems Barry Sheene commands in his 
one-man-band operation, until he can find 
someone he can rely upon to take care of 
the more mundane paper work. 


His professional approach on many 
aspects of racing would not be uncommon 
amongst the top Grand Prix car racing 
drivers, but to motor-cycle racing it’s a com- 
pletely different and relatively unknown 
story and, as a result, is a long hard 
battle which members of the Grand Prix 
Drivers’ Association have rarely had to 
endure or even care to think about, In 
addition to his forthright and sound rea- 
sons for improving the motor-cycle sport 
for all concerned, many Grand Prix car 
drivers could learn a great deal from his 
attitude towards spectators and the desire to 
promote his personality to the benefit of 
the sport as a whole.

said he had to nide, then he had to. 

Now I don't think anyone will bother to 
form another one when there are so few 
professionals; it’s not like the Formula 1 
Grand Prix set-up where you have 20 or so 
professional drivers in works teams who race 
at every Grand Prix. That way you can get 
something organised, but in motor-cycling 
there are a lot of holiday racers; they think 
it'll be nice to do the so and so Grand Prix, 
pop down there and make a holiday of it 
sort of thing. I know that some people have 
to do it that way, but it’s really the wrong 
way of going about it. 

The factories will stick together now and 
that’s fine, but to get the riders to do the 
same is a different story. If all the riders and 
factories showed a united front, then the 
International Motor Cycling Federation (FIM) 
would have to accept it, otherwise they 
wouldn't have any races to govern. 


Do the FIM show any interest in having such 
a riders/factories association ? 

No, not at all. The FIM comprises a group of 
narrow-minded people with outdated thinking 
and something has to be done about it within 
the next couple of years. The average age of 
the FIM is around 130, and it’s got to a 
Stage where it’s no longer a joke. 

To take a recent example, Yamaha make a 
750 cc four cylinder bike and it was designed 
specially for Formula 750 racing. Now some- 
one at the FIM has come up with the lidea 
that iit wasn't designed as a road bike as it 
didn’t have a lighting set on it, which is an 
absolute load of cobblers. Last year the FIM 
were trying to build up European 750 racing 
and now one year after, they turn round and 
smack it right in the mouth. 

So many people are cheesed off with the FIM 
that I think there has to be a shake-up soon. 
Are the race organisers of the same opinion ? 
The FIM is very pro-organisers and very 
anti motor-cycling. What's needed is some 
young blood in the FIM who know what they 
are talking about as motor-cycling is cur- 
rently on the up and up and all the FIM is 
doing is taking three steps backwards when we 
are taking two forward. 

Were the FIM, to the best of your knowledge, 
consulted over such car racing-influenced 
measures as Armco barrier? 

No, the FIM never worry about anything that 
isn't directly going to affect them. At the 
recent Nurburgring incident, there was simply 
@ total interest in what the riders thought. 
I went with Agostini and Read to the organ- 
isers to ask for more straw bales. They knew 
about the straw bale problem, as every year 
the riders have complained about the lack of 
them in front of the Armco barrier, and last 


year saw the tragedy at Monza where Pas- 
solini and Saarinen were killed because of 
exactly that. 

The German organisers knew what 
was going happen before we arrived at the 
Nurburgring and yet they still didn’t do any- 
thing about it, because they believed that of 
the motor-cycling fraternity, only about four 
out of a hundred people would stick together 
and the rest would go out and race. But it got 
to a stage where everyone was sick about it 
and sO we more or less issued the organisers 
with an ultimatum that if they didn’t provide 
the straw bales, which they could have 
obtained quite easily, then we wouldn't race. 
Their response was yes, they will be there by 
the following morning before the race but 
we knew damn well that they wouldn’t be. 
And when there was a total boycott, by all 
the top riders, it was a complete shock to 
them.

At the same meeting, incidentally, there 
were car races as well which also contravenes 
one of the articles laid down by the FIM. 
Obviously for us, it’s a bad thing to have 
cars at the same meeting as they tend to put 
down a lot of oil and rubber on the circuit. 
The organisers’ excuse was that unless they 
had cars, there wouldn't be a sufficient crowd 
for the World Championship motor-cycle 
races, but that’s a load of old balls because 
at the bike-only meeting at Hockenheim last 
year, there were 120,000 people and it would 
have been the same at the ‘Ring. If they still 
maintain that they can’t attract the spectators 
at the NUrburgring, then they should move the 
Grand Prix to Hockenheim. 


There was some talk of governing bodies tak- 
ing some disciplinary action against the riders 
that boycotted the German Grand Prix. Is 
that so? 

No, there's no way they could take a rider's 
licence away On ‘grounds of safety and for 
the British riders, our ACU (Auto Cycle 
Union, which is the British governing body 
for motor cycling) delegate was there and he 
withdrew the permit for our riders to com- 
pete. In addition, the factories withdrew the 
bikes which took all the weight off the riders, 


but whenever I write an entry form I always 
clearly state “subject to safety and start 
money agreement.” If the organisers don't 
like it, they can send it back and I'll send it 
back again. Since this interview, the German 
authorities attempted to suspend the licences 
of their top riders who took “ strike” action. 
But to recap, was there no consultation be- 
tween the motor-cycling and car racing auth- 
orities over Armco barrier? 


I can't say with 100 per cent authority that 
there wasn’t any consultation, but I never 
heard of amy and when Armco was first 
introduced I had only just started racing. I 
remember rolling up at Brands Hatch to sud- 
denly see this stuff everywhere with no straw 
bales to begin with either. But there was noth- 
ing we could do about it then as we hadn’t 
seen it before when there were earth banks 
and although they hurt when you hit them, 
they weren't as bad as sbiding underneath 
Armco barriers. The ideal thing would be to 
take all the banks farther back and I don't 
think that would be all that expensive. 

Are straw bales placed all the way round, in 
front of the Armco ? 

No, not all the way round but on vulnerable 
points such as entrance and) exit to corners. 
Motor Circuit Developments, for instance, are 
very good about it and will put straw bales 
wherever we want them and let’s face it 
they have to keep the motor-cyclists happy 
because we sometimes sponsor the car meet- 
ings. 

There is talk now of introducing much more 
catch fencing before the bank or barrier. 
Do you think this will be met with approval 
by the riders? 

I'd sooner go into a catch fence than an 
Armco barrier, that’s for sure. At Clermont 
Ferrand they have catch fencing on some 
parts, but it all depends what the fence is 
made of ; there it was wire-meshed, and plastic 
covered held up by plastic poles cut halfway 
through, so if you hit them, the wire mesh 
would absorb the impact, plus the fact it 
would let go at a certain point. That's a 
helluva lot better than hitting concrete walls 
or Armco barriers. 

A good compromise is a circuit like Day- 
tona which is just a tarmacdam road with 
large wide open infields; you just come 
howling into a corner, throw the bike up the 
road and providing you can roll weil, 
you're OK. 

Will motor-cycle riders therefore ask for more 
catch fencing ? 

Well it depends where they are going to be 
placed. I wouldn't want to race at a circuit 
where catch fencing ‘was closer to the circuit 
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than Armco barriers are placed now as there 
is virtually no run-off area at the moment 
before the barriers. 

I crashed at Hawthorns at Brands Hatch 
when a front tyre punctured and, with the 
bike all out of shape and control, I went 
off the circuit, parted company with the bike 
and was sent howling through the air before 
just hitting a wire mesh fence, I didn’t get 
hurt badly at all but if there has been a 
barrier, then I'd be driving a works cloud. 
How strong or influential are the ACU as the 
British governing body for motor-cycling? 
It’s difficult to say in that it’s not doing a 
bad job but is not doing as good a job as it 
could, although I feel they are trying a lot 
harder now. 

They are under-staffed however, with around 

six or seven employees, and all the decisions 
have to go through committees, but the one 
thing I do credit them with is that they do 
ask the riders. They know they can always 
"phone up here and ask for an opinion on 
something, and at least they do take notice 
of what you say although they may not be 
able to do anything about it. 
1 noticed that you were among many star 
riders not taking part in this year’s TT. The 
Isle of Man was stopped as a car racing 
circuit many years ago; do you feel that it 
should have been for motor-cycling as well? 
Yes. My own personal point of view is that 
the Isle of Man TT races is an opportunity 
for a good couple of weeks’ holiday for a 
motor-cycle enthusiast. But I don’t bike it 
—in my opinion, it’s dangerous and it’s out- 
dated. The circuit is too long and the publicity 
that used to be obtained from the Isle of Man 
is no longer as valuable; whoever wins the 
TT races this year will be a hero for about 
three days. There’s more chance of good 
press outside England from winning a normal 
international race at Brands or somewhere 
rather than the TT. Therefore I believe the 
TT has used up all the advantages that it 
did have. 

A lot of people believe that the reason I 
didn’t like the Isle of Man is that there 
wasn't any money involved. OK, I didn’t 
agree with the financial situation out there; 
when I rode there I didn’t get any money to 
ride at all and it cost me £200 to do the race. 
But to ride round 38 miles a lap in the pouring 
rain and mist, is something which I just don't 
need. The only reason I went there was be- 
cause I was forced to in that I was leading 
the World Championship and needed the 
points; I still need the points in the World

Championship but I’m bloody well not going 
although I have been offered incredibly good 
starting money. 

Where in that case would you like to see the 
British round of the World Championship ? 
Only three circuits could really hold it— 
Brands Hatch Grand Prix circuit, Oulton Park 
and Silverstone Grand Prix circuit. 


circuit and hold the British round in the 750 
cc World Championship. 

Yes, it's a quick and relatively safe circuit 
but I think it’s a little unfair of the ACU to 
put the World Championship on at Silver- 
stone instead of at a Motor Circuit Develop- 
ments circuit after all MCD have done for 
motor-cyciing; OK, they’ve earned good money 
out of it but they have done a lot to get 
motor-cycle racing good coverage and to earn 
money for themselves and for us. When 
Formula 750 racing started, MCD were the 
first people to give it a chance and I think the 
only British thing to do would have been to 
give the World Championship round to them. 


Do you feel the popularity in motor-cycle 
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racing is increasing or waning and what could 
be done to improve the sport and to increase 
the spectators ? 

Definitely motor-cycle racing over the past 
three years has taken a big step up. At one 
time a very set sort of people went to motor- 
cycle racing, but now there are totally 
different types of spectators. I can speak to 
someone nowadays whom I have never met 
before and doesn’t know anything about 
motor-cycle racing, but asks who I am and 
then says, oh yes, I heard your name on the 
radio or read it in the paper. 

I think that the circuits in this country 
could do more pre-race publicity, particularly 
by making more use of radio. I think that if 
they spent a little more on advertising, they 
would reap the benefits or at least should give 
it a try for a big meeting; they could loose 
£10,000 if it doesn’t work but could bring 
in £20,000 more if it does. 

As far as coverage in newspapers and the 
national press is concerned, people can relate 
with four wheel racing easier ¢han with two 
wheel racing. There seems to be a barrier at 
the back of the minds that they're bound to 
appreciate car racing better than mctor-cycle 
racing and gradually I think the barrier is 
breaking, as more people are seeing and 
enjoying motor-cycle races as well as learn- 
ing more about them and more people are now 
riding motor-cycles as a fun thing in addition 
to owning a car. 

What non-motor-cycling promotions have you 
been involved in? 

It mainly concerns France where I model 
some clothes and the like, although I’ve done 
a little bit here as well. I would like to get 
into that sort of thing more to keep me 
occupied during the winter, not so much 
because of the financial side but because it's 
something different. I don’t want to sit down 
and think, eat and talk motor-cycles all the 
time as I just like getting out of it now 
and again. Plus the fact that it gets my 
name known, motor-cycle racing known and 
it perhaps alters the image that motor-cycle 
riders are always scruffy and that it's a dirty 
sport. It’s really quite strange how people 
have this set idea in their minds of how 
mo*or-cyclist riders are, and the more coverage 
I can get outside of motor-cycle racing the 
best it is for all concerned including the 
promoters. 

Being the first motor-cycle rider to enter into 
these sort of promotions, do you find it 
offends the die-hard enthusiasts ? 

It probably does, but I can’t help that as 
it's not upsetting them directly like slapping 
them in the face. It’s my life and I'll lead it 
the way I want to. 

Why should I adopt the approach of having

to walk around im a leather jacket and ride 
a bike all the time? A lot of people in motor- 
cycle racing take the micky, when they 
see me in magazines or the like prancing 
about in various clothes, but it’s bloody good 
fun and they're probably a little sick as 
as they’re not enjoying life as much as I am 
or they might be jealous that it’s ruining their 
image cf motor-cycle racing. 

Do you feel the circuits should promote you 
more as a personality too ? 

Yes,-1 think so and over the past couple of 
years they have started to get in to this sort 
of thing. I have quite a good crowd following 
and for instance today | have probably had 
around 40 to 50 phone calls from people 
who have read I'm back in the country and 
just wanted to ask about the races; in addi- 
tion I probably get around 100 letters a week. 
I have a lot of different followers with ages 
ranging from 10 to 14, 18 to 25 and around 
40 to 60 year olds—it suits me down to the 
ground. 

In motor-cycling, do you find that people can 
identify themselves more with the rider than 
spectators can with race drivers ? 

This is exactly it and this is what I can't 
understand. A chap came to me at Brands 
Hatch on Good Friday during the John Player 
TransAtlantic International meeting who was 
a keen car race follower and hadn't been to 
a motor-cycle meeting, and he couldn't believe 
how all the top line riders were willing to 
stand outside of the car or whatever to have 
their pictures taken. 

If someone comes up and says he would 
like me to stand by his child for a picture, 
then of course I'll do it as it’s good for me 
and for the spectator. I just can’t understand 
how drivers can get pissed off about it and 
not want to sign autographs or stuff like 
that; OK it gets a bit of a hassle sometimes 
when you're a bit late for the start and 
someone comes up asking for an autograph 
but I just say I’m in @ hurry and could 
they come back later. 

After all they are the people who pay my 
wages; they are the people who make you 
popular so can either make or break you 
and I could easily break myself if I was 
to say get stuffed to everyone who came up 
asking for my autograph. 

Are there many international riders who are 
keen to enter into these kind of promotions ? 

No, there’s probably about five that are 
interested in promoting themselves and the 
company they ride for, while the rest don’t 
seem to see the value in it. The most 
important thing about any spectator sport 
is that if you are a personality regardless of 
what it's for, then you are a character and 
people either take to your character or they

don’t. If they don’t take to it, people will 
come to the meetings to see you get beaten 
and if they do take to you, then they will come 
to support you and so many people don't 
seem to realise that in both motor-cycle and 
car racing. I think it’s so important to be a 
bit of a character. 

Once you have entered for a race m 

what sort of promotional work do you do 
for the meeting ? 

When I was racing in France a couple of 
times, I went out there a week before the 
race to do television interviews and talk-in 
shows for which they paid me a bit of money 
and my expenses. It’s interesting for me and 
can only help the promoters getting a bigger 
attendance. 

In the winter I go to motor-cycle shows in 
France at Paris and Lyons, where my visit to 
various factory stands is advertised on tele- 
vision beforehand, for autograph sessions. I 
believe that’s important for if you can’t be 
bothered to promote yourself, then no one 
else is. 

Why so much in France? 

In France over the past three years the motor- 
cycle racing fraternity has grown considerably 
and for instance of the 100,000 crowd at the 
French GP, probably 60,000 are under 23 
years old which is good for me by being the 
youngest of the Grand Prix riders. The 
younger people always want to identify them- 
selves with someone who they can directly 
relate themselves to and it’s incredible how 
many people of the same age just want to 
come up and stand by you. That’s important 
and that’s why it has helped me a lot in 
France. 

Do you find other international riders tend to 
resent your popularity/promotions ? 

Yes some do I think, but it doesn’t worry me. 
Instead of being jealous they should go out 
and do one better for themselves. 

Do international motor-cyclists get well paid? 
The Grands Prix don’t pay a lot of money at 
all; they pay very badly in fact. I get a good 
wage from the company I work for, Suzuki, 
and I have two contracts from them—one in 
Japan and one in England. 

I get starting money from Motor Circuit 
Developments and from anywhere I race in 
England and in international races on the 
continent. The amount varies from £800 to 
around £2500 per start. That however would 
be for a select few, and I would say there are 
four top riders at the moment earning 
£50,000. 

In Grands Prix, the promoters have to pay 
every starter the minimum anrount of 400 
Swiss Francs and no travelling expenses are 
paid—it’s bloody foolish. 

Take a recent weekend with the Austrian 
GP. There the organisers have this agreement 
with the FIM where everyone gets the mini- 
mum start money, which is fine for a new- 
comer as before they didn’t pay him any- 
thing. That's all very well, but every starter 
can receive the same amount with so much 
extra per World Championship point. Last year 
I never rode in the 500 cc World Championship 
races, but I won something in the region of 40 
races apart from three or four championships, 
and on paper they now don’t have to pay me 
any more than a newcomer in his first Grand 
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Prix. 

So they don’t have a sliding scale, fixed to 
riders’ successes ? 

No, but these are just the gangster organisers. 
In France and probably every Grand Prix 
with the exception of Austria and Germany, 
I will get decent money as they appreciate 
the successes. The Austrians and Germans 
realise dt too, but they don’t have to pay 
above the 400 Swiss Francs and don’t. For 'the 
French Grand Prix, I believe that I got the 
most starting money and in return I 
put on a good show for them. Obviously if 
they give you a decent deal, then you are will- 
ing and happy to put on as good a show as 
possible. (although of course I do the best I 
can in every race). 

With the starting money so low, how much 
money do you believe the organisers are making 
out of championship rounds? 

I reckon to run a Grand Prix costs some- 
thing in ‘the region of £15,000 (with 28 starters 
in each of the six classes) which means pro- 
fits for the promoters can be around £100,000, 
particularly when you consider that crowds 
of between 100,000 and 200,000 turn up at 
some meetings. 

Do you think top riders will get more of a 
share of this in future ? 

I'd like to think so. We're working towards the 
same fair deal that car racing teams earn as 
finally motor-cycle riders have realised that they 
are just as valuable to the promoters financi- 
ally, and can earn themselves good money too. 
Over the past three years, many steps forward 
have been taken in this area and I think it’s 
going to get a tot better. 

It has been said that motor-cycle riders’ 
money and safety advancements are about 10 
years behind that of car racing. Would you 


agree ? 

Yes, I think that really is about right. 

Is there much outside sponsorship involved 
in motor-cycling ? 

More and more firms are certainly becoming 
interested and I have a chance of tieing up a 
major deal this winter with a firm in France. 
There are meant to be certain restrictions on 
advertising in motor-cycle racing, but nobody 
takes much notice of them. Meanwhile it’s just 
like the FIM to now put a ban on advertising 
apart from items connected with the bike and 
that would completely block the road along 
which motor-cycle racing is heading. 

Is a private entrant well catered for inter- 
nationally or is it a difficult struggle ? 

In 1971 I was more or less a privateer 
and it’s not easy at all. The main thing in 
motor-cycle racing is that you have to go 
out and prove yourself before anyone will 
take any notice of you and that can be a real 
struggle. Then of course there are very few 
positions to get into with possibly 10 works 
rides and that’s with a choice of about four 
different companies. 

In the same way as when I started, it’s a 
case of having to plod on and not even think 
whether you are going to be sponsored or 
not. The best thing is to go out and try to 
beat the sponsored rider on one or two occa- 
sions as that will soon get you noticed. 

It’s the only way to do it and let's face it, 
it’s the best way rather than the method of, 
oh I know Fred and he’ll get you a ride on this 
and I know George who will do this and that 


for you. 

So there is no bought drives as happens in 
Grand Prix motor racing ? 

No not at all and I really can’t say that there 
is any works ride which is being wasted with 
a rider just plodding along with the bikes. 
What sort of prize money is there at club 
and national level ? 

At club meetings there’s no prize money at 
all, but there is some—albeit not a substan- 
tial amount—at national level. I used to ride 
in four classes and finish in the first three 
in about every race, and at some meetings 
I won all four races, which could earn me 
between £200 and £300 in a day and that 
isn’t bad for a non-professional; at least it 
pays for the bits on the bike. 

Do you have any inclination to test or race 
cars ? 

Oh yes, I would love to, I reafly would. I 
haven’ got any inclination to race a car as 
yet, but I would like to drive one just to see 
what it is like. 

In fact in the next couple of weeks I should 
be having a drive in the Formula 1 Trojan 
which is backed by Suzuki GB. However, 
with my hectic calendar and that of the car's, 
it's a problem fitting in a suitable day but we 
hope to in the next couple of weeks. 

Do you see yourself ultimately turning to 
cars full time ? 

I really don’t know. I would like to be the 
World’s number 1 at motor-cycle racing and 
then turn to car racing. It’s no good being 
almost there in one sport and then right at 
the bottom of the ladder with only a chance 
of getting somewhere in the other. Instead I 
think it would be better to achieve something 
in the one sport and then drop it and take 
up car racing. 

Have you been to a motor race meeting? 
Yes, I went to the Brands Hatch Race of 
Champions and the British Grand Prix. 

How did they compare with motor-cycle 
meetings ? 

The only reason I went to Brands was to 
see Mike Hailwood racing. He was leading 
at one stage and I was really pumped, want- 
ing him to win but he eventually spun off 
at the same place where I fell off my bike. 

But I did find that the spectators don’t 
get involved as much as they do with motor- 
cycle racing; they just sit there and watch 
the cars go round rather than cheer or chant 
for their favourite. In fact, when I was do- 
ing that for Mike, people looked at me as 
though I was completely mad. 

Perhaps it goes back to the problem that 
the spectators have no one to recognise or 
identify themselves with. The chances of 
meeting a race driver and perhaps talking to 
him are virtually zero and that’s got to be 
a bad thing. All the spectator sees is a bloke 
going round with a checker round his helmet, 
and to the crowd it's just a human being 
with a name and that’s as far as it goes. The 
closest they're ever going to get to him is 
what they read about him iin the books. That 
can’t be good at all. 

How good is the marshalling at motor-cycle 
meetings ? 

Generally speaking, the marshal comes into 
his own when someone falls, flag or safety 
wise. I can honestly say that I've never come 
across incompetency in this country although 
I've had a couple run out in front of me and 
stupid things like that, but most of them go 
out of their way to help. On the continent 
it’s a very different story when you can get 
a load of bloody farmers who don’t know 
their left from their right. It can vary though 
—in Sweden, they are very good while the 
Dutch Assen circuit is just about the worst 
place, medical and marshal wise. 

Are there minimum requirements laid down 
by the FIM for standards of World Champion- 
ship circuits ? 

Hardly. I have complained about it continually 
and from 1971 it was Phil Read and myself 
that started off the big safety thing about 
straw bales. We used to go round to every 
international and, before practice started, we 
asked for straw bales here and there and for 
this and that to be done; in nine cases out 
of 10 our requests were met. 

But really, the minimum requirements are 
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so bloody minimal that they may just as well 
not bother on the continent. I’ve been to 
some Grand Prix circuits and thought if they 
can run a Grand Prix here, then they could 
run one anywhere—the course at Imatra, 
Finland, for instance is more like a motocross 
track. 

It all seems terribly unprofessional, not helped 
by the fact the World Championship series 
contains so many different classes—50 cc, 
125 cc, 250 cc, 350 cc, 500 cc, 750 ce and 
sidecars. 

That is the whole problem. There are %00 
many categories and there aren't enough good 
riders around—you can’t get 15 good riders 
or professionals in every class. 

If I was president of the FIM I would just 
have two classes—250 cc class to include the 
riders from the 50 cc and 125 cc classes as 
they can handle a 250 cc with a bit of prac- 
tice, and a 750 cc or 350 to 1000 cc formule 
libre category as people who have ridden 
350 cc or 500 cc can almost certainly get 
the hang of riding a 750. That would then 
bring together 28 of the world’s top class 
riders for the Formula 1 of motor-cycle 
racing. 

In France they have a Formula 1 which is 
750 and Formula 2 which is 250 and they 
have a Formula 1 and Formula 2 champion. 
That’s the way to do it, rather than fight 
such a battle with all the other classes. 

In addition it would be far easier to follow 
for the spectators and for promoters ; they've 
got to start going professional soon and 
realise that they can promote two classes full 
of top riders much better than you can 
promote five or six with a handful of top riders 
in each. 

To us ignorant car lot, can you describe 
the best methods of overtaking in motor-cycle 
racing? 

It all depends on what sort of circuit it is; 
in a way I'm a bit of a gentleman when I 
race and I don’t like flying up the inside of 
competitors going into quick corners and 
put them into danger, such as_ entering 
Gerards at Mallory Park. That’s a very quick 
corner and there’s only two feet of the track 
you can use, otherwise you will hit a bump 
and be in a lot of trouble. So I don’t really 
go for that sort of business. At a circuit like 
Mallory, I use the Hairpin to overtake as it’s 
the slowest and easiest place and I reckon 
I can get past anyone there, whatever their 
line. 

Nine times out of 10, it’s a case of out- 
braking or slipstreaming down the straight; 
a favourite of mine is the Esses at Mallory 
Park. If I’m right level with a chap, he'll 
think I'm going to leave my braking very 
late but I knock off a lot earlier and by the 
time they have the bike laid over and changed 
the last gear, I've got the bike back on stop 
again and halfway round the Esses I'm through 
and gone. That's the way I prefer to do it. 

At Silverstone you can pass on just about 
every corner. At last year's international, 
there was a tremendous battle between six of 
us and we came up to Woodcote on the last 


lap in one big bunch and it was a case of. 


sussing out the way to get round Woodcote 
the quickest. Usually I would knock back a 
gear on a 250 cc into Woodcote but I thought 
the only way to win was to keep it flat and 
not change down. So when everyone sat up 
out of the screens to knock their bikes back 
a gear, I just kept flat on the stop and 
gained 100 yards, so that halfway round the 
bend I had the thing knocked off and was 
slowing down again when I would be normally 
putting the coals on to get round the bend. 
But I was first across the line. 

Silverstone iis very quick and it’s a common 
belief that if you have a quick bike then 
you're home and dry, but it’s not as I proved 
last year when Agostini's bike was around 
20 mph faster than mine but I had a go at 
him on the inside and outside of virtually 
every corner. 

Woodcote corner at Silverstone is regarded in 
Grand Prix car racing as being perhaps the 
most demanding corner. Does that apply in 
motor cycle racing ? 

It’s bloody quick on a bike at around 120-130 
mph with the foot off the deck and the faring 
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and bike leaning on the ground, but it's not 
the most demanding. 

Can back markers be a problem when you 
are committed to a racing line? 

Yes, it’s really tricky, especially at Woodcote, 
when you have the bike really screwed up 
and come up against a bloke going a lot 
slower as you can’t just get up and swing 
round him. Sometimes you wouldn't believe 
how close it is and I have passed back 
markers at 120 to 130 mph on corners and 
brushed my arm on their faring while going 
past, but it's a case of having to or I would 
run out of road. 

The experienced riders do move out of the 
way, but the mistake that the others make is 
that when the leader comes past, they im- 
mediately panic waiting for the next gaggle 
to come by; so you come up behind someone 
going 50 mph faster with the front wheel 
locked in position and you don't know which 
way to go as he doesn’t know either. That's 
the most scaring thing of all. 

At Mallory Park at the recent John Player 
Transatlantic races, I was leading the race 
when a rider cut in at the hairpin on a line 
to which I was totally committed while I was 
going 30 mph faster. I just had to lay the 
bike over and over until the faring was on the 
floor with my wheels in between his; 1 also 
burnt my knee scraping the floor as well as 
taking all the toes out of the end of my boots! 
Aren’t blue flags used to warn the back mar- 
kers then ? 

Only on some of the circuits, but I prefer 
them not to use it as it scares the riders; 
to the inexperienced rider, someone waving 
blue flags can be quite dangerous. 

In Pete Lyons’ recent article on his Easter 
travels, he mentioned your wheelies coming 
out of the Mallory hairpin. Are they a gim- 
mick or the behaviour of the bike? 
Sometimes it’s spectacle, but in the match 
races themselves it was purely a case of 
putting the power on as quickly as I could and 
with 115 bhp, the front wheel just lifts up. 
When I had a comfortable lead in the 1000 cc 
unlimited race at the end of the day at Mal- 
lory, the spectators were visibly urging me to 
do some more wheelies, so then yes it was 
performed as a spectacle with the wheel right 
up in the air on the first three gear changes 
towards Devil’s Elbow. It can go wrong 
sometimes, but I know when it’s going wrong 
and what to do in those circumstances. 

At Clermont recently, my four cylinder 
500 cc bike was going so quickly over the top 
of this hill—about 140 mph—that it stood bolt 
upright and going down the hill, I had to roll 
it to get the front wheel back on the 
ground to get round the next corner. That 
can be really scary as I couldn’t see where

I was going .when it was upright! 

Has there been as much tyre development in- 
volved in Grand Prix motor cycle racing as 
there has been in car racing? 

In the latter part of last year and so far this 
year, the tyre war is really hotting up between 
Dunlop and Michelin. Dunlop have been 
developing a new cord named Kevlar which 
is proving much better as a means of using 
a machine’s power more effectively, but at 
the Austrian Grand Prix recently our wet 
weather Dunlops didn’t perform as well as 
those from Michelin. 

It’s very good to have the companies 
continually developing tyres because of the 
increased speed of the bikes nowadays; for 
instance the G forces were so incredible at 
around 180 mph on the banking at Daytona 
this year that the tyres were being squashed 
so much, the inner tubes were exploding, 

There is nothing worse than a front wheel 
puncture in motorcycle racing. I had one at 
Brands Hatch and I went for 300 yards out 
of control which seemed to go on for half an 
hour before it finally came to an end. It was 
the most fearful accident I’ve ever had. 

It has been said that international motor 
cyclists enjoy themselves socially far more at 
races than car drivers ? 

A lot do and a lot take it very seriously. 1 
really get looked down upon on my attitude 
towards it, but I like going out to enjoy 
myself and have a bloody good time regard- 
less. Some people frown upon it, but can't 
really complain when I'm still winning races. 

I’ve always done it from the time I first 

started racing and I’m not going to stop for 
anyone. I enjoy life and am not going to 
alter it just to keep a lot of cackling old 
hens happy. 
Does it also help to promote your personality ? 
Sure; I always go out (so long as there is 
somewhere to go), dancing and the like, but 
I don’t drink a terrible lot. I just like having 
good fun so long as I get to bed reasonably 
early before the race. It’s no use going to 
bed at 10 pm just to think about the race; 
I prefer going to bed around midnight to 1 am 
and think about the race when awaking the 
next morning. 

I think people appreciate you much more 
for it; this dedication bit is all very well, 
but I don’t do anything silly before the race 
like staying up to 7 am although I did once 
get horribly drunk the night before a race! 

It all depends how the mood takes me; 
sometimes I feel too tired after practice and 
all I want to do is go for a good meal, talk 
and go to bed, and other times I want to 
go out, have a drink and a good time, doing 
whatever I want.

Driving the long awaited 161 bhp Escort RS2000 Roger Clark last weekend just once more 
showed the way by winning his third Mintex Dales in a row. He did so on this occesion by 
just two seconds; a very close margin after 29 special stages but his win was perhaps just as 
incredible as it was unexpected.

A consistent, quick and possibly winning 
run from Paul Faulkner/Monty Peters was 
prevented by a gear selection fault which 
affected the car early in the rally, though 
their ultimate fourth place keeps this crew 
established as Castrol/AuTosrport Champion- 
ship leaders. The performance from Tony 
Drummond with his powerful Snap On Tools 
supported Escort in coming such a close 
second was another demonstration that this 
Yorkshireman's very rapid and uninhibited 
driving style has the suitable margin of safety 
required. 

Peter Clarke brought his car home a con- 
sistent third behind Drummond but the most 
exciting and praiseworthy drive, apart from the 
Clark/Porter RS2000, came from the crew of 
the seventh placed car—Colin Malkin with 
John Foden co-driving. As if his phenomenal 
Welsh drive with the Avenger had just been 
some sort of rehearsal Malkin hurled, 
flicked, twitched and willed the hard worked 
little Datsun Sunny (yes, the one and only 
self drive hire Japanese rally car) over the 
stages in his unique and amazing way. 

The entry which assembled at the Selby 
Fork Motor Hotel for the midnight Friday / 
Saturday start contained more than an average 
number of changes, due almost entirely to 
the toll of the Welsh International run the 
previous weekend. A big disappointment was 
the non-appearance of the Barry Lee/John 
Gittins Clarke and Simpson Escort which 
should have started at number three. How- 
ever the Lee/Gittins duo were well compen- 
sated for with the welcome appearance of 
Adrian Boyd/John Davenport to drive the 
Lombard and Ulster R. E. Hamilton prepared 
LVX 942J after obtaining a late-late entry. 
Jack Tordoff's place was taken by Cables 
and Components men Tony Fowkes/Bryan 
Harris (who regrettably finished 69th after 
problems) and just to make things more con- 
fusing Andy Dawson/Andrew Marriott took 
over the Withers Avenger entered for Roy 
Fidler. Faulkner/Peters started next followed 
by the well presented Epic Accessories Escort 
of Richard and Stuart Iliffe. Tony Drummond 
David Richards were at eight with their colour- 
fully sign-written RS ahead of the Gl DOT 
Opel Ascona with none other than Tony Pond 
driving, partnered by Richard Hudson-Evans; 
Pond taking over after Russell Brookes de- 
cided not to drive for the Opel Dealer Team 
that day—or ever again ? 

The Channel Islands crew of Pat Ryan/ 
John Platt made up the top ten starters with 
their 1433 cc Mini. Well-known faces appeared 
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well into the entry list, but far from indicating 
bad seeding it demonstrated the number of 
quick drivers entered, In fact the first ten 
places overall went to only three of the 
“first ten" starters, the others all coming 
from the 10 to 30 bunch. 

The route, with special stages mixed be- 
tween loose and surfaced, headed off towards 
the North York Moors via Sherburn, Acaster 
Malbis, Melbourne and the airfields of 
of Full Sutton and Cottham before the meat 
of the event began with a string of 14 
forests. An early problem was due to the 
cancellation of the second stage which pro- 
duced traffic jam conditions as the full field 
arrived at the following stage. Set off at 30 
second intervals the timing got a bit hectic 
for the 70 numbers so the results were scrub- 
bed. Had the stage been unaffected, Tony 
Drummond's tally at the end of the day would 
have given him the rally by the same margin 
he lost it—two seconds. 

The penultimate stage before the Flask 
Inn breakfast halt was, sadly, as far as Adrian 
Boyd's car would go—retining on the stage 
with a half shaft pulled out. A terrible shame 
for the most likely-to-win crew not even to 
make it into daylight. Another crew in trouble 
here -were Paul Faulkner/Monty Peters when 
they were jammed in third gear for four 
stages. A quick look during the breakfast halt 
got them the bottom two as well and after 
Broxa they had a full quota again. About this 
time Andrew Marriott thought things in the 
Withers Avenger were getting a little too 
hot which was not surprising as the carpeting 
was beginning to catch fire. 

The string of Dalby stages after breakfast 
claimed George Hill who had been running 
impressively with the Martin Group Firenza 
with a blown head gasket. It was not Vaux- 
hall's rably altogether for Peter Thompson 
retired with the same trouble and David 
Thompson retired his car too, Will Sparrow, 
going really quickly with the DTV car 
(leading at the time) lasted until 
lunchtime, going out on Stang West with 
differential trouble. Engines seemed to be 
causing a few retirements with. the Escorts of 
Clive Holker and Laurie Richards both break- 
ing. John McAlorum with Peter Scott over 
from Ireland with a Gl BMW had power prob- 
lems too, their car tackling the last twelve 
stages unable to pull over 4000 rpm due to 
a faulty coil. Even Tony Drummond had to 
put up with a consistent high range misfire 
throughout the rally. 

Troubles continued for Dawson/Marriott 
with one of the forests being described by 
Marriott as “very interesting" after a rear 
brake pipe pulled off and the carpets dried 
out and re-ignited again as the exhaust was 
pushed right up. The incredible acrobatic 
Capri of Roger Platt/Tom Seal (which, since 
the Welsh, makes more noise from suspension 
and body than it does from the vee-six 
engine) spoilt its reliabilty record slightly on 
Wykeham North when the gear lever came 
off, costing more than six minutes. The 
front end of the car will be replaced in total 
before its next outing. 


Pat Ryan/John Platt (Mini) lasted until the 
14th stage when a crown wheel belt sheared 
and drove through the gearbox casing. On 
their first outing with Endrust backing they 
were well amongst the Fords in the first ten 
at the time. 

After lunch there were just seven stages, 
including Harewood Hillclimb, before the 
finish at 16.00 hours back at Selby Fork. 
Brian Evans (Porsche Carrera) climbed well 
up to finish fifth and right behind Evans/ 
Marsden was David Agnew, across with his 
BMW and taking the place of David “ Piggy” 
Thompson who has his Escort up for sale. 
A steady run gave Chris Beynon’s Escort 
Twin Cam a good eighth position and others 
with good runs included Pip Dale (Firenza) 
in tenth; Russell Brookes (Brooklyn Mexico) 
first group one at 14th overall and Colin 
Grewer 13th with his unique Volvo 121 
(reputed to have covered more than 250 
thousand miles now). Ford’s Competitions 
Co-ordinator Tony Mason co-drove H.R.H. 
Prince Michael of Kent (driving a Gl 
RS2000) and had a peaceful day’s run inter- 
rupted only by an excursion when the car 
flipped on to its side, largely without damage. 
Richard Hudson-Evans enjoyed his run with 
Tony Pond in the DOT Ascona, this crew 
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losing Gl when a half spin on a very soft 
loose hairpin cost nearly two minutes in 
trying to find traction to continue up the 
hillside. The Opel ran like a proverbial train 
throughout only requiring the replacement of 
the rear shock absorbers and Pond soon 
acclimatised to the handling, setting the car 
up spectacularly and very quickly using a 
left-foot-brakes technique (learned in Finland 
recently?). One of the cars which, all things 
considered, would hardly have been expected 
in the top ten, let alone finish in the style 
which it did, was the Datsun Sunny of Colin 
Malkin/John Foden. Apart from regular 
petrol and seven pints of oil no spanners ever 
went near the car. Seventy-six ‘cars finished 
the event which, apart from one or two 
timing and arrowing errors, was well regarded 
by most who finished.

and saw us wildly 
fish-tail towards the 
same drop but by 
getting the front 
wheels to grip with 
left foot braking, 
Markku saved us 
the fall.” 


I suppose some of you may be mystified as 
to how I can be sufficiently composed to 
write anything after winning the Welsh with 
Markku Alén. I must confess that the report 
was one of the hardest that I have had to 
write because I was still so shattered but 
that had nothing to do with Mr Alén’s 
driving. I suppose it would be anti-chimatical 
as well as untrue to say that we did not 
have any incidents on our way to victory, 
but in truth they were small in number and 
I came away very impressed with Alén and 
with no émpression of the cowboy that had 
_been levelled at him after his drive on the 
RAC Rally. Most people expected me to step 
from the car white-haired and incapable of 
speech, but I ¢hink it must have looked 
worse from outside than from inside. 

Actually our problems were centred more 
on communication than on anything else. I 
met Markku at the airport on the Monday 
before the rally and with me, I had a friend 
of his from Helsinki who has been living and 
working in London for just over @ year. 
This was Veikko Vuorela who was to prove 
an excellent interpreter for whe days that 
led up to the rally. We got Markku back 
into London and then set about sorting out 
all the things which are necessary before a 
rally. He wanted to know how his cally car 
was for he had not seen it since the Arctic 
Rally and of course it could have been 
changed around a bit. Timo Makinen had 
offered to lend him his special seat and in 
addition, Markku wanted to know about the 
seat belts, exhausts, lights, etc. The result was 
a lengthy telaphone conversation to Boreham 
after which everyone seemed happy. Then 
Markku wanted to have his intercom fixed as 
he felt that with our communication being 
somewhat limited, it was best to have no 
mistakes. At first I thought that something 
had been broken in his helmet bur the fault 
was finally traced to a flat battery in the 
amplifier as he had not been aware that 
plugging the helmet in switches the inter- 
com on. With a new battery, all was fine and 
we could get on with ithe business of know- 
ing one another. 

Our next appointment was to meet Pentti 
Airikkala when he arrived from Germany on 
Tuesday and then go up north with him as 
we had a forum in Leeds on Wednesday 
night and Pentti was going to meet up with 
his co-driver, Alan Jolley, in the north. How- 
ever, Airikkala arrived feeling unwell and 
had to go to bed and await the arrival of a 
doctor so we went north without him, taking 
Veikko with us in case fhe interpreter 
arranged for the forum did not arrive. In the 
event, we need not have worried. When we 
arrived at Leeds, we discovered that Tate's 
of Leeds were very well organised and not 
only got us straight on to the local BBC 
Radio Leeds, had run a series of 
advertisements in local papers asking for a 
young, female interpreter for Markku Alén. 
Not only had they adventised but they had 
found an absolute stunner called Anne who 
was originally from Finland but was now 
married to an Englishman. Coincidence was 
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stretched when we discovered that she was 
the daughter of Carl-Otto Bremer the man 
who had introduced Rauno Aaltonen and 
Simo Lampinen ¢o the delights of Saab driv- 
ing and had himself been no mean exponent 
of the art as he won the 1000 Lakes Rally 
from Erik Carlsson’s similar car in 1960. 
Shortly after thar he was killed in a bight- 
aeroplane accident, but his name is very well 
remembered in Finnish rally circles. It turned 
out that Markku's father had even co-driven 
with Bremer on one occasion so they had 
plenty to chat about. 


The forum, chaired by Tomy Mason as 
Stuart Turner was sonting out AVO’s prob- 
lems following the engineer's lightning strike 
and with Markku, Anne, me and Tony Dean 
on the panel, turned out to be a roaring 
success. Not only had ¢he evening been well 
publicised so that there was a large crowd 
of 1,500 people, but in the ¢rue tradition of 
nonthern audiences, they were very receptive 
and dawn to earth. They even listened in 
dead silence while Anne and Markku dis- 
cussed the various questions in Finnish. I 
was very interested to see that just a few 
days of exmosure to our language had its 
effect on Markku for he was beginning to 
understand the questions before Anne had 
translated them and pass his answer to her 
in Finnish before Tony had repeated it. 

The morning after we all felt a bit second- 
hand as we had investigated the Leeds night- 
club scene after the forum much tto the 
delight of the three Finns. We found one 
place catled “Rockerfellas” which combined 
all that was best in music, dancing, food 
and drink and considering how close it is 
to York, I feel sure that there will be one 
or two Scandinavian expeditions to it during 
the RAC Rally. All we had to do was drive 
down from Leeds to Cardiff which we made 
in quite good time except for where we got 
a bit twisted up between Manchester and the 
M6 where a piece of motorway that was 
on my man had not yet been built. When 
we got to Cardiff and checked into the hotel. 
there was a message from Tony Mason. Could 
we pick him up as he wanted to leave his 
Caori in central Wales? Nothing daunted we 
turned around our trusty Mexico, ex 
Rally car, and set off to find our damp team 
manager clutching his brief-case and service 
schedules outside a closed cafe. 

We had elected to scrutineer at 9.30 am 
on Friday which meant that on a rainy 
Thursday evening we had to go out and try 
the rally car. I squeezed into the back and 
sat on the brake servo while Robin Vokins 
and Markku occupied the front. This was 
the first real test of our communication as 
Veikko was on his way home to start work 
again Friday morning. Somehow we got all 
the questions answered about noises, seat 
adjustment and light switches and Markku 
pronounced himself happy. Consequently we 
were able to sleep in a bit in the morning 
while the mechanics took the cars down and 
got them through scrutineering. Our duty 
then was to present ourselves at signing-on 
at eleven o'clock after which I retired to 
plot the manos and service while Markku 
retired for a snooze. 

The rally had @ pretty low-key start with 
the run round Port Talbot and Swansea but 
as we cut north and headed for Brechfa 
Forest, I could feel a bit of tension building 
uo in the car—principally from my side! This 
always hianpens when you go with a driver 
for the first time and is often repeated at 
the start of subsequent rallies even when 
he doesn't have such a reputation as Markku 
Alén. Just before the test we stopped uo a 
narrow lane ¢o the left and made the final 
adjustments to the lights and when I got 
back in the car, all the tension seemed to 
have gone. Markku looked over at me in 
almost a shy way and said “we start slow, 
no risk.” There were a few times during the 
next nine minutes fifty-two seconds that I 
wondered if I had misunderstood what he 


said, but on reflection having seen him drive 
even faster later in the rally, I must admit 
that he didn’t take many chances. The stage 
was quite overgrown in places and he never 
thrust it round some bushes without slowing 
a little and making sure that he had some- 
thing in hand. Only two moments spring 
to mind; the first was the puddle what put 
Frank Pierson off and saw us wildly fish-tail 
towards the same drop but by getting the 
front wheels to grip with left-foot braking, 
Markku saved us ithe fall. The other occasion 
was when the front wheels came out On a 
rutted left-hander and the car got itself with 
the front left wheel and the right rear wheel 
in the same rut. Instead of braving it out 
with oodles of power, Markku quite sensibly 
lifted off and steered it back to a more 
normal pose. 

Frankly I was sunprised to find that we 
had done fastest time and even more sur- 
prised that behind us were Jeff Churchill, 
Billy Coleman nd Tony Pond with Roger 
Clark fifth. The British champion’s engine 
had not teen on its best behaviour right 
from the start when his car had had to be 
pushed over the starting ramp and with 
the benefit of hindsight one can see that 
this was probably due to water leaking 
through the crack in the gasket. In any 
case, his engine never seemed 100 per cent 
right though it was not as bad as his slow 
time on test two might have indicated for 
this was just as example of the timing being 
one minute adrift. We had a similar problem 
on the first Eppynt stage where Wailfridsson 
and we arrived virtually together at the 
finish and both overshot down the cattle 
grid across which John Jensen and 1 had 
to run back to get our times recorded. They 
tried to give us both a minute too much 
which we-gat sorted out, but by the look of 
the results, they gave quite a few other 
peaple a minute less than the right time. 
Fortunately, ithe stage was scrubbed but it 
gave me a headache trying to explain to 
Markku exactly what hiad been going on. 
Those tarmac stages on Eyypnt were some- 
thing of a revelation for me for though I 
was able to help a little from my memory of 
the roads, the credit for our times must go 
wholly to Markku. They were fast but not 
at sall hairy except for one nasty moment on 
that thing called “Grimshaw’s corner” to- 
wards the end of the second stage where I 
had problems explaining what “‘long fast left 
tightens” means and we got it well and truly 
sideways. I should give one word of glowing 
praise at this point for the Dunlop racers 
that we were using which never gave us a 
bad moment despite the streaming wet con- 
ditions. A few years ago, such a racing tyre 
for rallying would have been considered a 
miracle. 

Back dn the forests again, Markku wel- 
comed daylight with a slight abandonment of 
the “no risk” scheme and proceeded to have 
a real go. We nearly came unstuck on Radnor 
where the road was following a steep bank 
on ithe right-hand side and suddenly did one 
of those combined dip-and-right-hand-bend 
affairs that catch you out because you can 
see the road proceeding straight ahead after 
the dip. I would almost swear that we 
passed over in fresh air but since that is 
not possible, I won't suggest it. Suffice it to 
say that it was close enough for Mr Alén 
to nudge me in the nibs up the next straight 
and shake his head in wonderment. 

I suppose that everyone was expecting the 
rally to be a big fight between us and Roger 
Clark/Jim Porter and there was certainly a 
lot of disappointment when itheir engine 
malady was confirmed as head gasket failure 
and they retired after Ystwth. it had been 
pretty certain that it was incurable at Liand- 
rindod Wells @s they had used over a gallon 
of water tapping up the radiator on the pre- 
vious road ‘section. My personal feeling is 
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Nick Whiting’s 1.9 Escort leads Colin Hawker’s DFV-engined Capri during their epic dice. 


BRANDS HATCH 


Hawker challenges Whiting 


Sunday’s meeting at Brands Hatch was a fast moving event of 10 races, run off with the 
help of few incidents in less than four hours. It was particularly memorable for a stirring dice 
between the rapid 1.9 Escort-FVC of Nick Whiting and the rapid DFV-engined Capri of Colin 
Hawker, the first time that regular spectators have seen the latter car driven with such verve 
and realising its true potential. In glorious weather, the quite reasonable crowd considering the 
nearby Biggin Hill airshow saw rounds of Wella FF, Simoniz special saloons, Britax production 
saloons and Blue Circle modsports championship rounds run by the BARC’s SE centre and in 
general it seemed slick although there was criticism of the lack of pit passes and the grid 
arrangement for the final Wella FF event, which saw the one serious accident of the day, when 
Jorge Koechlin cartwheeled off Syd Fox’s wheel at Druids. However the Peruvian driver’s 
dangerous driving protest was not accepted following marshals’ reports which vindicated the 
experienced Hawke driver’s tactics, although many of his competitors felt otherwise. 


Three Wella for Men heats kicked off 
proceedings. The first one saw Peter White 
(Palliser-Rowland WDF2), Barry Hopwood 
(Royale-Rowland RPI6A) and Jorge Koechlin 
(Elden-Scholar Mk 10C) all on the front row 
of the grid with the same time. White and 
Koechlin fought throughout the eight-lap heat 
although White had the upper hand, with 
Koechlin repeatedly challenging in second. 
Third was fairly close primarily with Hopwood, 
Alo Lawler (Hawke-WRA DL11), Rob Wicken 
(Merlyn-Piper Mk 17A) and Richard Morgan's 
Royale-Minister RPI6A all fighting closely 
but Morgan came through the pack to take 
third, from Wicken with Hopwood and Lawler 
next up. 

Heat two was a little more ragged, Geoff 
Lees took an early lead in his Royale-RE 
RP16 but by Bottom Bend Stephen South's Ray 
had taken over followed by Lees and Tiff 
Needell's Elden, with Lou de Marco also in 
touch. Lap three saw a mix up when South 
spun at Kidney causing Lees and Needell to 
do some autocrossing, the latter rejoining 
safely but Lees’ race was run. In the con- 
fusion, Wil Arif’s five and a half year old 
Crosslé had taken over the lead which he 
was to hold to the end, despite being fifth 
at the beginning of the lap. Needell! rejoined 
in front of third-placed Frank Bradley (Elden- 
Brown Mk 10C) but dropped back with some 
grass, from autocrossing, in the butterfly. 
Fourth was de Marco's. 

Rupert Keegan had done an impossibly 
quick time in practice to secure pole in the 
third heat but the British Air Ferries spon- 
sored Hawke driver put up a good show to 
follow Syd Fox throughout the race although 
Keegan led for half of the first lap. Frank 
Blanchard (Hawke-Scholar DL11) was third 
throughout, although he had Jeremy Sumner’s 
venerable Dulon-Minister LD4 to contend with 
after David Priddy had retired from fourth 
with clutch pedal trouble on lap three, and 
Tim Keen departed the scene at Clearways 
on lap four. 
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Penultimate race of the day was the Wella 
final over a prospected 12 laps, and Peter 
White took an immediate lead with lots of 
pretenders to such a throne snapping at his 
heels. Jorge Koechlin, Richard Morgan and 
Rob Wicken were the main contenders but 
slowly the Hawkes of Keegan and Fox pulled 
them in and soon it was a six-car battle for 
second, although by this time, White had 
pulled out that fraction that is sufficient to 
secure the lead in Formula Ford racing. Lap 
six, and the order behind White was Koechlin, 
Morgan, Wicken with Fox next up, beginning 
to make up places in the train. Fox was 
fourth next time round behind White, Morgan 
and the trump card playing Koechlin, but up 
at Druids next time round, the Peruvian 
driver suddenly went cartwheeling off the 
track having ridden over one of Fox's wheels, 
in the most frightening accident. Fortunately 
Koechlin was unhurt but the accident allowed 
Morgan into a safe second behind the steady 
airline pilot while Wicken and Arif locked 
one another in combat, when the flag fell after 
ten laps, the organisers being unsure as to 
the severity of Koechlin'’s accident which 
seems a rather happy-go-lucky way of going 
about things. A recovered and unhappy Fox 
took fifth ahead of Barry Hopwood. 

After the three FF heats, the special saloons 
had their thrash in the Simoniz series, the 
small classes coming out first. John Home- 
wood took an immediate lead in the Kent 
Messenger Imp while Jeff Ward took his 


version past Peter Baldwin's Ford-engined Mini. 


for second at the end of lap one. Ward 
quickly caught up Homewood, but it didn’t 
happen until lap four, and then it all hap- 
pened. Ward got by Homewood at Druids 
only to have a quick nerf from the Kent 
farmer, who promptly went off at Clearways 
to rejoin fourth behind Baldwin and in con- 
tention with Terry Attoe. Another moment 
from Homewood saw him behind Attoe only 
to retake him and Peter Baldwin by lap nine. 
Attoe was next up with the first 850 car of 


Neil Dineen in fifth. Both Ray Calcutt and 
Mo Mendham had been well up early on, but 
both retired with engine problems, Mendham 
attributing his partial seizure to the fact that 
the engine has done 26 races without a 
rebuild. 

The Blue Circle modsports entry was its 
usual varied self, and on pole position sat 
Bob Jarvis in the slightly lighter Pat Long- 
hurst car with 1.0 engine complete with front 
apron, while next to him was John Pearson 
in the Raysbrook Elan, despite diff problems: 
the driver wants to try too many! Pearson 
was soon leading with Jarvis in very close 
attendance followed by John Fletcher's 1.8 
Elan and Christopher White's 4.7 TVR. How- 
ever, the Davrian challenge was soon to fade 
with the car misfiring badly and Pearson 
went ahead and won as he pleased equalling 
second placed Jon Fletcher's class lap record. 
White was an equally consistent third but 
Robin Gray in fourth had John Evans’ Elan 
hard on his heels. Barry Wood, having an 
all too rare run in the semi-works Ginetta G15 
running with disc brakes for the first time, 
came home the small class winner from Pat 
Longhurst’s bitza-engined Davrian which had 
the unwelcome attentions of Win Percy's 2.4 
Datsun 240Z Super Samuri for most of the 
race. Ed Stephens (3.0 TVR) took the 2001 cc 
to 3000 cc class however. 

The Britax round was once again a good 
thrash with Malcolm West taking an early 
lead in his Camaro, separated from his normal 
sparring partner Brian Pepper in a 
similar car, by John Cooper's 3.0 


BMW Si. It wasn't until lap three 
that Pepper disposed of the BMW and 
very soon started to haul in West. Suddenly 


it was Snetterton all over again, with Pepper 
trying everything he knows to get round 
West, but the task was made easy on lap 
seven when West pulled off with tyre prob- 
lems. Cooper flung his BMW around the 
track with gay abandon to somehow keep it 
on the island for second, while the two 
Magnums of Derrick Brunt and Rex Green- 
slade came in third and fourth respectively, 
although Greenslade is proving a greater 
danger to Brunt with every race. Bill Syden- 
ham virtually had the next class sewn up 
without normal adversary Alan Minshaw in 
attendance, but Peter Slade kept him on his 
toes while Jo Bailey is back on top in the 
small class. Tyre problems did seem to be 
considerable, and Noel Edmonds showed just 
how hard he tries by bringing in the Will- 
ments’ Cortina with a very badly chunked 
front tyre. 


The Forward Trust F3 event suffered some- 
what from the early departure to Monaco of 
some of the normal contenders, but Brian 
Henton stayed at home to sew this one up, 
although he nearly overdid it in practice at 
Paddock, writing off the side-mounted radi- 
ator and one wheel. However, he was still 
on pole and took off happily to win this 
round without any trouble. Behind him, Tony 
Rouff tried everything in the GRD to get 
round Jose Esperito Santo’s March-Washer 
743 and it was this dice which kept the 
crowd interested. Rouf actually seemed to 
get by on lap nine, but was retaken again 
at Clearways before the end of the lap, Nick 
von Preussen took his March to a consistent 
fourth while Dick Parsons’ drive to sixth 
in the Smiths GRD is worthy of note as he 
started from the pit road about half a lap 
after everyone else. The also-ran FFs were 
led home by Tim Keen's Merlyn after he had 
disposed of Ken Silverstone’s Hawke. 

The bigger special saloons contesting the 
Simoniz championship was undoubtedly the 
star race. Whiting took the lead to kick 
off with after a premature flag fall and 
appeared with quite a reasonable lead at the 
end of lap one, with Colin Hawker (3.0 Capri- 
DFV) and Gerry Marshall's DTV Firenza 
battling out second ahead of Tony Strawson’s 
4,7 Capri. Hawker closed up on Whiting next 
lap, and then dropped back again to Marshall 
on the next one. They then ran fairly evenly 
for a couple of laps while Strawson got bad 
oil surge and retired leaving Tony Sugden's 
Escort in a lonely fourth. Battle was really 
joined on lap seven in front of a sick (car 
and driver) Marshall and on lap eight Hawker 
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was by, but only momentarily, for on the 
next lap Whiting was by again, only to be 
retaken and then get by again, Whiting over- 
taking round the outside of Druids only to 
reappear on the inside ready for Bottom. 
When the two cars crossed the line they 
were inseparable in time, and the reception 
from the crowd showed how happy they were 
to see the Capri performing so well. In the 
small class, almost forgotten in the excite- 
ment, Paul Taft’s Motospeed Mini took 
honours, helped along by David Foster's engine 
going very sick to claim third behind Taft's 
brother Greg. 

Final event of the day was for ShellSport 
Mexicos driven by a variety of MRS pupils, 
local coppers, journalists and sundry others. 
MRS pupil Bob Edgar quickly took the lead 
from number two spot Jeff ‘“ Whippett” 
Hazell who is Jackie Epstein’s assistant and 
these two were fairly well locked together 
until virtually the end, when MRS instructor 
John Stevens came through for second, with 
MRS man Ian Railton and “ Whippett” 
fourth. Bernard Bird and Charles Cook of 
the Guardian came through from 14 and 15 to 
take the next two places. Three Mexicos 


were unfortunately damaged in a startline 
incident involving Tony Lanfranchi, John 
Heap and local copper Trevor Packham. The 
fate of Standard House man GLT is best left 
unwritten.

SILVERSTONE 


Amateur fun 


One of the bright spots for the humbler 
clubman each season is the annual Eight 
Clubs Silverstone which continues a pattern 
which proves outstandingly successful despite 
being an amateurs event in an era of desperate 
high-pressure commercialism. There are never 
many spectators but at few other events do 
the competitors get such fun and so much 
racing in such a happy atmosphere. Instead 
of being hoaxed into providing entertainment 
in an arena to produce gate money for others 
at great expense to themselves, the com- 
petitors are not chivvied around, the racing 
is less frenetic but none the less entertain- 
ing and the whole affair is reminiscent of 
those happy days of the late 1950s and early 
1960s when club racing was a much happier 
business than it seems to be now. 

This year’s meeting commenced with three 
j-hour high speed trials and in these as in 
most of the other events, the majority of the 
competitors came from that excellent body, 
the Combined One Make Car Club. The 
COMCC embraces almost enough clubs to 
run races of its own and helps many small 
clubs to get entries and invitations. The first 
actual race was a seven lap scratch race and 
was unusual in being a walkover for Richard 
Pilkington’s handsome Atfa Romeo T33 run- 
ning this week in a far humbler event than 
its last event the week before, the Interserie 
round at the Martini! Richard bombed away 
with Dave Bettinson’s latest Disney creation, 
Mickey Mouse and Maurice Gates’ cobby 
TVR Tuscan iin formation behind whilst 
behind them raged a battle of some propor- 
tions between Ed Reeve’s blown Midget, 
David (Ham's very quick Lister Jaguar and 
Martin Hone’s superb Porsche 906 with con- 
tinual place swapping between this quartet 
until they crossed the line. 

The next race was a five jap handicap 
race and although Roger Connell absolutely 
ran away from the rest of the field from 
limit, he was subsequently disqualified for 
some naughtiness; presumably for having 
embarrassed the handicappers! This left Ian 
Mason and his vast noisy Aston Martin DB5 
with the winner’s honours having finished 
just ahead of the tidy little Alfa Romeo TZ 
which Peter Cabrol was driving, its first 
outing since he stuffed it rearwards into a 
bank a year ago. Sylvia Rouse shut the door 
on David Ham and kept third place in her 
XK 150, David finishing fourth in his hand- 
some new acquisition, one of the lightweight 
racing DB4 GTs. 

The eight lap Super Visco Formula 1300 
race was next and an extremely tidy and in- 
credibly asosrted bunch of motor cars 
took to the track, Tim Gath’s immaculate 
“ works" U2 taking the lead straight away 
and dominating the race to the chequered 
flag but meanwhile, back in second place 
was a pair of candidates locked in battle, 
Peter Lloyd’s Nomad Mk 1! and Richard Hurd- 
well’s Wells. Their battle raged on until the 
Nomad decided to look for pastures new and 
retired from the fray whilst meantime Tom 
Hudson had fonced his way up in his Hudson 
LCIA (fascinating, these names) to battle with 
Alan McBeath’s Gopher, just pipping it at 
the flag followed by Jim Harrison's Rejo, 
Peter Clark’s Centaur and Brian Morris's 
Ancool Hybrid. 

The next race, another five lap Handicap, 
was @ triumph of handicapping and the handi- 
capper almost managed the ideal; to get all 
the cars to cross the iline at once in a solid 
pack stacked vertically! Vincent Pons man- 
aged to keep a couple of seconds clear of 
the howling unruly mob chasing him, his 
Spitfire Mk III leading Frank Eaton's lustrous 
black XK150, Nigel Price’s tiny Fiat 600, 
David Freeth's delectable old Singer Le Mans, 
Peter Everingham’'s MGA and Paul Barnes’ 
extremely rapid Honda Sports; leaders of a 
bunch packed too tight for real comfort. 

The seven lap scratch race which followed 
was an easy one again for dan Mason’s 
Aston despite the efforts of Tony Luxton’s 


increasingly rapid Ace with 2.5 PI Triumph 
motor. However, John Pearson had elected to 
change from an earlier race to this one be- 
cause he had split the header tank on the 
old XK120's radiator into a yawning grin in 
the 15 minute trial earlier. He had to start 
with a 10 second penalty but worked his 
way up through the field with great gusto, 
the XK looking tider this year but nonetheless 
willing. John just displaced Tony WLuxton 
on the last lap and Tony was harassed in- 
creasingly by Peter Joiner’s Plus 4 Morgan, 
Roy McCanthy’s MGA, and Chris Marley's 
Manta Jaguar, with just half a second span- 
ning these four cars. 

It started to rain just before the Reliant 
750 Formula Championship race and the 
track, already samewhat slick, became a 
skating rink on which these many and varied 
little cars were hard pressed to show their 
real paces. David Newman maintained a lead 
all the way ‘through although his pursuers 
John Richardson, in David's earlier DNC 
Mk 3, and Chris Bradford in his Viking bat- 
tled all through the race and were closing 
towards the end, all three driving very coolly. 
They pulled out quite a lead from Colin 
Jones’ Wizzard and Mike Whatley’s Martin, 
another battling duo, and second man John 
Richardson gained enough points as a result 
to head the Championship with 19 points to 
Mike Whatley’s 14, a total shared by Ian 
Millar who finished sixth in another DNC 
Mk 3. 

Ron Morgans had a comfortable win in the 
next race, another 5 lap handicap, but this 
time the field was spread out a bit more as 
the track was still damp. Ron’s Lotus 7 
headed Terry Wakelin’s Cooper S by 11 s 
and Chris Metcalfe’s tidy Lotus 23C was a 
worthy third well ahead of the battle between 
Lord Cross in his Cobra and Chris Hill's well 
presented Anglia. 

The last scratch race had Peter Cabrol’s 
LHD ‘Alfa TZ on pole and Peter walked away 
with the race after his main opposition Chris 
Rose's SP250 and John Trace’s Elva Courier 
took an off course trip at Maggotts on the 
first lap, leaving Ian Slade to uphold the 
Daimler honour although Nigel Rasser’s 
immaculate blue Giulia held a steady second 
place with Roger Connor's 850 Mini third, 
Stade’s SP 250 fourth ahead of several close 
battles, Phil Stockley’s Giulietta almost tieing 
with Chris Rayner’s Porsche 356B and John 
Trace crossing the line almost side by side with 
Jim Crocker'’s much raced and extraordinarily 
fleet Lagonda Rapier. Peter Dixon and Ian 
Smailes battled mightily all through the race 
in two waffling Jowett Jupiters and finished 
with only one fifth of a second between 
them. 

The last event was the usual 10 lap inter- 
team handicap and ali that was immediately 
obvious was that Ian Mason was flagged in 
as the winner. Results usually take quite a 
time to work out for this al-fresco race and 
a reporter's head can be pretty sore if he 
tnies to work it out for himself!

Alfa Romeo's Alfetta GT —a 
two-door worth waiting for 


At last the 2-door coupe version of the Alfetta 
is in production. Compared with the 4-door 
saloon it is 44 in shorter in the wheelbase 
and 4 in lower in the roof line, a small 
saving in weight also having been achieved. 
What is more important than mere figures, 
however, is that the car, quite simply, is 
beautiful. 

This beauty comes from the pencil of 
Giorgetto Giugiaro—yes, it’s that man again 
—who does not know how to make an ugly 
car. His lines are functional, too, because 
the steeply raked screen blends with the short 
bonnet to give a highly efficient nose shape 
while the wedge contour reduces tail drag and, 
incidentally, increases the volume of 'the boot. 
The privacy of the luggage is ensured by 
a cover, which rises out of the way when 
the big rear window is opened. 

The interior has been re-styled with the 
rev-counter in a separate binnacle right in 
front of the driver. Andrea De Adamich was 
on hand to explain that when you're driving 
at ten-tenths this ds the only instrument that 
really matters—and he should know. The 
front seats can be adjusted in every possible 
direction and the ‘headrests rise and fall 
when a little wheel is turned. A system of 
levers also causes the seats to move forward 
when the backs are folded, to give easy 
access ‘to the rear seats. There is less space 
for the people in the back than in the 4-door 
saloon, of course, but by 2 + 2 standards 
the room is more than adequate. 

Apart from tthe shorter propshaft, the 
mechanical organs are identical to those of 
the saloon. The twin-cam 1779 cc engine is 
noted for its fuel economy but it can produce 
122 bhp, which is enough to ensure an 
excellent performance with the small, iow- 
drag body. I timed the saloon at 113 mph 
so the coupe should exceed 120 mph, which 
would be below the red line on the rev- 
counter in fifth gear. The five-speed box is 
at the rear of the car and carries the clutch 
and inboard disc brakes; heat insulation pro- 
tects the inner universal joints from braking 
temperatures. 

A de Dion axle, on semi-trailing arms and 
a Watt's linkage, keeps the rear wheels up- 
right. In front, the wishbones are on long 
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torsion bars and the steering is by rack and 
pinion, anti-roll bars at both ends maintaining 
the body level. The tyres are wider than on 
the saloon at 185/70 HR 14, while those 
attractive light-alloy wheels from the Mon- 
treal can be specified at extra cost. 

Though the GT has a lower roof line than 
the saloon, it is easy to enter. With the 
elaborate seat adjustments and the variable 
rake of the steering column, a driver of any 
size or shape can find a comfortable position. 
There is a good view in every direction, espe- 
cially over the short, drooping bonnet, while 
the mirror has a wide field, which the present 
activity of the Itabian police amply justifies. 
I have a preference for fairly narrow cars 
and the Alfetta feels compact in dense traffic. 

It might be thought that the GT and the 
saloon would be very similar in their be- 
haviour, in spite of the difference in ap- 
pearance. In fact, the coupe seems more re- 
fined and when driven with decorum in police- 
infested areas, ht is a very quiet car. 
Naturally, the efficient engine becomes more 
prominent when driven near its limit, but the 
gearbox can be heard less in the smaller 
machine, which is also noticeably free from 
body boom. There is some wind noise at 
maximum speed, but this is quite moderate, 
and the wider tyre treads do not increase 
road sounds. The steering gives plenty of 
feel of the road surface, wittt an occasional 
suspicion of kick-back over very bad bumps, 
which I much prefer to the dead sensation 
of more mundane cars. 

The brakes have less servo assistance than 
‘those of the Alfetta saloon, or perhaps harder 
linings are employed in the more sporting 
model. The gearchange is light and respon- 
sive, as one expects of an Alfa, the engine 
puting fifth gear from quite low speeds in 
the interest of fuel economy. A delightful 
feature of the car is the way in which it 
continues to cruise at over 100 mph on a 
very small throttle opening, which must 
prove that the body shape is efficient as well 
as beautiful. 

The good looks of the GT are unobtrusive 
and although they will always attract a second 
glance, they don't have the boy-racer image 
that alerts the men in blue. This Alfa is a 


car of distinction because it has purity of 
line, which is much more likely to inspire 
pride of ownership than mere flashy decora- 
tion. 

With the weight where it is wanted for 
maximum traction, this car will make a 
splendid racing start with just a modicum 
of wheelspin. The slightly shorter chassis 
makes virtually no difference to the handling 
and the stability at speed on bad roads ds 
superior to that of Alfas with live rear axles. 
The ride is firm enough to give the car a 
sporting image but really bad bumps are 
absorbed without any shock. When driven 
hard, the GT is obviously an efficient four- 
cylinder car, with an engine which can be 
heard and felt. Handled in a less urgent 
manner, it loses its sporting character and 
behaves as gently as cars of much lower 
performance. 

Many people, who have habitually used 
multi-cylinder cars, are taking another look 
at the four-cylinder market for economy rea- 
sons. The four-cylinder Alfa Romeo engine 
has been getting better and better over the 
years and this new trend is sure to increase 
the demand for these cars. Certainly, the new 
Alfetta GT is one of the best models they 
have yet made, so it is all the sadder that 
I cannot find out how much it will cost or 
when the right-hand drive cars will be avail- 
able in England. A price of £3000 or so and 
delivery around motor show time would be a 
wild guess, but the effects of inflation or 
industrial disputes may make a complete 
nonsense of such forecasts. All I can say is 
that the GT is going to be worth waiting for, 
which is cold comfort for the man who has 
money burning a hole in his pocket.

Disappointing slant 
on Virgo Galaxy 


In common with a number of others among 
your readers, I found your report of my club's 
Virgo Galaxy Rally very disappointing (Sports 
Extra, May 2). It is not the length that offends, 
as any editor is entitled to determine the space 
allocated to a news item, but the balance of 
the material in the report, and the misleading 
headline. 


The event was the first road rally to run 
since rallying returned, and was faced with 
the problems of the 50 mph speed limit, as 
well as with the implications of the Green 
Paper. How did the organisers cope with these 
problems ? And how did competitors react to 
the modifications introduced to their sport ? 

Two regulations were written into the ASRs 
to conform with the measures recommended 
by the Welsh Association in their comments 
upon the Green Paper. These were the enforce- 
ment of a penalty of exclusion for any car 
suffering body damage as defined in SSR 
S65(s), and a similar penalty for any car which 
failed to stop at any junction approached on 
a road controlled by a ‘Give Way’ sign. Both 
measures are designed to restrain the more 
exhuberant competitor, to increase safety, to 
forstall police criticism, and to be readily 
enforceable. To avoid encouraging competitors 
blatantly to exceed the 50 mph limit, all fast 
stretches of road where such speeds would 
readily be achieved were made non-competitive, 
which tended to break the route into shorter 
competitive sections than has been customary 
in Wales. The organisers did not find it neces- 
sary to employ ‘ plot-and-bash’ navigation to 
lower the average speeds. Police co-operation 
én all phases of the organisation was willing, 
though firm on certain points. 

The result? A rally enjoyed by most com- 
petitors, except possibly for the 10 excluded 


for failing to halt, and one for body damage. 


The 10 will not do the same again, and the 
one will try not to. There were no complaints 
received by the police from the public, and 
the traffic inspector responsible for police 
activity has spoken very favourably of com- 
petitors’ driving. At last a club has convinced 
a senior police officer that spectators cause 
more trouble than competitors ; the only com- 
petitor ‘ booked" by the police had ignored the 
advice of a police inspector not to start the 
rally with his car unlicensed (a tactless action 
which reflects badly on the sport). On the 
other hand several drivers not connected with 
the rally were booked for a variety of offences, 
including that of not stopping after colliding 
with a police inspector's car ! (Equally tactless, 
but emphasises the fact that a large propor- 
tion of the bad driving on a Saturday night in 
the vicinity of a rally is by people unconnected 
with the sport). 


One might have hoped for some intelligent 
and informed comment in AuTosPporRT upon 
some of these aspects of the night’s sport. The 
club's view agrees with that of the Welsh 
Association that firm measures must be taken 
to control road rally competitors, if road rally- 
ing is to survive as an acceptable sport for 
the clubmen. Several organisers of well-known 
Welsh road events were present, together with 
Association officials and two members of the 
RAC Rallies Committee. All seemed to agree 
that the experimental regulations had worked 
woll, and subsequently the Welsh Association 
has adopted them in substance as mandatory 
regulations for all Welsh Championship rallies, 
and recommends their enforcement on all road 
rallies in Wales. 


In the light of these matters, it was distur- 
bing to find the emphasis in your report upon 
an alleged abundance of * incidents.’ I feel that 
you would do your journal more credit and 
the sport a greater service if you were to try 
to lay more emphasis on reporting the 
organisation of events and the performance 


of competitors, and less upon such trivia as 
the unfortunate shooting habits of inebriate 
Cardiganshire shepherds.

that their car had been used a dot for display 
punposes at Ford Forums up and down the 
country which had often led to multiple cold 
starts as it was being manoeuvred in and 
out of showrooms and BDAs are not really 
meant for that sort of thing. Our engine 
was no newer and towards the end of the 
rally it decided to dispense with piston rings 
and shed them into the sump mhere they 
were found on dts return to Boreham. This 
explained all the clouds of infernal smoke 
that followed Markku’s progress round 
Llandow circuit and on the Dean stages. 

I cannot leave the subject of Markku Alén 
without mentioning left-foot braking in 
some detail. There is no doubt about 
it; he does use the technique and nearly 
all the time. To re-cap briefly, drivers of 
front wheel drive cars (Saab, Minis and 
Lancias) have long used left-foot braking to 
bring what is basically ian understeening car 
under their total control. The pressure of the 
left foot on the brake tends to get more of 
the car’s weight on to the front wheels for 
traction and steering while at the same time 
part-locking the rear wheels to bring the 
tail end of the car round more quickly. The 
front-engine, rear wheel drive car is not 
normally considered a suitable vehicle for 
such techniques jas there is no ready supply 
of power to the front wheels to prevent them 
locking when the brakes are applied, nor 
should there be any need to get the back end 
out by braking as the power should be suffi- 
cient to do this. Naw I have seen Markku 
left-foot braking the Escort, I can tel you 
this much. He does not brake so hard as 
to lock the front wheels but sufficiently to 
give a quite considerable transfer of weight 


to the front wheels which do definitely steer 
more positively as a result. His line on cor- 
ners ds always tight and he relies on the 
sensitive touch of the left foot to keep the 
car in even when one would be convinced 
that it would slide out. The most amazing of 
his efforts were in the really fast narrow 
corners where a normal-technique driver 
would have to lift to set the car up before 
the corner. I suspect that his technique is 
a little harder on engine and ¢ransmission 
than a normal one as the throttle is balanced 
more often and is very many times pulling 
against the effect of the brakes. 


Perhaps the biggest and simplest saving 
is the fact that braking can be done later 
for the left-foot is constantly over the brake 
pedal—except during gear changes when it 
operates the clutch—and thus every time he 
brakes (or stants accelerating) he saves the 
time it ¢akes to transfer the right foot be- 
tween the two pedals. I should emphasise 
that Markku always uses the clutch for gear- 
changes and does not manage without it 
even when changes have to be made in a 
bit of a hurry. His gearchanging is super- 
fast and, like Hannu Mikkola, he never seems 
to miss one. I could go on talking about 
technique that I have seen but cannot do 
all day, but to be quite honest I did spend 
more time booking out of the window rather 
than at Markku'’s feet. On the middle 
Clocaenog stage, Tony Mason who will de 
co-driving with Markku on the Scottish Rally, 
and Peter Ashcroft went to spectate and 
when I saw them I waved encouragingly. 
The response was a couple of white faces 
that retreated even further behind the trees 
and ‘afterwards Tony confessed that he had 
thought we were really flying. To me it all 


seemed very safe which either shows that 
my dnstinots for self-preserwation are per- 
manently blunted or that co-drivers should 
never watch rallies. 


I enjoyed the Welsh very much indeed 
despite having a heavy cold so that every 
time I emerged from the car I was accom- 
panied by aa flurry of used Kleenex. As I said 
in the report last week, there are several 
things that I think they could change to 
advantage. I think the rally is sufficiently 
important that it doesn’t need ito be hidden 
away in Barry and if the crowd iat Llandow 
is anything to go by, a start in central 
Cardiff would give a sponsor more value and 
attract television and radio. As ito the two- 
night format, I think the competitors may 
like it but it is much rougher on the poor 
old marshals, organisers and results teams 
all af whom get a bit blurry eyed towards 
the end. Without making it much more expen- 
sive for private owners, why not. start it 
from central Cardiff on Friday lunchtime 
when the TV and press can have full range 
with it. A stop then in North -Wales with 
plenty of B/B that isn't too expensive 
for a six-hour rest on Saturday morning with 
a re-start at dunchtime and a 10 am Sunday 
finish at Llandow or back in tthe centre of 
Cardiff if they decide to drop the circuk 
test. This need not be too much more expen- 
sive for the private owner who can 
scrutineer Friday morning while the sup- 
ported entnies who come down on Tuesday 
can scrutineer that evening. Some change is 
necessary for tthis important event but the 
main part of the event need not change 
much; the forests can still decide but in the 
areas of presentation and promotion, much 
can yet be done. .

Mondello’s anniversary 


To celebrate the sixth anniversary of Mon- 
dello Park, MG Car Club held a meeting on 
Sunday, May 12. Weatherwise it was a dread- 
ful day, which resulted in very poor atten- 
dance, but the racing more than made amends 
for the rain. Jay Pollock with the Desmond 
Mack Crossle 22F beat Patsy McGarrity’s 
Chevron B25 to the chequered flag by 0.4 s in 
the Formula Atlantic race, but the stewards 
were, naturally, uptight about Pollock passing 
McGarrity under the yellow flag at Shell and 
duly penalised him one minute—which rele- 
gated Pollock to a lowly fifth and gave 
McGarrity the race, to the accompaniment of 
moody scenes in the Mack camp! 

Mattie McNamara’s Super Size Ford Escort- 
FVC was the first to shatter the stillness of 
Duckhams, chased by David Hall's Imp and 
a closely bunched gaggle of Minis. The 
similar Escort of Rosemary Smith and the 
Viva of Jay O'Malley ‘were not there to 
challenge the McNamara machine, which 
rapidly disappeared into the distance, out of 
sight out of mind, so that all the interest 
switched on the carve up of Hall by the 
leading Minis of Tony Brennan and Paul 
Healion. The Imp disappeared from the fray, 
and Brennan pulled out a safe 24 s on 
Healion to finish 13 s behind McNamara, 
with Stee Griffin, back on’ the racing scene 
again, 1.2 s down on the third man. Colin 
Miller won the second heat in his 1.3 Mini 
by a long way from Conor Linehan (Super 
Size Mini) and Brendan Conlon in the ex- 
Viney Moy Imp-Ford. Miller looked very fast 
and tidy at Duckhams, but surprisingly he 
did not make the first eight on combined 
placings for the two heats, probably because 
it was even wetter for the second heat than 
the first. 

Derek Daly made no mistakes in the 
Formula Ford race, one of the few to stay 
on the island in fact, to win by 44 s in the 
Team Super Glide Lotus 61M from the Lotus 
69F of Trevor Templeton, Garry Gibson and 
Harry Acheson in Crossle 25Fs filled the next 
two places, and the dice for fifth between 
Eddie Jordan in his noseless 20F and Jim 
Sherry (25F) went in favour of Jordan by 
0.4 s, Altogether a tough race in diabolical 
conditions in which Daly showed considerable 
skill with a rather old chassis to lead all the 
way in a race in which some of the estab- 
fished men did not show to advantage. David 
Kennedy (Royale), Jim Megan (Crossle 25F) 
and Derek Kavanagh (Merlyn) all disappeared 
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on lap 7; but more unfortunate was John 
Tierney, graduate of the Irish Racing Drivers’ 
School, whose debut in the school’s brand 
new Hawke DLI11 ended ingloriously in the 
bank at Duckhams on the very first lap, and 
he had to foot it back to tell his teacher 
that the car had bent suspension and a 
broken nose! 

There was a very impressive Formula 
Atlantic field of a dozen cars, reduced to 11 
when Dermot O'Leary's Lotus 69 disappeared 
on the opening lap with ignition trouble. 
Patsy McGarrity in the Chevron B25 led the 
pack into Duckhams, with surprisingly David 
Lambe holding second in his March 72B in 
front of Jay Pollock's Crosslé 22F. Pollock 
rapidly disposed of Lambe, and Tony Martin 
also passed Lambe with his similar March 
72B; but the man to watch was Des Donnelly, 
having his first Mondello outing with his 
March 73B. From the fourth row of the grid 
Donnelly rapidly made his way through the 
field, easily slipping inside the March 73B 
of Arthur Collier at Duckhams and then 
hauling in Lambe’s March, which was by 
then banging along on only three firing 
cylinders. Down into Duckhams he had his 
arm up to the marshal for the blue flag, 
and once away from Martin's March he 
went about learning the car in impressive 
style, but with no hope of catching the 
leaders. “He hit me up the arse” said 
Martin,—which is one way of narrowing a 
car that's very “wide” to overtake! Bill 
Gowdy spun his Brabham BT30 and 
the nose cone at Shell on lap 9, and Pollock 
snatched the opportunity to nip past Mc- 
Garrity, who slowed under the yellow flag, 
to race on to the chequer with an 04 s 
margin over McGarrity, which was soon 
altered by the stewards’ decision to penalise 
Pollock for his indiscretion. Donnelly was 
almost half a minute down on McGarrity, 
which is a lot of time to have to make up 
if he is to get to grips with the two pace 
setters in Irish Atlantic racing. Martin came 
im third, 7 s after Donnelly, and Lambe 
soldiered along on three pots to beat Collier 
by 12 s, with the penalised Pollock fifth, in 
front of Collier. Walter Kinnear’s Lotus 69 
was lapped in seventh place, ahead of Ken 
Fildes who had an unhappy time waving 
practically everyone past the slow Super 
Glide Lotus 69. The only other finisher was 
Dermot. McFeeley, former Formula Ford 
driver and husband of rally driver Rosemary

MacDowel the master 


The West Hants and Dorset CC and the 
AMOC were jointly responsible for running 
the third round of this year’s RAC Hillclimb 
Championship at Wiscombe Park. Extra- 
ordinary though it may seem to those who 
know just how keen the competition is in 
this sport, the crowd was thin despite a 
brilliant sunny day, excellent organisation 
and a much more informative commentary 
than is usual at such events; Robin Boucher 
at least does his homework. 


Mike MacDowel made it all look 
very easy and although the didn’t seem to 
bother too much in the class runs in his 
Brabham Repco, he was convincingly the 
master in the Championship Top-Ten run off, 
maintaining a one-tenth of a second lead 
over Sir Nicholas Williamson on both runs 
and taking the Baronet’s hill record on his 
second run. Sir Nick was as exciting to watch 
as ever in the DFV-engined Marlyn but was 
unable to get down to his April record time. 
Roy Lane was splendid in his McRae, the 
only new-generation F5000 on the hill, to 
take fourth place despite that broken wrist 
of less than a month ago still in plaster, 
with John Cussins hard on his heels in his 
Brabham-Repco although not professing to 
take this season particularly seriously. David 
Good was brilliant in the ‘outwardly similar 
car to Sir Nick's, the Lyncar DFV with 
Richard Shardiow'’s F2 Chevron hard behind 
despite the recurring misfire which seems to 
afflict more than one Smith BDA on the hills 
this year, as Alistair Douglas Osborne's car 
was similarly afflicted though it made seventh 
place. Eighth was Chris Cramer driving the 
same car in the absence of his own car which 
ran its bearings and still lacks a set of con- 
rods. Geoff Rollason's Brabham-DFV drive 
again was a display of sheer nerve and stop-go 
motoring of the most frenetic type and he 
squeezed in front of David Morris's Ensign 
which completed the 10. 


The efforts of the Coombs Director Mike 
MacDowel earned him a clear lead in the 
Championship and ‘he now has 29 points ahead 
of Sir Nick and Roy Lane each with 22, 
John Cussins and David Good who both 
have 20. 


The Class 1 runs were almost more exciting 
than the rest of the competition as Richard 
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Fry was there with his Cooper 1300 to up- 
hold his month-old record against all comers 
but although he was the fastest of a fast 
bunch on the first runs he spoiled his second 
run and let Alan Cox, who had been but 
1/20th of a second behind him on the first 
run despite clobbering the bank at Wis 
corner pretty hard, slip through to win the 
class despite having but 1000 ccs in his 
yellow and blue Mini. Richard’s error also 
was a blessing for John Milford in his rapid 
1300 cc “S" and he took over second place 
in fine style, exactly equally Richards’ 
time but scoring on aggregate. Russ Ward in 
the other blue and yellow John Brown Motors 
entered car, the 1300 cc Midget, took a 
comfortable class win and broke the class 
record on both runs; not that he need have 
bothered too much, it was his record! Jim 
Hall was his nearest rival in his red Midget 
but he spun at Sawbench on his first try 
and caution suggested a steady drive to a 
class place second time up. Paul Channon’s 
gleaming red Cobra seemed set to win the 
bigger sports car class but seemed to be 
stuck on a set time whilst Tony Brown's 
Cobra improved by more than a second to 
annex the class, weaving dramatically on its 
way up the hill and blowing up a good deal 
of dust from its low exhaust pipes in the 
process. The smaller of the sports racing 
car classes went to Martyn Griffiths who 
contrived to look very undramatic in his 
two-tone blue Mallock twin-cam U2 but was 
noticeably faster through the corners than 
his rivals, using the minimum of power to 
keep the car balanced with a very economical 
style. Whilst Martyn was relatively untroubled 
by competition whilst taking the record for 
his class, Richard Brown's drive in the Martin 
BM8 in the larger capacity class was at first 
rewarded with a class record for his first 
run only to find that he was demoted by John 
Stuart's BDA engined U2 second time up. 
John Cleland had come down from Scotland 
to compete in his Chevron B23 but spoiled 
his first run by accidentally hitting the “ panic 
button” on the steering wheel, making up 
for this by being only half a second away 
from the previous class record which stood 
before the other two destroyed it. 

First of the single seater classes came the 
500s and that astonishing device, the Voigt 


Renwick Special yowled up the hill first in 
44.28 s and then in 44.04 s to break Peter's 
own record. The startling thing about this 
car is just how tiny it is, Peter isn’t big but 
it looks too small to hold even him. This 
performance from the Konig-engined flat-four 
device rather eclipsed a fine scrap for second 
place, Gordon Bruce's debut in his beautifully 
restored Mk 8 Cooper Norton gaining second 
place on the first runs only to be beaten by 
Barry Oddy's similar car on the second runs, 
Bob Jones’ older Cooper being a worthy third 
so that only 0.5 s covered the three battling 
for second spot; albeit six seconds slower 
than Voigt. Sandy Hutcheon was in fairly 
convincing command of the 1100 cc class in 
the Ginetta G17 that Peter Voigt used two 
seasons or so ago; Terry Smith's Vixen failed 
its first ascent but was less than one-third of 
a second behind, second time up, just ahead of 
Alan Richards’ blown Gryphon which showed 
signs of argument with the bank during 
practice. 

David Morris took his F2 Ensign to a tidy 
class win second time up to win from David 
Franklin, even though David seemed on form 
in his similar car. Bill Morris ‘however 
shovelled some earth out of Wis corner on 
his second run with the nose of the shared 
Ensign but it remained fit enough to join the 
other top-ten runners, pushing out Franklin 
and Ken MacMaster’s GRD in the process. 

Practice for the biggest racing cars had 
been exciting enough but Major Chichester 
had tad the nasty experience of having an 
apparent brake-system failure at Sawbench 
which put him over the logs and into the 
bushes in the fine old HWM Jaguar, Human 
error can be discounted, surely—it is his own 
front drive! Although the hill was in excel- 
lent condition, only four competitors in the 
class runs broke 40 s, Sir Nick fastest with 
an opposite-locking 39.07 s, MacDowel with 
39.25 s, Lane with 39.51 s and Good with 
39.66 s but when the Top Ten run off com- 
menced things started to hot up. Chris Cramer 
was first-up the hill in Alistair Douglas- 
Osborne’s Temple-Row Spl and that developed 
the previously mentioned misfire which pre- 
vented either Chris, or Al getting below 40 s, 
Chris doing two tidy runs to end up eighth, 
Al throwing away his first run by over- 
shooting Martini, making no mistake on his 
second run though to finish just ahead of 
Chris in seventh place. John Cussins, with 
two mild-looking class runs, was a lowly 
qualifier in ninth place but his first and best 
championship run stopped the clocks at 39.79 
s; a beauty which gave him fourth place at 
the end despite an uncharacteristic tail-out 
exit from Sawbench. David Morris seemed to 
be going well but couldn’t match his own 
class run times, Geoff Rollason again demons- 
trated tremendous control of a full-blooded 
and almost unmodified 1973 Grand Prix 
Brabham but surely he will have to find some 
means of moderating the peakiness of this 
particular DFV so that he has more control 
of the car through the corners. Richard 
Shardlow was sixth despite that infuriating 
misfire. David Good turned out a polished 
demonstration of high-tension motoring on 
his first run to a 39.80 s and fifth place, for 
some reason just losing the vital edge on 
the second half of the hil second time up, 
just as had John Cussins. Another to go 
slower second time was Roy Lane who really 
has the muscular orange McRae sorted now 
and his 39.65 s had to suffice for third place. 
Try as he might, Sir Nick couldn’t quite get 
the Marlyn down to his record time of the 
previous month but Mike MacDowel quietly 
put away his briar pipe and stole the whole 
show by taking just 11/100ths of a second 
less than the Baronet on both runs, his second 
breaking the record by just 106 s.

Betteridge throws it away 


Although he was hounded until lunch time 
by a trio of Imps and a Dellow, the combina- 
tion of Bill Moffatt and his Ginetta still 
managed a convincing overall victory at the 
last round of the first part of this year’s 
BTRDA Production Car Trials Champion- 
ship which was organised by Bewdley AC at 
Heightington, near Bewdley, last Sunday. 
Moffatt was clean until lunch but Nigel 
Brown (Dellow), Dave Carr, Colin Valentine 
and Ray Bradley (Imps) were within six 
marks of him. Under pressure Moffatt pulled 
out the stops and ran out a comfortable 
winner after 32 hills with a total of 14 marks 
lost to take the Ernie Wiliams Trophy. The 
biggest turnabout in the five classes occurred 
in the sports car class where Brian Betteridge 
threw away a nine mark interval lead to drop 
to a poor third. However, he still leads the 
championship but is now under pressure from 
three drivers tied in second place. 

John Hodgson, who has had a poor season 
so far showed a welcome return to form in 
the front engined fwd class where he gave 
Geoff Spencer a real run for his money. 
Hodgson (Mini), held a four mark advantage 
at half distance but Spencer inched his way 
back into contention and won the class by 
a single mark in his Cooper on 116 marks. 
Showing that his recent North Wales class 
win was no fluke Brian Midgley took third 
in his 1275 GT for a 120 mark total. 

It was a two horse race from the start 
in the conventional saloon class between 
Denis Wells (Skoda Octavia) and Mike 
Stephens (Mexico). Wells, another finding 
his feet after a poor opening session, led 
Stephens by three marks at the break the 
pair pulling out a sizeable lead over Charles 
Barter (Popular) and Jim Loveday. In the 
second period Wells increased his lead by a 
single mark to score his second successive 
class win with a 78 mark total with Stephens 
on 82 marks which left Barter to collect third 
place on 105 marks. 

When Brian Betteridge dropped only 16 
marks on the first two tours of the eight hills 
it looked odds on another class win for the 
Sprite man for Don Hobbs (Sprite) was nine 
adrift and Malcolm Brown was third with 
his Sprite a further three marks away. The

first tour after lunch was disastroius for 
Betteridge and he threw away the class. 
Harrison (Midget), fourth at lunch, had the 
best afternoon total of 29 marks and this 
hoisted him to second behind Hobbs who 
won with 56 marks lost, seven better than 
Harrison while Betteridge dropped to a 70 
mark total. 

Star of the small capacity rear engine class 
was Colin Valentine who weighed in with 
his first class win of the series. In a strong 
challenge for overall honours at lunch time 
he had opened up a seven mark lead over 
his class rivals where Mike Leech and Robert 
Barter, both in Imps, were his nearest rivals. 
With the tightening of the sections in the 
post-lunch period he collected 34 marks for 
a total of 40 marks lost: 

Leech and Barter maintained station to 
finish on 53 and 56 marks respectively. 

With Moffatt clearing off from the opposi- 
tion after lunch in the last class of the day 
Nigel Brown, by contrast, who had been 
second with the Dellow, suffered badly. He 
dropped a further 53 marks and fell to fifth. 
David Carr, one behind Brown initially, had 
the second lowest total of the post lunch 
period with a 29 score for the two rounds 
and a final total of 33 marks lost which 
defeated Ray Bradley by four marks with 
Robert Carr moving into third in the class

Wyatt beats Warren 


Star of the .Bristol MC & LCC autocross at 
Yoxter, last Sunday, was Malcolm Wyatt in 
his 1800 Escort who tcok BTD im 2 mins 
10.4 secs and what's even more impressive he 
beat George Warren, uncrowned kind of those 
parts, by a handsome two secs. With an entry 
of 64 the club used an 850 yds course for 
the event which turned out to be troubled 
with dusty conditions and the crowd was by 
no means as big as tthe club had expected in 
such conditions. 

As ever ithe Mini classes accounted for 
more than half the entry and 21 of ithese 
were in the up to 870cc class. Geoff Hawkins 
took the class in 2 m 16.6 s finishing nearly 
four secs ahead of John Potter with Adrian 
Taylor third. Only seven cars took part in ithe 
up to 1300cc front engined rwd class and 
Ron Grimwood's Anglia was fastest by nearly 
three secs in 2 m 30.4 s with the Herald of 
Paul Hiscox second.

Lane’s courageous flight 


On May 12 it was the turn of the South 
West Centre of the BARC to play hosts to the 
Micky Flather Flying Circus or as it is better 
known the Castrol/BARC hillclimb champion- 
ship, but on the occasion of the fourth round 
of the 1974 series at Gurston Down it was for 
once not the 1973 champion who stole all the 
glory. Flather as always was in superb form 
with his supercharged Aldon Cooper once 
again claiming a fistful of points to consolidate 
‘his championship lead by carving nearly two 
seconds off the class record but he was not 
the highest points scorer of the day, the Team 
Castrol £10 award for the highest points 
scorer falling to Peter Voigt whose incredible 
Renwick Voigt single seater trimmed just over 
two seconds off the existing up to 500 cc single- 
seater class record. However if one was to 
award a Man of the Meeting award it must 
have fallen to Roy Lane who despite his 
extremely painful broken wrist which is still 
in plaster showed Incredible tenacity in the 
fastest five run-off thrusting the McRae up the 
hill in tremendous style to fail by just one 
hundredth of a second to catch the BTD man 
who was, yes you've guessed it, reigning RAC 
hillclimb champion Mike MacDowel with the 
Brabham Repco. 

Despite the fact that he was opposed only 
by the road-going Imp of Andy Hartwell, Mike 
Flather was really in a hurry during the 
opening class of the day, and with Nicky 
Porter, his chief adversary in the championship 
unable to make Gurston the Droitwich driver 
really seized his chance to extend the series 
lead by carving the record to pieces with a 
fine second run of 40.34 s. The up to 1500 cc 
touring car class produced no records but 
nevertheless that stalwart Welsh competitor 
Alun Morgan thoroughly caned the rest of 
the field by climbing his Cooper S in 42.15 s 
while Stuart Browne as always was in full 
cry in the large division with his twin cam 
Escort nibbling away at Richard White's 
record with a climb of 42.06 s which left him 
a second and a half clear of father Frank. 

The first of the special saloon car classes 
was again the province of Alan Cox in the 
John Brown Motors Cooper S failing by a 
fraction to achieve his lifelong ambition of a 
sub 40 s climb at Gurston, his 40.01 s run 
giving him half a second in hand over his 
perennial shadow, Ford employee Colin Rogers 
with his similar Cooper S. Despite a frantic 
effort former Castrol/BARC champion Jim 
Thomson could not quite beat the 40 s barrier 
with his Firenza in the next class and although 
he managed 40.02 s to head the L. R. Bence 
Escort of his former Gurston conqueror Allan 
Humphries he was still forced to settle for 
second place as yet again Dave Bray was on 
sparkling form with his Yarbspeed Escort 
climbing in 38.39 s to take a well earned win. 

As expected the combined marque sports 


car class fell to the deceptively rapid and very- 


smoothly driven Elan of Guy Brooker but it 
was a close one as his time of 40.72 s only 
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gave him 0.18 s in hand over the similar car 
of Richard Baldwin whilst in the first of the 
modsports classes “ Little Russ"’ Ward again 
showed a clean pair of heels to the field by 
whisking his John Brown Motors Sprite to the 
finish in 39,99 s, heading the real surprise of 
the class the Midget of John Blundell by under 
half a second in spite of his whirlwind pro- 
gress. If there is one thing guaranteed to make 
Tony Brown motor it is seeing a Nick Green 
class record still standing and he came to 
Gurston last Sunday determined to eclipse 
Green's Cobra time of 37.33 s, and with a real 
demon caution-to-the-wind second run in his 
superb version he did just that albeit only by 
0.08 s, in the process leaving the second 
placed Europa of Tim Williams nearly four 
seconds adrift. 

The clubmans class always looked the pro- 
vince of the “ Team Fibreglass " U2 of Jeremy 
Hunt and despite a very ragged second run 
start his first climb of 36.93 s was enough 
to secure victory by just over a second from 
the ever hard trying Mervyn Bartram whilst 
in the up to 1300 cc GT and sports racing 
class John Barratt and the Theta made a 
determined effort to get on terms with the 
blown Terrapin of the much improved Terry 
Sims, who aga'n made the class his own with 
a very smooth ascent of 38.03 s, which 
eclipsed the Theta by just over half a second. 
After changing the differential during practice 
and then thumping the bank Martyn Griffiths 
finally came to terms with both his U2 and 
the Wiltshire hill on his first visit to the 
venue to easily take the up to 1600 cc class 
with a run at 36.15 s whilst his co-driver 
Doug Pound was just pipped for second place 
by the Terrier of David Hendry who managed 
40.81 s, rather out of touch with the class 
winner, 

Richard Brown with his ex-David Good 
Martin BM8 managed just one run in the next 
class but at 35.92 s it was enough to take the 
class by over a second and a half from the 
Chevron B19 of Chippy Stross. 

Unfortunately only three drivers made the 
line in the up to 500 cc racing car class with 
Gurston regular Bob Jones recovering from 
a bad first run to stamp his mark on the 
proceedings and take the class at 44.47 s 
whilst in the up to 1100 cc division Terry 
Smith also after an indifferent first attempt 
was in fine form slipping to the finish in his 
Huntsman Vixen in 37.13 s to head the Ensign 
of David Way by 0.61 s with Tommy Elton’s 
Brabham third and just ahead of the incredible 
500 of Peter Voigt who ran in the larger class 
as his car does not comply with the 500 
Owners Association eligibility rules, but there 
were an awful lot of embarrassed 1-litre 
drivers who wished it did, as Voigt managed 
a remarkable 38.57 s run to take nearly two 
seconds off the previous best 500 time. 

As is now common practice David Franklin 
dominated the up to 1600 cc class with his 
Huntsman Ensign with two very forceful runs

the best at 34.77 s, leaving him just under a 
second and a half ahead of the Surtees TS 10 
of Richard Jones which is rapidly becoming 
competitive but was able to take one run only, 
but he was never really seriously threatened 
by the third placed March of Peter Stahl. 

Mike MacDowel, the hill record holder at 
Gurston, was using the meeting as an oppor- 
tunity to try some new rubberwear in his 
Brabham Repco and it seemed as though the 
tyres were working well as he hurtled to the 
top in 32.47 s to take the large class from 
Roy Lane, whose progress in the McRae in 
taking second place complete with broken 
wrist demonstrated his real tenacity. Into 
third place at 34.61 s came Alister Douglas- 
Osborn with the Temple Row Brabham, just 
under a second down on Lane and only a 
whisker ahead of Chris Cramer who was shar- 
ing ADO’s car as his own engine is still being 
rebuilt following Prescott. 

The top 10 generally saw times tumbling 
just a little further, all good for Castrol/BARC 
points, with Jeremy Hunt finding a fraction 
with the U2 to come down to 36.85 s whilst 
John Blundell really hustled the Midget along 
to a cracking 39.86 s, quicker than Russ 
Ward's class winning time. Colin Rogers also 
improved to 40.29 s, but Ward who followed 
so nearly added his name to the record book 
failing by just three hundredths to get on 
terms with Robin Leathart’s class record of 
39.13 s, but not to be outdone his fellow 
John Brown Motors driver Alan Cox finally 
did it 39.76 s, under the 40 s at last and into 
second place in the championship. Stuart 
Browne really flung his Escort around to great 
effect also failing by just 0.11 s to get on 
terms with White's record with a climb of 
41.68 s but Tony Brown and the Cobra could 
not better their earlier class record breaking 
time. Again Flather was at it with an incred- 
ible time for a heavyweight car, 39.77 s, 
almost a maximum ten points and enough to 
handsomely consolidate his lead in the series. 
Voigt was next to run and almost unbelievably 
he stopped the clock at just 38.09 s and there 
it was, the first maximum, and as it proved 
the only one of the day. 

Of the fastest five David Franklin and the 
Ensign claimed fifth place with a stirring 
drive which only failed by 0.05 s to bet on 
terms with Ken MacMaster’s class record of 
33.87 s whilst third and fourth places were 
fought out between the shared Brabham of 
ADO and Cramer with the owner, despite a 
poor start on his second run, making the top 
in 33.06 s to head Cramer by 0.38 s, although 
Cramer still leads the championship by three 
points. MacDowel seemed to have it all tied 
up with his first run at 31.99 s with the 
Brabham as Lane was threequarters of a 
second down but the Warwick driver was not 
finished, tyre-smoking off the line and going 
through Hollow Bend at an incredible rate to 
stop the clock at 32.00 s just a hundredth 
behind MacDowel who again changed tyres 
for the last run, and that didn’t help him as 
he managed only a twitchy 32.68 s but took 
BTD and the five points with his first run to 
come through for third place in the BTD

Richard Wallinger, the Hinckley telecommuni- 
cations engineer, was the talk of the 
Curborough paddock last Sunday when he 
turned up with his GRD 372 complete with 
Formula 3 tyres instead of the chunky stan- 
dard ones and with huge “air deflectors” 
front and rear. The ungainly looking machine, 
debuting at the venue, set a new class record 
in the up to 1600 cc single seater class and 
-also weighed in with second BTD before 
inevitably Bob Rose. Nottingham Sports CC 
had, with one exception, an incident free meet- 
ing, the exception being Cyril Baxter who 
thumped the wooden fencing hidden in the 
trees along the far side of the course and 
put a huge dent in the back of the Marcos. 


Bob Rose took BTD with his McLaren M14D 
in 32.02 s with John Ravenscroft (McLaren 
MIOB) returning 32.92 s to be his nearest 
class contender.

Ravenscroft made an error on his 
first run and John Parsons (Lola T142) annexed 
second but when he failed to improve second 
time out, Ravenscroft produced 32.92 s but 


is still not satisfied with his performance.

Messrs Noad and Hunt, respectively and as 
usual in their VW and Mexico machinery, 
resumed their struggle in the over 1311 cc 
saloon class and it was the turn of the 
Wembley Park man to defeat the Midlander.

The Vauxhall Firenza: a fast car with outstanding 
roadholding and handling capabilities 


Something of a furore was created at Earls 
Court by a new, high-performance Vauxhall 
Firenza. The name Firenza now applies only 
to this car, the standard model, from which 
it is derived, being called the 2-door Magnum 
coupé. The basic design employs a wishbone 
front end and a hypoid rear axle on trailing 
arms, plus a Panhard rod, with coil springs. 
Similarly, the engine retains its standard 
dimensions and single, belt-driven overhead 
camshaft. 


I was able to discuss the philosophy behind 
the new model with Roy Cooke, the engineer 
most closely associated with the project. He 
revealed that the increase in maximum speed 
is due both to the reduction of wind resist- 
ance and to extending the engine power curve 
upwards, the benefits of both directions of 
research working out almost exactly fifty-fifty. 
The front end treatment of the body was 
developed in the MIRA wind-tunnel, the 
resulting shape being evident from the pic- 
tures. Low drag and improved adhesion at 
speed have been achieved, the functional 
shape being emphasised with matt black trim 
and a total absence of brightwork. All 
Firenzas are finished in silver, with sills 
treated in a tough plastic coating to prevent 
gravel rash. 

The lower half of the engine is standard 
and only the head is new. New port shapes 
and larger valves are less important than a 
revised combustion chamber form which, inci- 
dentally, is already rubbing off on other 
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Vauxhall engines. A special camshaft gives 
increased valve lift and the compression ratio 
of 9.2 to.1 does not demand 5-star fuel. 
There is an extractor exhaust manifold from 
which some hot air is ducted to the air 
cleaner, the balance of warmed and ambient 


air being varied thermostatically to ensure 
emission levels below EEC requirements; the 
noise regulations are also satisfied. The twin 
Stromberg carburetters are on rubber 
mountings.

power output to 131 bhp while retaining the 
very fat torque curve of the standard unit. 
It is the design policy to use parts from 
other Vauxhall models wherever possible, 
rather than making special components which 
would increase the price. Thus, the lightened 
flywheel is fitted with a clutch from the 
bigger 6-cylinder model, that can easily cope 
with the Firenza engine’s output. However, 
some additional expense has had to be faced 
in using a ZF gearbox, no suitable 5-speed 
transmission coming in the General Motors 
range. The stronger rear axle components, 
though, are standard Ventora bits. 

Again, brake discs and calipers come from 
the big six. Immense trouble has been taken 
to make the suspension acceptable to the 
everyday driver, while developing maximum 
cornering power and traction on the circuits. 
The car has been lowered slightly at both 
ends, the front roll-bar has been stiffened 
by 23%, and special dampers are used with 
high anti-fade characteristics; 185-70 radial 
ply tyres are fitted to 6.0 x 13 light-alloy 
wheels. Much of the development work has 
been directed towards obtaining the best pos- 
sible traction as a limited slip differential 
is not fitted. 

The brake pedal is lowered for improved 
heel-and-toe. Cloth seats are standard and 
the car is fully equipped, including two pairs 
of Cibié rectangular halogen headlamps. 
There are many safety features, among which 
the Avon safety rims should be mentioned. 

I was able to drive the new Firenza both 
on the road and on the Silverstone Grand 
Prix circuit. It’s a very pleasant car to 
drive with lots of performance, having a 
genuine maximum in excess of 120 mph with 
130 mph available under favourable condi- 
tions. I would say that the engine has more 
torque in the middle ranges than any of its 
competitors, which makes it quite unnecessary 
to use high revs on the gears. Bill Blydenstein 
has proved that Vauxhall engines can be run 
safely at over 7000 rpm, but I found no advan- 
tage in exceeding 6000 at Silverstone. Even 
if the revs drop as low as 4200, there is still 
a kick in the back available, and on the road 
the car accelerates lustily from 2000 rpm. 


The roadholding is really excellent and 
the car is very forgiving, cornering in perfect 
balance on full throttle with no wheelspin 
from the inside tyre. I used third and fourth 
gears at Silverstone, the direct drive allowing 
the engine to reach peak revs on the straight. 
On the road, higher speeds can be reached on 
long straights by employing fifth, peak revs 
again being available, thanks to the low-drag 
body. 

Some brake judder was experienced at 
Silverstone as the temperature rose, but 
when the brakes were really hot they became 
smooth again, without fading. After quite 
a few laps at racing speed, I parked the car 
for 10 minutes or so and then drove off, when 
the pedal went to, the floor due to fluid 
boiling. This condition rapidly cured itself 
but the matter will receive attention ; it could 
not, in any case, occur during driving on the 
road. 

Though the ride feels firm, it is not nearly 
as hard as that of some typical competition 
saloons. It is, indeed, remarkable how well 
the Firenza handles on a racing circuit while 
retaining a ride that most people would accept 
without comment for ordinary family touring. 
The level of wind noise is outstandingly low, 
as one would expect, and the big tyres are 
not noisy. The engine has full air silencing 
and is not noticeably noisier mechanically than 
the standard unit. The gearbox of the test 
car chattered away gently to itself, but this 
can be reduced, I am told, by using a heavier 
lubricant if one does not object to a rather 
stiffer change in coli weather until the box 
has warmed up. The gate pattern has first 
off by itself to the left and back against a 
spring. 

In my short test, 1 was unable to measure

tance of the body and the high gearing should 
result in some outstanding figures. The engine 
has low frictional losses and, although it is 
large for a four-cylinder, it may well be more 
economical than a smaller unit that has to 
work harder. 

The Vauxhall Fireriza is a fast car with 
outstanding roadholding and handling quali- 
ties. It is sensibly designed to contain as 
few special parts as possible, so any Vaux- 
hall dealer is likely to have the bit you need. 
Though the chassis design is strictly orthodox, 
the aerodynamic efficiency of the front of the 
body is sure to start a fashion. It would 
have been unthinkable for Vauxhall Motors 
to build such a car only a few years ago, 
which shows how the image of the company 
is changing. Let it change right back to the 
days when Vauxhall had a Grand Prix team 
and built the 30/98, the greatest sports car 
of them all!

Vauxhall has always been a name synonymous 
with motor sport from the days of the Prince 
Henry right through to the ultra-specialised 
cars of today. Dealer Team Vauxhall had to 
happen too. During the decade preceding its 
inception the Viva HA (the boxy ones) would 
occasionally be seen rallying then much more 
followed with the HB — the model that really 
started the ball rolling. VX4/90s were always 
well represented, too, especially in sprints, 
hillclimbs and production saloon car racing. 
, Dealer Team Vauxhall was formed in Janu- 
ary 1971 at a meeting of the London region 
of the Vauxhall Dealer Council. Later, in 
May of that year, the initial agreement led to 
the formation of a committee formed to pro- 
mote motor racing and rally activities. Alan 
Maidens, of GN (Croydon) Ltd, became chair- 
man and Licnel Altman, who had been closely 
involved with the early competition appear- 
ances of the Shaw and Kilburn Viva GT, was 
appointed secretary but as a result of new 
business associations Altman had to resign 
his secretaryship and DTV's new secretary is 
David Wardrop, assistant to the managing 
director of Hamilton Motors (London) Ltd. 


The majority of finance for the DTV racing 
and rally teams comes from the publicity 
budgets of Vauxhall dealers and not General 
Motors who still adhere to a strict “no com- 
petition” policy. All 21 participant dealers 
share in the successes, notably through the 
circulation of the DTV. Sporting Digest, a 
publication regularly distributed to the trade 
and press throughout the year. Although not a 
works team, there is an inevitable (and bene- 
ficial) feed-back of information from both the 
race track and rallies to the Vauxhall car 
factories. 

The preparation of DTV cars is split be- 
tween the stables of Bill Blydenstein and 
Chris Coburn, for racing and rallying res- 
pectively. At their Shepreth (Herts) head- 
quarters Blydenstein operates the DTV race 
preparation and also provides a similar service 
for private Vauxhall competitors. Shepreth 
also produces modified components required 
for DTV rally engines. The rally car side of 
things including preparation and maintenance 
takes place at the Coburn factory in Banbury; 
Coburn Improvements Ltd. Here the Vivas, 
Firenzas and the two smart Bedford CF service

barges are kept fully operational. Since the in- 
troduction, in January 1973, of DTV Sport- 
parts—a range of race and rally tested high 
performance parts and accessories, Blyden- 
stein and Coburn have worked very closely 
together on development and distribution. 
Headquarters of the Sportpart operation, with 
a full staff and comprehensive stores are 
located in Banbury. 

Fority-six-year-old Bill Blydenstein is one 
of the best known and respected tuners in 
the country. Remember the incredible sight of 
the Borgward Isabella back in the saloon car 
days of 3.4 Jaguars, Zephyrs, Austin A1l05s, 
etc? That was back in 1958 when he pre- 
pared and raced a Borgward while still work- 
ing in the aircraft industry specialising in, of 
all things, air conditioning units. Blydenstein 
subsequently joined John Cooper, working 
on gearbox stress analyses and after more 
saloon racing success Bill joined the Mini- 
Cooper works team, both testing, develop- 
ing and racing the cars. The first Vauxhall 
involvement was in 1963 with the VX4/90 
and the following year Blydenstein started his 
own business, mainly concerned with the pro- 
duction of improved cylinder heads for most 
popular makes. Towards the end of 66 Blyden- 
stein started work on the Viva HB. Driven 
by Gerry Marshall and supported by Shaw 
and Kilburn the combination was a great 
success. With the introduction of the 2-litre 
sohc slant four the Blydenstein cars made 
even bigger inroads in saloon car racing. The 
engines in '69 produced about 180 bhp with 
standard block, pistons’ rods and crank. The 
operation was now situated at the converted 
railway station at Shepreth; quite an im- 
provement on his first premises which was 
the garden shed cylinder head shop. Now 
the work-force is of 12 persons, four for

customer work and four for DTV racing 
activities plus Don Hagger, Blydenstein’s part- 
ner, and secretaries. 

The rally side of DTV presents a similar 
story. Chris Coburn, managing director of 
Coburn Improvements, started his involve- 
ment in a similar way to Blydenstein but 
rallying was his game, starting in 1965 with 
the famous Team 848, Hudson-Evans, Coburn, 
Sparrow and many more ensemble — Team 
848 being a communal low budget Mini 
drivers consortium. With rallying taking up a 
major portion of his time (Coburn was 
selling office equipment) he started his own 
performance bits and preparation business 
late that year from a small workshop in west 
London. Soon Julian Vereker, an engineer en- 
gaged in racing joined the company and in 
late ‘65 Coburn Improvements joined forces 
with Jack Wheeler who was running an opera- 
tion called Alpha Power Developments with 
Martin Davidson. Everything was dropped in 
favour of Coburn Improvements Ltd. Business 
progressed steadily and Rodney Spokes who 
then had a motor accessory shop in Oxford 
came along and he and Chris teamed up for 
rallies. Their business involved the prepara- 
tion of many rally cars—all different makes 
but, not gaining sufficient recognition for this 
work they decided to look beyond cars 
already known for their competition poten- 
tial. They chose Vauxhall and the Viva HB 
with the help of Blydenstein’s specialised 
knowledge. Before the announcement of the 
2-litre Viva GT, Coburn and Spokes had got 
the car well enough sorted out to finish 
second in class on the last Gulf-London 
Rally, undoubtedly the toughest stage rally 
ever held in Britain. In addition to conver- 
sion equipment, Coburn Improvements were 
now handling a range of general accessories 
and their preparation side was becoming 
almost exclusively Vauxhall which reflected 
in some of their marketed parts — instrument 
panels, Blydenstein engine conversions and 
suspension kits, all for Viva HBs. Now the 
concern has moved to Banbury and their 
work is all Vauxhall, with the preparation and 
development of rally cars for DTV. This in- 
cludes the distribution of the Sportpart range 
to the 21 Vauxhall Sport Dealers throughout 
the UK.

DTV at Shepreth—race winning development 
with Firenza, Ventora and Magnum 


Bill Blydenstein’s Shepreth business is the 
racing headquarters of Vauxhall’s Dealer 
Team, the home to which the cars return, 
usually draped with a laurel wreath, where 
Blydenstein employs around six mechanics, 
headed by Gerry Johnstone. The current 
racing stable consists of two out and out 
racers, a number of Group One Magnums, 
although Blydenstein provides the power for 
all Group One Magnums, not all are entered 
by Vauxhall, and one rather strange machine 
which actually won its first race, although 
few people would have known that it ema- 
nated from the Blydenstein stable. 


Blydenstein really provides the backbone to 
the DTV racing stable, and really has done so 
for longer than the Dealer Team has been in 
existence, for it was his experience which 


really allowed DTV to kick off with a first- 
class racer. Blydenstein had been tuning 
Vauxhalls almost since the Borgward concern, 
in which he was previously interested, went 
bust, and this Vauxhall development worked 
round to a racing Viva GT in 1966. This was 
the Shaw and Kilburn car raced by Gerry 
Marshall and slowly built up until it became 
2.5 litres and went so far as to beat Mick 
Hill, Alec Poole, Dave Brodie at Mondello in 
June, 1971. It was this car, and two other 
events in that year, which gave birth 
to one of the most successful racing saloons 
ever to be built in Britain, the DTV Vauxhall 
Firenza campaigned with customary verve by 
Gerry Marshall and painstakingly prepared 
by the lads at Shepreth. 


But those two events? Well, one of them

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was obviously the mooting of the DTV idea, 
which would give Blydenstein the go-ahead 
to build the Vauxhall Firenza, which, inci- 
dentally, made its debut at Lydden Hill later 
in the year. And it was at this meeting that 
the cars which really gave rise to that 
Firenza were involved in an_ all-crippling 
accident—both of them—together. However, 
out of the ashes came forth success, and 
Gerry’s new mount went ahead and battled 
it out with opposition such as Brodie's Run 
Baby Run Escort and duly won. Three years 
later, it’s this car which has run up nearly 
50 victories, and this has now been joined 
by another car for Gerry, the Ventora, which 
can scarcely have had a greatér reception 
when introduced, nor such a successful debut. 


But the beginning is way back in that 
Viva. Although the Firenza is a remarkable 
70 per cent standard, and what other special 
saloon is that, much of the work in the first 
place came straight out of the Viva, especi- 
ally in the engine department. The Firenza 
originally had a single cam 2.3-litre engine 
which derived from the 2.5 used so success- 
fully in the Viva. One feature about the 
Blydenstein Vauxhall engines is that they 
always have been fuel injected from the 
word go. Tecalemit-Jackson have been very 
helpful since the early days when injection 
was first used on Boxing Day 1968. On other 
engine fronts, Blydenstein believes that the 
engine simply couldn't be better: “It’s a 
tuner’s dream with massive reserves of 
strength.” The original head was basically 
standard when in single cam form with the 
big valve first being tried as far back as 
1968, and then in 1969 the exhaust valves 
were enlarged and that’s roughly the way as 
it is today. Blydenstein has always been 
impressed with the metal used in Vauxhall’s 
production, and this in itself helps to keep 
the car fairly standard. However, for exhaust 
valves, he uses nimonic 80 which he has 
believed is quite sufficient for the job, and 
originally he subcontracted for these to be 
made by Stampings Lyons of Nechells, Birm- 
ingham, but backing up his faith in the firm, 
Vauxhall took them over and they are now 
part of the empire. Tappets and valve springs 
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Blydenstein finds quite sufficient for revving 
up to 8000 rpm, but he finds that for 
such revs he has to use a higher deck height 
of pistons. The cam he regrinds as he has 
his own ideas on the exhaust valves and 
likes to be kind to them when regrinding the 
cam profiles. The valve springs themselves 
Blydenstein sees as being quite strong 
enough and he beefs up the standard rods 
with a little more metal. The Lotus twin 
cam head was actually offered to Blydenstein 
by Lotus in 1968 (remember that it origin- 
ated from the Vauxhall head and block in the 
first place) but Blydenstein was reluctant to 
accept it as he felt it would be more trouble 
than it was worth. 

The bottom end of the engine was fairly 
standard. Blydenstein felt that the crank was 
perfectly strong enough, and it wasn’t even 
tuftrided. There were standard main bearings, 
caps, bolts etc. The engine was still wet 
sumped with no further baffling, and in the 
Viva, this gave nearly 200 bhp and 200 ft/ 
Ib torque with an all-in weight of 164 cwt. 
The Viva had a fibreglass front, wings, bonnet 
and boot, while the suspension was standard 
even using standard springs, although the 
local blacksmith, a Mr King of nearby Barley 
has a fairly neat way of squashing the 
springs, hence lowered suspension. Shock 
absorbers have come from both Koni and 
Spax, although these days DTV use more of 
the former than the latter. There were anti- 
roll bars front and rear as were fitted as 
standard on the Mk 2 Viva anyway. The 
back axle was also standard but strutted; the 
axle amounts to little more than a VX 4/90 
from the 1964 era with limited slip diff, modi- 
fied and tuftrided. They do wear out a bit, 
but so many were made that there are plenty 
more to use. The gearbox, was and is, 
standard but with a cluster of close ratios, 
straight cut, designed by Bill Blydenstein in 
1968. He churned out about 50 or 60 sets of 
these gears and they've proved invaluable to 
Vauxhall racers throughout the world. 
Wheels, were and are, Minilites, while Bill 
Blydenstein has always felt that Goodyear 
have been very good to the team with their 
tyre support. 

So it was on this basis that the Firenza

was born. The idea was in 1971, with Vauxhall 
dealers wanting to be heavily associated with 
the car, to keep it really as standard as 
possible, and to this end, apart from obvious 
body changes to accommodate wider tyres, 
the car is still pretty standard. The basic 
shape of the car was encouraging initially, 
and the single cam engine was mounted in 
the Firenza in exactly the same position as it 
would be in a normal road car. With the 2.3 
engine fitted, the Firenza took to the tracks 
but immediately provided a nasty shock. “It 
jumped around like a kangaroo,” to put it in 
Blydenstein’s words, and the first thing they 
had to do was soften up the whole system. 
Off came the anti-roll bar, the springs were 
softened up and the shockers softened too. 
This proved rather too drastic, and the car 


still runs with soft springs but now with a 
fairly slim roll bar to do as much stiffening 
as is required. 

The car weighs around 154 cwt and with 
10in fronts and 12in rears, coupled with the 
mystery stones of driver Marshall, the car 
handles very well round right-handers, al- 
though round left-handers things can get 
rather dodgy. Indeed, at Brands Hatch the 
other day, Gerry gave himself quite a fright 
when some super sticky tyres hung on so 
well round the left-handed Bottom bend that 
the Firenza tipped over on to two wheels, 
with GM himself virtually the axis. 

With the slackening-off process, Gerry now 
has more understeer through the corners than 
he had in the Viva, but various aerodynamic 
aids, which were first tried at the beginning 
of the 1973 season, have. tended to counter- 
act the trait. However, an even deeper front 
spoiler was needed when the twin cam 
engine came into use in 1973, for it added 
on another 15 mph, and at the same time, a 
rear spoiler was added. Of course, the 
Firenza now has the droop snout which tends 
to counteract the driver pushing it hard 
through corners, although on tight corners, 
Marshall still finds he gets understeer, which 
is why he likes nice long ones. Of course, the 
fact that the car still has its engine very 
much mounted in the forward position doesn’t 
help matters much either. 

Last year also saw the introduction of the 
twin cam head which by this time had been 
well developed by Lotus. The engine was in 
fact a 2-litre which has been stroked up to 
2.2 giving around 250 bhp and produces 
torque of 170 lb/ft. Yet it was still wet sump 
—until the first weekend in June last year. 
Gerry had practised faster than the V8s at 
Silverstone and then blew up. What had 
happened? At the peak revs required at 
Silverstone, it was found that all the oil in 
the engine was in circulation and there 
wasn’t too much in the sump. With a little 
oil surge in a corner, the bearings had 
nothing to work on and seized up. The rest 
of the story is little bits of metal, but Blyden- 
stein pretty soon got round to dry sumping 
the engine. Customers such as Dryden and 
Donelly have also since been converted to

dry sump too. The system has mainly been 
successful although oil leaks can, and have, 
caused.a blow-up when the level drops and 
the oil becomes aerated. But these are human, 
not mechanical, errors says Blydenstein. 

There are now two engines, a spare which 
develops around 230 bhp and Gerry's number 
one which is just short of 250 bhp. In fact 
it was the spare engine which Marshall was 
using when beaten by Nick Whiting’s Escort, 
and it’s now been used for the last three meet. 
ings, and is certainly due to be replaced soon. 
With the adoption of the 5-speed ZF in the 
latest Firenza saloon, the car also boasts 
this, while it still has drum brakes in the 
rear. It’s Blydenstein’s greatest pleasure to 
know how standard the car is, and even 
greater pleasure is gained from seeing it on 
terms with Fords which are probably less 
than 25 per cent standard to the Firenza’s 
70 per cent. However, there’s no doubt that 
the next modification to come under con- 
sideration is the moving of the engine to 
improve handling. There’s also an idea to 
get Gerry further down in the car to lower 
the centre of gravity, but you can’t really 
complain about a car that has won nearly 50 
races, and must be one of the best known in 
the country. 

The car that gathers crowds wherever it 
goes is DTV’s latest weapon, the Ventora. In 
May of last year, the car began to take form, 
with various conditions from the dealers. 
Obviously one of the first ideas was that it 
should look like a Ventora, not look too 
much like a racer from the outside, and yet 
could be a hybrid within those limitations. 
And it had to be finished by October 1 and 
comprise General Motors parts. It was all of 
those things, although admittedly it is conse- 
quently heavier than it need be, but it must 
be one of the best looking and smartest 
Superloons in this country. However, within 
that brief of hybrid, there was a certain eye 
to the future, and Blydenstein and Vauxhall 
decided to build the car to be powered by 
an engine of not more than 5 litres. 

The Ventora had the thinking of Frank

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Cams, valves, con rods arid pistons—all parts that go into standard Magnums and Firenzas 
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Costin to help it along, and he incorporated 
the basic bodyshell incorporating roll cage 
with a space frame built on to the front end 
to contain the F5000 Holden engine. This was 
GM and the best that comes out of Australia, 
and Blydenstein finds it very compact. With 
this engine, the car is eligible for the Silhou- 
ette formula, should it come to fruition. 
Following the Motor Show, the car did 
around 500 miles testing, starting in Decem- 
ber, although the energy crisis didn’t help. 
Racing and testing showed that one of the 
main problems was in the actual steering. 
It’s a very heavy car, and together with an 
unhelpful offset, it proved to be very heavy 
to handle too. With a reduction of the offset 
to Oin from 2in, the car is still fairly heavy 
and if long distance races are to be tackled,

then Blydenstein is seriously thinking of 
going over to power steering, similar to that 
used by Frank Gardner in his current G2 
Camaro. As is very recent history, the car 
won its first race, but Bill Blydenstein sees 
a distinct message in the history of the 
second race. The problem was that the front 
suspension collapsed. The car had been 
finished literally the night before, and in fact 
various new parts had been fitted on which 
there was considerable strain, and these had 
not been crack tested. The result was that 
one of the wishbones, which have to reach a 
long way inside the BBS wheels to the hub 
and at the same time carry the quite con- 
siderable weight of the car to the wheel, 
broke under stress. On further examination, 
it was found to have been due to a fairly 
poor quality weld, and the result was that 
Bill Blydenstein went out and bought more 
welding equipment so this shouldn’t happen 
again. The general shortage of materials 
caused by the three-day week etc meant that 
there was too much of a rush to finish the 
car, and Blydenstein is quite honest in his 
view that they really shouldn't have raced at 
all. However, despite its weight, it has proved 
to be very quick, and its reappearance is 
eagerly awaited by many Superloon fans. 

This year Tim Stock has been taken under 
the DTV wing for his Group One activities, 
and a quick look around the Blydenstein 
racing shop reveals another Magnum 
currently under construction for the standard 
racing Castrol series. However, it's to Blyden- 
stein’s chagrin that he’s now in the state 
of Group One development that Ralph Broad 
was before Christmas, but then it may be 
of consolation when one realises that Broad- 
speed have 10 times more people working at 
Southam than Blydenstein has at Shepreth. 
The new car, for Gerry Marshatl, will be 
developed in parallel with Tim Stock's and 
until Marshall's is ready, he will drive Stock’s 
spare, which he did at the recent Martini 
meeting. They are currently at the stage of 
producing around 150 bhp from the engine, 
and expect to gain one or two more bhp 
during development. The Ventora reatly took 
a lot of Blydenstein’s time, and as well as 
keeping the Firenza running, this has possibly 
been to the detriment of the Group One effort. 
However, Blydenstein certainly hopes to have 
caught up Broad by the end of the season, 
and one must always realise that the racing 
Firenza wasn’t exactly born overnight but 
has had years of development as a nacer, 
despite its standard origins. Meanwhile, 
Blydenstein provides power units at £200 a 
time for club Group One customers who are 
completely dominating their olass_ in 
Magnums. As for the new Firenza, Blyden- 
stein isn’t too sure if it will ever be homolo- 
gated. 

The final Blydenstein racer has only com- 
peted in one race, ‘and won it. Well, it’s not 
exactly a racer, but it did beat an Opel 
Commodore, and a three litre Capri. The 
beast concerned? Well, not even a beast 
really; just the Blydenstein family runabout, a 
Victor fitted with Blydenstein’s very latest 
Stage Four head which has really been 
developed for customers of the new Firenza, 
but which is available for all 2.3 Vauxhall 
engines. And the race it won? It was towing 
a caravan at the time at Thruxton and will 
continue to campaign the BARC caravan 
series for the rest of the year. 

The Blydenstein effort on DTV’s behalf is 
one of the most professional and determined 
in saloon car racing in Britain today. And 
with the minimum number of staff and the 
maximum amount of enthusiasm, they con- 
tinue to win races against the most power- 
ful opposition. Blydenstein attributes a great 
deal to Gerry Marshall, who he says is one 
of the best saloon car drivers in the world 
today. Marshall’s talents and experience are 
chronicled elsewhere in this supplement, but 
there’s no doubt that he enjoys his relation- 
ship with Shepreth, and that they feed from 
him too. As part of General Motors, the 
Blydenstein effort may seem snvall, but one 
cannot discount its success, and it’s possible 
that with the Silhouette formula mooted, DTV 
may be seen throughout Europe, and a new 
era for Blydenstein’s racers will begin. 


Profile profile 


Gerry Marshall 


“We owe a great deal to his fantastic driving; 
he is one of the top saloon car drivers in the 
world today,” says Bill Blydenstein about 
32-year-old Gerry Marshall, whose spectac- 
ular driving of Vauxhalls and countless other 
cars has kept thousands of spectators enter- 
tained for around 10 years. 

After various sorties into sprinting, Gerry 
turned to racing with one of the first short- 
stroke 998 Mini Coopers with which he won 
his first race at Snetterton on Easter Monday 
1964, followed by four further victories before 
the Mini was sold to purchase an engage- 
ment ring for his wife Carol. 

He built up a 970S for the following year 
and Gerry again notched up numerous class 
successes at club meetings and in Group 2 
events, even beating John Fitzpatrick’s semi- 
works 970S at one Snetterton meeting, while 
driving Robbie Gordon’s 1275 Mini in the 
Snetterton International 500 km race he and 
David Wansborough won their class. Under 
the banner of the Barnet Motor Company, 
which Gerry ran, the burly Marshall con- 
ducted TVRs and Lotus Elans with success. “I 
was sharing a TVR with Tony Lanfranchi in 
the Ilford Films 500-mile race at Brands 
Hatch. We were leading the race with only 
14 minutes to go and a bloody wheel fell off.” 

The first Blydenstein car to appear in 
Gerry's hands was an 850 lightweight Mini in 
1967, which was the same year that Bill was 
developing the 1256 HB Viva and this was 
the advent of Gerry's link with Vauxhalls. 
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Marshall made brief escapades into Formula 
Ford and other kinds of club racing, but his 
main achievements came in saloon car events 
with the Vauxhall Vivas and then the Vaux- 
hall Firenza, which has been winning races 
since Gerry first appeared with it in Thames 
TV colours at the end of 1971. 

In 1972 Gerry was the outright winner of 
the Forward Trust special saloon car cham- 
pionship with the Firenza and put Vauxhall 
to the fore on many occasions in the then 
new Castrol production saloon car cham- 
pionship, winning the £800 to £1,100 category. 
Meanwhile his connections not only lay with 
Vauxhall, for he won the Ford Escort Mexico 
Challenge series in the series’ first and most 
competitive year, 

Last year’s Firenza successes continued un- 
abated, winning the over 1300 class of the 
Forward Trust Championship, and this year 
he is leading the class of both the Forward 
Trust and Simoniz special saloon champion- 
ships with the 2-litre, 16-valve Lotus-headed 
Firenza. 

Gerry had a brief and unsuccessful spell 
in Group 1 this season with an unsorted 
Chevrolet Camaro before moving back to a 
Firenza and this year has also seen the first 
appearance of the 5-litre Repco-engined 
Vauxhall Firenza with which Gerry won on 
its maiden outing. 

It’s a race almost every weekend throughout 
the year for Gerry, while during the week 
he’s busy running Marshall Wingfield Garage 
= from its base at Temple Fortune, London

Barrie Williams 


Apart from the obvious differences in weight 
and size, Barrie “Whizzo” Williams is the 
same mould as Gerry Marshall in the vast 
assortment of cars with which they have 
competed and in the jovial manner in which 
they treat the sport, as well as being 
extremely good drivers. 

Williams’ fame in the GN of Croydon 
Vauxhall Magnum in club production saloon 
car racing this season was unfortunately 
reached at Snetterton on Easter Sunday when 
his spectacular accident avoiding an errant 
Capri brought large press coverage, and a 
broken ankle for Barrie. Despite still using 
crutches, Barrie is back behind the wheel 
though, winning his class in the British Saloon 
Car Championship round at Silverstone on 
May 12 with the Mazda RX3. That's the 
sort of determination which Barrie has always 
displayed throughout his competition 
career. 

From his home in Bromyard, Barrie's motor 
sporting career started in karts with a kart 
constructed by his father and Whizzo which 
proved very successful in the era of karting, 
which produced many of the top Formula 
3 drivers of the mid-60s. Turning to cars, 
Barrie used an A40 Devon for rallies and 
his first autotest with the car, nicknamed 
“ Jenny,” ended in a roll, but all was well 
for a Yorkshire rally the week after with 
hillclimb champion David Hepworth. 

Racing started in 1959 with a Morris 
Minor 1000 and in his first race Barrie finished 
second and this started a chequered racing 
career. This included driving Alan McKech- 
nie’s F3 Cooper in 1966 with which Barrie 
won his first single-seater race in the wet at 
Silverstone, while more impressive and suc- 
cessful performances came in Bob Beck's 7- 
litre Ford Galaxie-engined Jaguar Egal in 
many club races. 

Meanwhile Barrie earned a string of suc- 
cesses with Minis in club and international 
races, while being equally busy on the rally 
front. He won the Welsh Rally in 1964 and 
among his other successes was a class win in 
the Geneva Rally. That and his performances 
in such events as the Spa 24 Hours and 
500 km Snetterton race earned Barrie a high 
regard for his long distance exploits. 

What else was Barrie involved in? From 
taking an engineer apprenticeship with Aston 
Martin, Barrie (who was born in 1938) worked 
on his competing cars at home, spent a period 
of 12 months as a truck driver in Sweden, 
then worked and drove for British Vita Racing 
at Littleborough. When they were taken over 
he was out of a job and he went to work 
with Chris Coburn in sorting out the begin- 
ings of the Vauxhall rally programme; in 
1972 he and co-driver Don Barrow only 
failed to finish in two events with the DTV 
Firenza, gaining an award on the Scottish 
Rally although the RAC ended against a tree. 

Barrie concentrated on racing the Firenza 
last season for GN with much sideways spec- 
tacle as well as success, and he runs the 
motor sport service from GN. In addition he 
maintains his links in other areas, with the 
Mazda in the Castrol series and the Escort 
Mexico which he has run in the Mexico 
Challenge series from its inception; he has, 
in fact, raced in every single round of the 
Mexico series’ three-year history apart from 
the last two owing to his injuries. 
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Will Sparrow 


Stocky cigar smoking Will Sparrow is, in 
some ways, the 29-year-old wonderman of 
British rallying. Why ?—because his drives 
in Ford cars can virtually be counted on the 
fingers of one hand. Sparrow is best known 
for his DTV Vauxhall exploits and best re- 
membered for his incredible handling of fwd 
Minis. The 1970 Welsh Rally is regarded by 
many as this exuberant driver’s finest front 
wheel drive win. Will Sparrow with Nigel 
Raeburn (they are still the same team, now 
with DTV) won the Welsh outright with 
Will’s 1.4 litre G6 Uniroyal Mini. Another 
impressive drive was with a Datsun 1600SSS 
on the '71 Scottish. Will Sparrow demon- 
strated to a large audience that his front 
engine rear drive performance was worth 
watching too. Unfortunately the Old Woking 
car retired after the first night with an engine 
problem. The year of '71 also saw Sparrow 
win the BTRDA Championship and second

place in the Castrol/Motoring News series. 
The year previously, Will was RAC Rally 
Champion. 

It was mid-summer 1972 when Will 
Sparrow first turned to Vauxhalls, driving for 
the Martin Group of companies. Since then 
he has swopped back to DTV and George Hill 
has taken over the driving of the Martin 
Group car. Sparrow first started rallying 
with a Mini Van (seventen years old, of 
course). After a few road rallies Will turned 
to sprints and autocrosses but a couple of 
years later went back into rallying, asking 
Nigel Raeburn (who had navigated him when 
they drove a service barge for Richard 
Hudson-Evans on an RAC) to read the maps. 
The partnership was set and it lasts to this 
day. As the DTV Vivas and Firenzas continue 
to improve so does Mr. Sparrow's position as 
their number one driver. Unquestionably he 
has the ability and determination which is 
matched by a thorough mechanical know- 
ledge. The big wins are sure to come.

Tim Stock 
It is perhaps noticeable that the four drivers 
detailed in these two pages all have links 
other than just “driving” Vauxhalls, and 
saloon car contender Tim Stock runs the 
Vauxhall dealership E. S. Stock Motors near 
Ipswich, which is one of the leading Vauxhall 
sport dealers in addition to serving the whole 
of East Anglia for Sportparts. 

After an encouraging term at Jim Russell 
RDS, Tim Stock (born in 1944), entered into 
Formula 3 with a Lotus 27 which was nather 
outdated by the 1966/1967 period, but Tim 
still gaimed a lot of experience before the 
engine blew up. Then he turned to formule 
libre racing with an old Brabham chassis into 
which he installed a Chevrolet engine before 
such hybrids were common wear. Unfortunate- 
ly though the engine was very unreliable— 
“tt was a question of how many laps we 
could last rather than winning races’”—and 
it was ultimately sold to the States. 

Tim's first competitive car came next, this 
being a Chevron B6 which he contested in 
the Motoring News Grand Touring Car cham- 
pionship with considerable success to finish 
fourth in the series. With the Chevron, Tim 
was in the same league as the Lepps and 
Burtons and had his first taste of continental 
races, with ventures to the Nurburgring and 


Montihery. 

The car was subsequently sold to a Mexi- 
can, and some time went by before Tim 
purchased one of Mike de Udy’s Lola-Chevro- 
let T70s which he completely rebuilt. In 
superb condition, the car only completed one 
race in which Tim started from the back row 
of the grid and took the lead by the third lap, 
but later the car was destroyed at the Snetter- 
‘ton hairpin. 

“I turned the steering wheel and nothing 
happened,” the car was badly bent 
against the bank, while Tim escaped with 
severe bruising. With no money to repair tthe 
car, the remains of it still remain at Tim’s 
home and one day he may get round to 
rebuilding it for historic racing. 

Tim then sat around for the best part of 
the year before production saloon car racing 
was introduced and ithat seemed the obvious 
thing to do, with Vauxhall Firenzas. Stock 
has been a leading class contender ever since 
—with some spectacular rolls in the first year 
to boot—particularly towards the end of last 
season when he gave Bernard Unett’s pre- 
viously undefeated Hillman Hunter GLS a very 
hard itime indeed. This season, a late switch 
of plans for Tim to run in the national Castrol 
championship, rather than club production 
saloon car races, has meant that ithe car is 
not yet fully sorted but with assistance from 
Dealer Team Vauxhall, Tim expects to be 
much closer to the winning Dolomites soon.
